Report  of  Grand  Chancellor 

New  Albany,  Indiana,  October  7,  1913,  P.  P.  L. 
To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Knights  of 

Pythias  of  the  Domain  of  Indiana: 

Brothers: — Another  mile  stone  has  been  -passed  in  the  prog¬ 
ress  of  Pythian  ism  in  this  Domain  and  another  chapter  has 
been  added  to  its  history.  The  work  of  another  year,  with  all 
its  joys  and  vicissitudes,  and  with  all  its  pleasures,  labors  and 
achievements  has  been  closed.  That  you  may  look  back,  for  a 
time,  upon  the  -record  that  has  been  made  and  that  yo-u  may 
know  in  detail  of  its  incidents  and  achievements,  I  submit  my 
report  on  the  events  of  interest  to  you  that  have  occurred  and 
the  official  acts  of  importance  that  have  been  performed,  in  the 
discharge  of  the  duties  of  my  trust  as  Grand  Chancellor  of  the 
Domain  of  Indiana,  during  the  recess  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

State  of  the  Order. 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  I  remind  you,  that  Pythianism  in 
the  Domain  of  Indiana  is  still  in  the  front  rank,  and  that  the 
tri-colored  banner  is  being  carried  with  high  honor,  steadfast 
■loyalty  and  continued  progress,  in  strict  accordance  with  the 
principles  of  our  Order.  While,  increase  in  membership  for 
the  year  ending  June  30th,  1913,  was  not  so  large  as  for  some 
farmer  years,  I  believe  that  the  standard  of  membership  is-  now 
the  best  in  the  history  of  this  Domain,  and  that  the  special  at¬ 
tention  which  has  been  •given  during  the  year  to-  the  dissemina¬ 
tion  -of  the  high  principles  of  the  Order,  and  to  “quality”  rather 
than  “quantity”  in  membership,  has  proven,  beyond  doubt,  to 
have  been  of  great  beneficial  effect. 

Within  the  last  twenty  years  our  Order  has  suspended  more 
members  than  the  total  aggregate  of  the  membership  of  today. 
This  fact  naturally  -causes  thoughtful  Pythians  to  wonder  and  to 
endeavor,  if  possible,  to  solve  the  problem  and  prevent  this 
great  and  unnecessary  drain  on  our  membership.  M-any  valua¬ 
ble  suggestions  have  been  offered  by  members  who  have  given 
the  question  considerable  thought.  Some  hold  that  the  theory 
“once  a  Pythian  always  a  Pythian”  should  be  the  universal  rule, 
and  I  am  free  to  admit  that  I  -most  heartily  approve  of  that  sent¬ 
iment  and  believe  that  -condition  could  be  brought  about  in  hav¬ 
ing  two  classes  of  members  such  -as  “beneficial”  and  “fraternal” 
the  dues  to  be  fixed  according  to  the  demands-  -of  each  class. 

In  ancient  times',  there  were  -many  men  who  preferred  death 
rather  than  be  guilty  of  a  -dishonorable  act,  and  I  -often  wonder 
if  that  characteristic  is  as  universal  now  as  them?  I  am  con- 
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vinced  that  there  is  as  much  honor  in  human  nature  hut  is  it 
being  developed  as  much  now  as  then?  If  not,  it  certainly 
should  he. 

The  more  we  cultivate  this-  thought  in  the  minds  of  our 
members  the  less  will  be  the  number  of  suspensions  for  non¬ 
payment  of  dues  or  loss  of  interest  for  any  cause  among  our 
membership,  the  current  dues,  is  an  obligation  that  should  be 
paid  promptly  as  any  other  just  debt  and  the  development  of 
the  fraternal  principles  of  our  Order  will  impress  upon  the  mind 
that  it  is  not  only  a  duty  but  should  be  a  pleasure  to  pay  dues. 

The  rules  and  regulations  governing  each  subordinate  lodge 
throughout  this  Domain  should,  in  my  humble  judgment,  he  uni¬ 
form,  and  a  special  code  of  “By-Laws”  should  he  adopted  by 
the  Grand  Lodge  for  the  use  of  all  subordinate  lodges  in  this 
Domain,  provision  to  be  made  for  different  conditions  in  each 
Lodge. 

Military  Department. 

The  Indiana  Brigade  of  the  Uniform  Rank  joined  with  the 
Illinois  Brigade  in  holding  a  Two-State  Encampment  at  Dan¬ 
ville,  Illinois,  during  the  week  of  August  18,  many  Pythians  high 
in  rank  in  the  Military  Department  were  present  including  our 
worthy  Major  General  Brother  A.  J.  Sitohbart  and  Staff,  acting 
Brigade  Commander  of  Illinois  Brother  John  P.  Bertoni  and 
Staff,  and  Brigade  Commander  of  Indiana  Brother  William  B. 
Gray  and  Staff,  also  the  Grand  Chancellor  of  Illinois  Brother 
Joseph  M.  Omo  and  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  of  Il¬ 
linois  Brother  Henry  P.  Caldwell,  and  Grand  Chancellor  ‘of  Indi¬ 
ana,  and  Grand  Keeper  of  Record's  and  Seal  of  Indiana  Brother 
Harry  Wade,  and  a  large  representatiop  of  Uniform  Rank  Com¬ 
panies  of  Indiana  and  Illinois  ;  the  Indiana  Companies,  of  course, 
were  awarded  all  the  prize  money  as  follows:

Our  Brigade  Commander  Brother  William  B.  Gray  toeing 
in  command  of  the  camp  certainly  did  able  and  efficient  work 
for  the  success  of  the  Encampment  and  the  result  of  his  effort 
was  entirely  satisfactory  and  he  was  the  recipient  of  many  high 
compliments  from  those  in  attendance  and  it  made  us  all  feel 
good  to  know  that  Indiana  could  furnish  such  a  worthy  leader. 

The  meeting  was,  to  some  extent,  an  experiment,  being  the 
first  Two-State  Encampment  ever  held  in  the  Supreme  Domain, 
and  was  a  grand  success  in  every  particular,  the  local  committee 
of  Danville  with  Brother  R.  A-llen  Stephens  as  Secretary  did 
everything  in  their  power  to  make  the  -camp  a  success  and  the 
entertainment  of  the  visitors  was  excellent,  the  -location  of  the 
camp  was  the  most  beautiful  and  convenient  that  I  -ever  had  the 
pleasure  of  visiting;  the  parade,  exhibition  -and  -competitive 
drill's-  were  -superb,  and  the  -success-  of  this  camp  certainly  rec¬ 
ommends  the  permanent  adoption  of  the  plan  and  according  to 
arrangements  it  will  devolve  upon  our  Domain  to  entertain  the 
Encampment  next  time  and  am  sure  -our  boy-s-  will  reciprocate 
in  the  same  hospitable  -manner  and  -demonstrate  that  we  have 
a  hot-bed  of  Pytlii-anism  in  this  Domain. 

The  -money  appropriated  -at  o-ur  -last  Grand  Lodge  Conven¬ 
tion  for  the  advancement  of  the  Uniform  Rank,  in  my  judgment, 
was  well  expended  because-  the  Uniform  Rank  is-  a  mo-s-t  import¬ 
ant  tributary  of  -our  Order  -and  a  -great  help  to  the  subordinate 
lodge,  the  -success  of  the  Danville  Encampment  will  -certainly 
enure  to  the  benefit  of  our  -subordinate  lodges. 

•  We  must  -admit  that  the  Uniform  Rank  is  now  in  need  of 
help-  and  encouragement  and  the  Supreme  Lodge,  each  Grand 
Lodge  and  each  subordinate-  Lodge  should  -gladly  render  the 
necessary  assistance,  and  rest  a-s-sured,  that  whatever  is  done 
for  the  advancement  -of  the  Uniform  Rank,  at  this  time,  will 
strengthen  an  artery  of  our  Order,  and  will  eventually  redound 
to  the  glory  of  the-  -subordinate  lodge. 


Insurance  Department. 

The  Board  of  Control  of  the  Insurance  Department  has 
sought  to  provide  safe,  sound  and  adequate-  insurance  protec¬ 
tion  to  members  of  -our  Order  at  actual  cost.  To-  this  end  the 
Board  employed  -competent  actuaries  to  compute  -a  table  -of  rates 
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that  would  meet  these  requirements  and  the  result  is  that  each 
member  of  the  Insurance  Department  now  knows  that  his  cer¬ 
tificate  is>  as  secure  as1  any  that  can  be  bought. 

The  Main  Office  of  the  Insurance  Department  is  located  in  the 
Indiana  Pythian  Building,  in  Indianapolis1,  the  Board1  of  Control 
wishing  that  whatever  rent  is  paid  shall  be  to  an  institution, 
whose  aim  it  is,  later  on,  to  care  for  aged  Pythians  and  orphans 
of  Pythians,  who  may  be  in  need  of  assistance. 

The  Insurance  Department  cannot  too  strongly  be  endorsed, 
not  only  for  the  good  it  has  accomplished,  but  for  what  it  is 
doing  today  and  promises  to  do  tomorrow  and  in  the  years  to 
come. 

Much  credit  is  due  Brother  Union  B.  Hunt  for  the  substan¬ 
tial  condition  of  the  Insurance  Department.  He  has  labored 
diligently  for  the  advancement  of  this  Department  and  always 
stands  ready  to  do  anything  in  his  power  for  the  general  good 
of  our  Order. 

Am  indebted  to  Brother  W.  0.  Powers,  General  Secretary 
of  the  Insurance  Department  for  the  following  information,  to- 
wit: 

The  membership'  of  the  Insurance.'  Department  on  June  30th 
of  this  year  is  71,029  and  the  insurance  in  force,  $99,159,302.00. 
All  certificates  in  force  at  this  time  are  on  an  absolutely  safe 
and  secure  basis  according  to  the  American  Experience  Table 
of  Mortality  with  .interest  at  314%  and  the  Insurance  Depart¬ 
ment  is,  in  all  respects,  in  a  satisfactory  condition.  The  ledger 
assets  of  the  Insurance  Department  as  of  this  date  amount  to 
$5,398,379.58  and  since  the  organization  of  this  Department  of 
the  Order,  we  have  paid  19,208  claims,  which  have  amounted  to 
$35,845, 769.08. 

The  membership  of  the  Department  in  your  'State  is  3,891, 
and  the  insurance  carried  by  such  members  amounts  to  $4,021,- 
499.00.  We  have  $70,858.50  invested  in  the  bonds  of  the  state 
and  we  have  paid  death  claims  in  the  state  amounting  tO'  $824,- 
029.84  (565  claims.) 

Pythian  Sisters. 

The  first  Temple  of  the  Pythian  Sisters  having  been  insti¬ 
tuted  in  this  Domain  and  the  founder  and  author  of  the  ritual 
being  Brother  Joseph  Addison  Hill,  a  charter  member  and  Past 
Chancellor  of  Eagle  Dodge  No.  16,  Knights  of  Pythias,  Green- 
castle,  Indiana:  We  naturally  feel  proud  of  the  wonderful  ad¬ 
vancement  and  achievements  of  our  associate  organization.  They 
are  doing  a  good  work  and  I  feel  that  we  should  encourage  and 
assist  their  organization  for  in  so  doing  we  promote  a  worthy 
cause  and  at  the  same  time  help  our  Order.

ment  haring  enlightened  many  applicants  into  the  secrets  of 
their  circle  during  the  past  year. 

Here  is  ’where  we  put  aside  the  stern  realities  of  life  and 
join  in  social  revelry,  and  the  social  mingling  of  our  ’brothers  is 
beneficial  and  the  organization  should  become  a  great  factor  in 
our  fraternity. 

District  Meetings. 

The  District  Meetings  were  all  convened  according  to  sched¬ 
ule  except  Logansport,  which  was  unable  to  entertain  the  meet¬ 
ing  on  account  of  flood,  and  was  therefore  postponed  indefi¬ 
nitely. 

Grand  Vice  Chancellor  Brother  John  M.  Lewis  and  Grand 
Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  Brother  Harry  Wade,  and  Grand 
Chancellor  attended  every  meeting  except  Columbia  City  and 
Auburn  and  we  were  each  unable  to  get  railroad  facilities  on 
account  of  the  flood,  to  reach  either  of  said  meetings,  but  the 
brothers  realizing  our  predicament  proceeded  with  both  meet¬ 
ings,  which  was  certainly  commendable.  We  were  also  unable 
to  reach  the  meeting  at  Brook,  but  afterwards  another  District 
Meeting  was  arranged  for  an  held  in  that  District  at  East  Chi¬ 
cago,  May  23,  1913,  and  was  attended  by  Brother  Lewis,  Brother 
Wade  and  Grand  Chancellor. 

We  had  large  and  enthusiastic  meetings,  and  under  the  cir¬ 
cumstances,  they  were  each  an  unqualified  success,  and  cer¬ 
tainly  did  a  great  good  for  our  Order  in  this  Domain.  District 
Meetings  when  properly  conducted  tend1  to  cultivate  the  social 
and  fraternal  features  of  our  Order  and  develop  better  ritual¬ 
istic  work,  and  offers  the  brothers  of  the  District  an  opportunity 
to  learn  what  other  ledges  are  doing  and  also  the  intermingling 
of  thoughts  for  the  advancement  of  Pythianism,  which  always 
works  to  the  good  of  the  Order. 

The  success'  of  our  District  Meetings  was  due  largely  to  the 
energetic  and  effective  work  of  the  able  corps  of  Deputy  Grand 
Chancellors  in  their  respective  Districts,  and  I  want,  at  this 
time,  to  compliment  the  Deputies,  upon  the  efficient  and  able 
manner  in  which  each  and  every  one  discharged  the  duties  of 
his  office,  and  I  feel  highly  honored  in  having  associated  with 
me  in  the  year’s  work  such  able  Pythians  as  the  list  of  Deputy 
Grand  Chancellors  for  this  term. 

Official  Visits. 

In  my  humble  opinion,  the  most  effective  work  done  by  a 
Grand  Chancellor  is  visiting  lodges,  and  I,  therefore,  devoted 
as  much  time  as  possible  to  this  branch  of  the  work,  and  in 
many  instances  subordinate  ledges  that  were  about  to  surrender 
their  charter  or  were  dying  from  inactivity  and  loss  of  interest 
were  revived  and  stimulated  to  such  an  extent  that  the  advance¬ 
ment  was  far  beyond  expectations'. 

As  a  result  of  a  personal  visit,  and  an  illustration  of  what 
can  be  done  by  any  lodge:  Friendship  Lodge  No.  10  had  not 
initiated  a  candidate  within  the  past  five  years  and  had  sus¬ 
pended  payment  of  sick  benefits  and  made  assessments  on  their 
membership  several  times;  at  the  beginning  of  the  present  term 
they  resolved  to  work,  and  as  a  result,  that  lodge  has  already 
increased  its  membership  seventy-five,  and  still  receiving  appli¬ 
cations,  the  new  members'  are  young  and  active  and  among  the 
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best  citizens  of  the  community  where  they  live,  and  it  will  be 
safe  to  predict  “loyalty  and  progress”  for  the  future  of  that 
lodge.  What  was  done  there,  can  be  accomplished  by  any  lodge 
determined  to  advance. 

Many  (lodges  continued  the  custom  of  holding  “Roll  Gall” 
and  also  “County  Meetings”  and  it  was  my  pleasure  to  attend 
quite  a  number  of  these  meetings  and  in  every  instance  they 
were  largely  attended  and  very  interesting  and  proved  to  be 
of  great  benefit  to  the  lodge. 

I  most  heartily  recommend  that  the  appropriation  for  ex¬ 
penses  of  the  Grand  Chancellor  be  increased  to  $1000  in  order 
that  he  may  visit  more  subordinate  lodges-. 

Flood  and  Cyclone. 

The  greatest  catastrophe  that  ever  visited  our  beloved  state 
was  the  storms  and  floods  which  laid  waste  to  the  fertile  fields 
and  devastated  several  of  our  cities,  during  the  month  of  March, 
causing  loss  of  life  to  several  of  our  members  and  great  prop¬ 
erty  loss  to  many  of  our  brothers  and  their  families  leaving 
them,  in  many  instances,  homeless  and  without  any  means  of 
support  or  recovery.  Immediately  upon  receipt  of  information  of 
the  terrible  suffering  and  anticipating  the  needs  of  our  brothers, 
I  mailed  an  appeal  to  each  subordinate  lodge  for  donations  for 
the  relief  of  our  distressed  members,  which  reads  as  follows, 
to-wit:-— 


GRAND  LODGE  KNIGHTS  OF  PYTHIAS 
DOMAIN  OF  INDIANA. 

Indianapolis,  Indiana,  March  26,  1913. 
To  the  Knights  of  Pythias  of  Indiana: 

Dear  Brethren.  All  of  you  know  at  this  time  of  the  con¬ 
dition  of  thousands  of  people  in  Indiana,  brought  on  by  the  ter¬ 
rible  floods  which  are  proving  to  be  the  greatest  disaster  In¬ 
diana  has  ever  known.  Many  persons  have  drowned,  been 
killed  by  accident  or  died  of  exposure,  and  thousands  are  with¬ 
out  homes  or  shelter,  all  of  their  possessions  having  been  wash¬ 
ed  away  by  the  floods. 

From  all  parts  of  Indiana  through  which  flow  our  largest 
rivers  we  are  hearing  of  people  who  need  our  help.  Many 
members  of  our  Order  are  needing  assistance.  Let  me  urge 
each  Subordinate  Lodge  and  each  member  of  the  Knights  of 
Pythias  of  Indiana  to  assist  in  raising  a  fund  for  the  benefit  of 
the  flood  sufferers  of  Indiana,  and  I  hope  you  will  be  as  liberal 
in  your  donations  as  you  can  possibly  afford  to  be,  but  I  feel 
assured  that  your  contribution,  whether  it  be  large  or  small, 
will  be  of  assistance  and  will  be  appreciated.  Send  your  dona¬ 
tion  to  Harry  Wade,  G.  K.  R.  S.,  308  K.  of  P.  Building,  Indian¬ 
apolis,  Indiana. 

A  complete  report  will  be  made  to  you  of  the  receipts  and 
disbursements  of  this  fund.  The  handling  of  this  work  will  be 
under  the  supervision  of  the  special  committee  which  I  have  ap¬ 
pointed  for  that  purpose. 

Please  have  your  lodge  act  promptly  regaiding  this  matter 
and  send  in  your  report  at  once  There  is  sorrow  today  in  many 
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Pythian  homes,  but  “amid  the  gloom  of  sorrow’s  night  and  tne 
tender  and  revered  memories  of  the  loved  and  lost,  the  stern 
call  of  duty  to  the  living  is  heard  and  must  be  answered.  Let 
us  be  prompt  in  our  attention  to  this  our  duty.

I  want  to  congratulate  the  subordinate  lodges  and  members 
of  this  Domain,  for  their  prompt  and  liberal  donations  and  while 
the  amounts  received  were  small,  compared  with  the  needs  of 
our  members,  our  lodges  responded  promptly  and  as  liberally 
as  their  means  would  permit. 

In  behalf  of  this  Domain,  I  wish,  at  this  time,  to  express 
our  sincere  and  heartfelt  thanks  to  our  sister  Domains  for  their 
prompt  and  generous  contributions  for  the  relief  of  our  dis¬ 
tressed  brothers  in  this  Domain  and  also  to  the  Supreme  Lodge 
officers  for  their  diligent  effort  in  our  behalf. 

Many  of  our  lodges  responded  by  immediate  direct  relief 
to  our  distressed  brothers  and  considering  the  fact,  that  so 
many  of  our  members  were  either  directly  or  indirectly  affect¬ 
ed  by  the  storms  and  floods,- the  response  to  my  first  appeal  for 
help  was  indeed  liberal  and  I  therefore  declined  to  issue  any 
further  appeal  in  the  matter. 

Just  as  soon  as  railroad  accommodations  were  possible. 
Brother  Wade  and  myself  personally  visited  West  Indianapolis, 
Terre  Haute,  Logansport,  Peru,  Lawrenceburg  and  many  other 
cities  in  the  flood  district  and  called  upon  our  members  and 
with  the  aid  of  a  special  committee  in  each  locality  endeavored 
to  relieve  and  console  our  unfortunate  brothers  and  I  feel  that 
our  efforts  were  not  in  vain,  because  the  distress  and  suffer¬ 
ing  was  something  beyond  discription  and  under  such  circum¬ 
stances  a  word  of  encouragement  from  a  friend  is  always  ap¬ 
preciated. 

The  distribution  of  the  funds  were  made  under  the  super¬ 
vision  of  the  committee  appointed  in  above  circular,  and  was 
delivered  to  the  distressed  brothers  or  widows  personally,  in 
cash,  and  a  full  itemized  account  of  such  receipts  and  distribu¬ 
tion  is  set  out  in  the  report  of  said  committee.

PYTHIAN  PERIOD  XLIX. 
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To  Hon.  John  W  Gaither,  Grand  Chancellor, 

Grand  Domain  of  Indiana. 

Dear  Sir  and  Brother: 

The  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  expects  to  have 
the  revised  ritual  for  subordinate  lodges  ready  for  distribution 
to  Grand  Domains  on  or  about  the  15th  of  December,  1912. 
Therefore,  in  accordance  with  the  legislation  of  the  Supreme 
Lodge  at  its  twenty-seventh  convention,  held  in  Denver,  Colo¬ 
rado,  August  6-13,  1912,  this  revision  of  the  subordinate  lodge 
ritual,  adopted  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  August  12,  1912,  P.  P. 
XLIX,  is  hereby  OFFICIALLY  PROMULGATED  to  the  Order, 
to  take  effect  and  be  in  force  on 

January  1,  1913,  P.  P.  XLIX. 

on  and  after  which  date  THE  USE  OF  ANY  OTHER  SUBOR¬ 
DINATE  LODGE  RITUAL  IS  ILLEGAL  AND  ABSOLUTELY 
PROHIBITED.  Your  attention  is  called  to  the  following  resolu¬ 
tion  which  was  adopted  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  at  the  Conven¬ 
tion  of  1912  (see  doc.  176,  pp.  126,  127,  D.  J.  1912) : 

Be  It  Resolved  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of 
Pythias,  That  when  the  revision  of  the  ritual  shall  have 
been  printed  in  the  amended  form,  the  Supreme  Keeper  of 
Records  and  Seal  be  and  he  hereby  is  authorized  and  di¬ 
rected  to  exchange  with  the  several  Grand  Domains  the  new 
ritual,  copy  for  copy  for  all  old  rituals,  without  expense  to 
the  several  Grand  Domains,  except  the  charges  for  trans¬ 
portation  and  duty;  provided  that  in  the  exchange  of  rituals 
no  subordinate  lodge  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  more  than 
four  copies. 

HOW  RITUALS  ARE  TO  BE  EXCHANGED. 

The  purpose  and  intent  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  as  expressed 
in  the  foregoing  resolution,  and  in  all  its  legislation  with  re¬ 
spect  to  the  revision  of  the  ritual  and  the  promulgation  there 
of,  was  that  in  the  exchange,  “copy  for  copy,”  the  Supreme 
Lodge  would  furnish  free  one  new  ritual  in  exchange  for  each 
copy  of  the  old  ritual  ACTUALLY  IN  USE  by  the  subordinate 
lodges  on  December  31,  1912.  In  consumating  this  exchange  of 
rituals,  you  will  be  guilded  by  the  following  rules,  and  these 
rules,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  you  will  officially 
promulgate  to  the  subordinate  lodges  within  your  Grand  Domain, 
and  require  from  them  absolute  compliance  therewith: 

Rule  1.  As  Grand  Chancellor,  you  will  officially  direct 
the  Chancellor  Commander  of  each  subordinate  lodge  with¬ 
in  the  domain  of  your  Grand  Lodge,  to  forward,  or  cause  to 
be  forwarded,  to  the  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  of 
your  Grand  Lodge,  all  rituals  in  the  possession  of  his  lodge, 
in  time  so  that  said  rituals  shall  be  received  by  the  Grand 
Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  not  later  than  December  31, 
1912. 

Rule  2.  Failure  on  the  part  of  any  subordinate  lodge 
to  forward  its  rituals  to  the  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and 
Seal  within  the  time  named  in  the  foregoing  rule,  will  op¬ 
erate  to  prevent  such  lodge  from  receiving  FREE  the  num- 
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ber  of  copies  of  the  new  ritual  to  which  it  otherwise  would 

be  entitled.  „  .  .  . 

Rule  3.  All  subordinate  lodges  that  fail  or  neglect  to 

forward,  or  deliver,  to  the  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and 
Seal  the  old  rituals  (all  of  them)  in  their  possession,  on  or 
before  December  31,  1912,  will  be  required  to  purchase  a 
set  (4)  of  new  rituals  from  the  Grand  Keeper  of  Records 
and  Seal,  and  then  only  when  they  shall  have  forwarded 
the  old  rituals  to  the  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal. 

Rule  4.  In  the  exchange  of  rituals,  “copy  for  copy,” 
the  following  conditions  must  be  observed:  Where  a  sub¬ 
ordinate  lodge  surrenders  five  (5)  copies  of  the  old  ritual, 
it  will  receive  in  exchange  a  set  (4  copies)  of  the  new 
ritual;  this  same  condition  will  obtain  where  four  (4)  copies 
of  the  old  ritual  are  returned;  where  a  less  number  than 
four  copies  are  surrendered,  lodges  will  receive  copy  for 
copy,”  or  one  new  ritual  for  each  copy  of  the  old  ritual  so 
returned. 

Rule  5.  The  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  will 
supply  each  lodge  with  a  set  of  four  (4)  copies  of  the  re¬ 
vised  ritual,  and  lodges  returning  less  than  four  (4)  copies 
of  the  old  ritual  will  be  required  to  purchase  the  number 
of  copies  necessary  to  complete  a  set. 

Rule.  6.  The  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  is 
prohibited  from  taking  as  credit  on  the  exchange  of  ritu¬ 
als  any  old  ritual,  or  rituals,  which  he  may  have  on  hand, 
where. said  old  rituals  have  come  into  his  possession  by 
reason  of  the  surrender  of  charter  or  the  consolidation  of 
subordinate  lodges,  nor  Is  he  permitted  to  credit  to  any 
lodge,  any  copy,  or  copies,  of  the  old  ritual  in  order  to 
make  up  the  number  of  copies  of  the  new  ritual  to  com¬ 
plete  a  set  The  purpose  of  this  rule  is  to  limit  the  ex¬ 
change  of  rituals  only  to  the  number  of  old  rituals  actually 
in  use  on  December  31,  1912,  subject  to  the  foregoing  rules 
which  define  what  constitutes  a  set  of  rituals. 

Rule  7.  If  the  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  has 
on  hand,  in  stock,  any  number  of  copies,  or  sets,  of  the  old 
ritual,  which  he  has  kept  for  sale,  and  which  have  never 
been  sold,  or  used,  he  is  permitted  in  making  the  exchange 
to  take  credit,  copy  for  copy,  for  each  unused  old  ritual  he 
may  have  in  stock,  without  reference  to  the  number  of 
copies  which  heretofore,  or  now,  constitute  a  set. 


HOW  OLD  RITUALS  ARE  TO  BE  DESTROYED. 

All  old  rituals  delivered  to  the  Grand  Keeper  of  Records 
and  Seal,  in  the  manner  an  herein  defined,  shall  be  DESTROY¬ 
ED  BY  BURNING  on  January  1,  1913,  which  destruction  must 
be  in  the  presence  of  the  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal, 
and,  if  possible,  the  Grand  Chancellor.  If  the  Grand  Chancellor 
shall  be  unable  to  be  present,  he  will  detail  an  officer  or  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Grand  Lodge  to  assist  the  Grand  Keeper  of  Records 
and  Seal  in  the  destruction  of  the  old  rituals,  and  immediately 
thereafter  a  certificate  of  such  destruction  of  old  rituals  shall 
be  signed  by  the  Grand  Chancellor  and  Grand  Keeper  of  Rec- 
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ords  and  Seal,  and  forwarded  to  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Rec¬ 
ords  and  Seal. 

The  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  will  issue  a  cir¬ 
cular,  addressed  to  each  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal, 
with  instructionis1  as  to  filling  orders  for  new  rituals,  their  ship¬ 
ment,  and  the  proper  accounting  to  be  made  for  copies  of  the 
new  ritual  sent  for  exchange,  and  include  with  such  circular  a 
copy  of  this  circular  officially  promulgating  the  revised  ritual.

Memorial  Day. 

One  of  the  great  sentiments  which  honors  man,  is  to  hold 
sacred  the  memory  of  the  dead.  The  custom  is  becoming  more 
popular,  and  the  influence  and  benefit  is  appreciated  more  each 
year. 

The  first  Pythian  Memorial  service  was  held  in  1890  at 
Utica,  N.  Y.;,  at  the  grave  of  the  founder  of  the  order,  Justus  H. 
Rathbone,  and  the  beautiful  custom  was  practiced  universally 
throughout  this  Domain,  the  following  circular  was  issued  as 
a  reminder  of  the  service,  to- wit:  — 

GRAND  LODGE  KNIGHTS  OF  PYTHIAS, 

DOMAIN  OF  INDIANA. 

Office  of  the  Grand  Chancellor. 

New  Albany,  Indiana,  May  15,  1913. 

To  the  Knights  of  Pythias^  of  Indiana:  — 

Brethren:— The  Supreme  Lodge  has  set  apart  and  desig¬ 
nated  the  Tuesday  following  the  second  Sunday  in  June  of  each 
year,  or  a  different  day  if  desired,  as  the  Memorial  Day  of  the 
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Knights  of  Pythias,  and  every  subordinate  lodge  in  hereby 
urged  to  comply  with  Section  369  of  the  Supreme  Statutes, 
which  reads  as  follows': 

“The  Tuesday  following  the  second  Sunday  in  June  of  each 
year  is  hereby  set  apart  and  established  a,s  the  “Memorial  Day” 
of  the  order  of  Knights  of  Pythias-,  and  all  bodies1  of  the  Order 
are  hereby  authorized  and  requested  to  meet  in  their  respective 
localities  upon  said  day  in  each  year,  wherever  practicable  and 
convenient,  for  the  purpose  of  engaging  in  such  service  and 
exercises  as  may  be  appropriate  to  the  occasion  provided  that 
a  subordinate  lodge  may  select  a  different  day  for  such  services 
when  circumstances  render  it  desirable.” 

Death,  whose  passing  has  darkened  the  glory  of  ages,  of 
Kingdoms  and  Empires. 

Death,  which  vanquished  the  victorious  legions  of  Alex¬ 
ander  and  Caesar  and  Napoleon;  which  stilled  the  hand  of 
Phidias  and  Angelo,  and  silenced  the  eloquence  of  Demosthenes 
and  Cicero,  and  hushed  the  song  of  Milton  and  Shakespeare, 
and  paused  not  for  the  philosophy  of  Socrates  or  St.  Thomas. 
Death  whose  shadow  hovering  over  all,  will  sooner  or  later  send 
its  icy  chill  to  the  heart’s  blood  of  each  and  every  one  of  us: 
“’Tis  the  only  discipline  we  are  born  for 
All  studies  else  are  but  as  circular  lines, 

And  death  the  center  where  they  all  must  meet.” 

All  in  time  and  all  time  it  conquers,  and  yields  itself  at 
last  to  eternity,  immortality  and  God:  How  dreary  and  dismal 
is  the  philosophy  of  that  man  who  believes  that  death  is  the 
end  of  all,  and  who  beholds  no  ray  of  hope  shining  through  the 
darkness. 

The  custom  of  paying  tribute  to  the  dead  is  co-existent  with 
time. 

The  rude  inscriptions  of  barbarians  meant  to  them  as  much 
as  to  the  civilized  tokens  sculptured  in  bronze  and  stone,  and 
the  expression  of  eulogy  and  praise  that  embalm  the  memory  of 
the  dead  among  enlightened  people. 

An  Indian  legend  refers  to  the  beautiful  custom  among 
some  of  the  tribes  of  imprisoning  a  young  dove  at  the  grave  of 
a  maiden,  just  departed,  until  it  develops  the  power  of  song  and 
flight,  when  they  set  it  free,  burdened  with  kisses  and  tender 
messages,  in  the  belief  that  it  would  not  rest  in  its  flight  until 
it  reached  the  spirit-land  and  delivered  tokens  to  the  loved  and 
lost. 

Rome’s  largest  church  to  the  Sainted  Virgin,  it  is  said  was 
built  on  the  Esquiline  Hill,  where  snow  fell  on  the  5th  of  August 
in  the  year  352.  The  event  is  annually  recalled  by  the  cere¬ 
mony  of  dropping  rose  leaves  and  white  flowers  from  the  ceiling 
of  the  chapel  to  the  mosaic  pavement  below,  and  each  wor¬ 
shipper  carries  away  a  leaf,  with  the  conviction  that  it  contains 
a  blessed  omen  from  the  departed. 

The  Church  recognizes-  All  Saints’  Day  as  -one  of  benedic¬ 
tion  and  general  memorial  for  the  departed.  As-  an  evidence  of 
-how  faithful  it  is  kept  in  Paris,  at  their  noted  Cemetery,  over 
one  hundred  thousand  people  recently  visited  the  graves  of 
their  dead  and  placed  upon  them  floral  offerings. 

Alexander  the  Great,  at  a  fea-s-t,  looks  around  the  banquet 
board  and,  pausing  asked:  “Are  all  here  who  fought  at  Issos?” 
And  Clitus  answered  him,  saying:  “All,  Alexander;  all,  save 
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those  who  fell.”  “Then  all,”  replied  Alexander,  “All  are  here 
wiho  fought  at  Issos;  for  the  glorious  dead  live  always  in  our 
memory.” 

Thus  we  demonstrate  in  our  Memorial  Services,  that  all 
are  with  us  who  have  crossed  the  threshold  of  our  Order;  for 
our  glorious  dead  live  in  our  memories  forever.  They  may  have 
hatd  their  faults,  and  who  has  not?  But  over  them,  we  should 
spread  the  veil  of  fraternity,  charity  and  love. 

Let  us  lift  up,  then,  the  bays  and  laurels  which  their  lives 
sent  forth,  and  twine  with  them  the  for-get-me-nots  of  memory. 
Let  us  recall  their  domestic  kindness  that  threw  its  cheery 
light  around  the  hearthstone;  their  personal  rectitude  that  il¬ 
lustrated  and  ennobled  their  earthly  careers;  and  their  generos¬ 
ity  and  loyalty  of  friendship,  whose  every  day  promptings  con¬ 
stituted  real  sunshine  of  life.  Let  these  things  be  thought  of; 
let  them  be  recorded.  Theirs  it  was  to  achieve  the  doing  of 
them;  ours  it  is  to  send  forth  the  knowing  of  them. 

The  bitterest  pang  in  our  memory  is  that  we  did  not  show 
our  affection  as  we  might  have  done.  We  might  have  been 
more  considerate,  more  thoughtful,  more  patient,  more  sym¬ 
pathetic,  more  brotherly,  or,  perhaps,  even  more  charitable, 
and  we  sincerely  wish  we  had  been. 

If  thou  dost  bid  thy  friend  farewell, 

Though  but  for  one  night  that  farewell  be, 

Press  thou  his  palm  with  thine; 

How  canst  thou  tell  how  far  from  thee 
Pate  or  caprice  may  lead  his  feet? 

Mon  have  been  known  to  lightly  turn 
The  corner  of  a  street, 

And  days  have  grown  to  months  and  months. 

To  weary  years  ere  they  have 
Looked  in  loving  eyes  again. 

Parting  at  best  is  underlaid  with  tears, 

With  tears  and  pain. 

Therefore,  lest  sudden  death  should  come  between 
Or  time  or  distance, 

Clasp  with  pressure  true  the  hand 

Of  him  who  goeth  forth — unseen  fate  goeth,  too. 

Yea,  find  thou  always  time  to  say 
Some  earnest  words  between  the  idle  talk, 

Lest  with  thee,  henceforth,  day  by  day, 

Regret  should  walk. 

It  has  been  ordained  that  our  services  shall  not  be  meet¬ 
ings  of  sorrow,  and  are  simply  memorial,  and  are  intended  to 
commemorate  the  virtues  of  the  dead,  in  order  that  the  living 
may  profit  by  their  example.  Not  sorrow,  for  it  is  not  that 
which  comes  into  the  heart  to  take  the  place  of  the  vanished 
companionship  of  a  life  well  spent,  but  rather — 

“A  feeling  of  sadness  and  longing 
That  is  not  akin  to  pain, 

And  resembles  sorrow  only 

As  the  mist  resembles  rain.”

and  behold  the  vacant  places  beneath  their  names.  Whose 
name  is  fate  preparing  for  the  next  inscription?  The  lesson  is 
that  each  brother  shall  resolve  that  should  he  be  the  chosen  one 
to  pass  over  next  into  the  ranks  of  the  silent,  his  name  may 
worthily  appear  upon  that  list,  which,  though  it  be  a  roll  of 
death,  is  at  the  same  time  a  roll  of  honor. 

Great  organizations  have  their  growth  and  perpetuity  only 
from  great  principles.  Let  us  determine  that  our  pathway  in 
life  shall  be  lighted  by  those  of  our  Order:

GRAND  VICE  CHANCELLOR. 

Fortunate  is  the  Grand  Chancellor  who  -has  the  support 
and  assistance  of  an  able  and  efficient  Grand  Keeper  of  Rec¬ 
ords  and  Seal  and  loyal  friend  like  Brother  Harry  Wade.  No

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REPORT  OF 

Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal 

Indianapolis,  Ind.,  October  7th,  1913. 

To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Knights  of 

Pythias  of  Indiana: 

Brethren: — In  accordance  with  the  law  the  forty-fourth  re¬ 
port  from  this  office  is  herewith  presented  to  you. 

During  the  past  Grand  Lodge  year  the  membership  of  our 
'entire  Grand  Domain  have  been  faithful  to  the  interests  of  our 
Order,  and 

We  have  been  able  to  distribute  a  splendid  sum  of  money 
in  the  charitable  work  our  subordinate  lodges  were  called  upon 
to  do. 

Many  candidates  have  been  initiated  and  a  goodly  number 
of  our  brothers  have  been  reeinstated,  but  we  have  had  that 
“old  complaint”  dropped  for  non-payment  of  dues  to  contend 
with  as  usual. 

This  year  our  subordinate  lodges  have  been  satisfactorily 
prosperous  in  everything  except  increase  of  membership  and 
the  only  remedy  for  that  is  well  organized  earnest  work  by  the 
membership  of  our  lodges.  In  the  past  few  years  we  have  not 
all  put  forth  as  strong  an  effort  as  the  Pythians  of  Indiana  are 
capable  of  doing. 

The  year  1914  will  mark  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the 
founding  of  the  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias  and  that  year 
should  be  the  greatest  that  Indiana  Pythian  Lodges  have  ever 
known. 

We  should  make  it  a  year  to  be  remembered.  The  largest 
attendance  at  our  lodge  meetings  that  we  have  ever  had. 

We  should  make  special  effort  to  follow  the  teachings  of 
our  Order  and  fulfill  our  obligations  and  we  should  make  the 
greatest  increase  in  our  membership  that  the  Grand  Domain  of 
Indiana  has  ever  experienced. 

The  report  for  the  year  1914  should  show  Indiana  with 
70,000  members  in  good  standing. 

The  Jubilee  Meeting  of  subordinate  lodges  and  encampment 
of  the  Uniform  Rank  Knights  of  Pythias  of  Indiana  and  Illinois 
held  at  Danville,  Ill.,  was  a  most  successful  meeting  and  wa!s 
much  enjoyed  by  all  who  attended.  Indiana  was  splendidly  rep¬ 
resented  and  is  earnestly  hoped  that  Indiana  in  the"  near 
future  maye  have  the  privilege  of  entertaining  the  Pythians  of 
Illinois  in  order  that  we  may  have  an  opportunity  of  showing 
our  appreciation  of  the  many  splendid  knightly  courtesies  that 
were  extended  to  every  visiting  brother  from  our  Domain. 
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NEW  RITUALS. 

In  accordance  with  Supreme  Lodge  instructions  this  office 
called  for  and  received  from  all  the  subordinate  lodges  in  Indi¬ 
ana  the  five  Rank  Rituals  which  were  in  their  possession  and  in 
return  sent  to  each  lodge  four  new  revised  Rank  Rituals.  This 
work  was  begun  December  20th,  1912,  and  almost  every  lodge 
in  our  Domain  was  in  possession  of  the  new  rituals  before  Jan¬ 
uary  20th,  1913.  The  lodges  also  have  one  or  two  copies  of 
the  new  secret  code.

ARTICLE  VI. 

Par.  a. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias, 
That  paragraph  “a”  of  Article  VI,  of  the  Supreme  Constitution 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Par.  a.  Past  chancellor,  which  shall  be  attained  upon  the 
installation  of  his  successor,  by  every  chancellor  commander 
who  shall  have  served  to  the  end  of  his  official  term;  and,  at 
the  institution  of  a  subordinate  lodge,  by  the  four  members 
thereof  who  shall  have  been  chosen  by  the  lodge  to  receive  that 
honor;  and  by  the  keepers  of  records  and  seal  and  masters  of 
finance  of  subordinate  lodges  who  have  served  or  shall  hereafter 
serve  their  respective  lodges  at  least  five  consecutive  years  in 
said  office. 

II. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

Section  17. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias, 
That  section  17,  of  Article  VIII,  of  the  Supreme  Constitution,  be 
and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  17.  The  affirmative  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  shall  be  required  for  the  final  pass¬ 
age  of  a  proposition.  Such  vote  shall  be  taken  viva  voce,  or  by 
standing  count,  unless  a  roll  call  is  demanded  by  at  least  five 
members  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  entitled  to  vote  on  the  proposi¬ 
tion,  in  which  case  the  roll  shall  be  called  and  the  yeas  and 
nays  recorded. 

III. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

Section  6,  Par.  d  and  i. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias, 
That  paragraph  “d,”  of  section  6,  of  Article  XI,  Supreme  Con¬ 
stitution,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  fol¬ 
lows: 

Par.  d.  To  provide  by  law  for  raising  revenue  and  disburs¬ 
ing  the  same  by  appropriations. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias, 
That  paragraph  “i,”  section  6,  of  Article  XI,  Supreme  Constitu¬ 
tion,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Par.  i.  To  enact  laws  to  enable  members  of  defunct  lodges 
to  retain  their  membership  in  the  order. 
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IV. 

Article  XII. 

Section  6. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias, 
That  section  6,  of  Article  XII,  of  the  Supreme  Constitution,  be 
and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  6.  The  ranks  of  knighthood  shall  be  attained  and 
conferred  only  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Su¬ 
preme  law.  The  conditions  of  eligibility  to  such  ranks  shall  be 
uniform,  and  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Supreme  statutes;  provided, 
always,  that  no  person  shall  be  initiated  into  the  order  unless 
he  be  a  white  male,  of  good  moral  character,  eighteen  years  of 
age  and  a  believer  in  a  Supreme  Being;  and,  provided,  further, 
that  the  fees  for  the  ranks  of  knighthood  shall  not  be  less  than 
ten  dollars  in  the  currency  of  the  United  States  of  America  or 
its  equivalent  in  the  currency  of  the  country  in  which  the  lodge 
is  located.

On  November  22,  1912,  the  Board  of  Trustees  met  with  the  Grand  Chancellor 
and  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  and  did  execute  a  mortgage  in  com¬ 
pliance  with  the  resolution  enacted  in  Document  No1.  23  of  the  report  of 
proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias  of  Indiana,  held  October 
1  and  2,  1912,  for  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  ($150,000.00)  thousand 
dollars.  This  mortgage  was  signed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  as  was  also 
one  hundred  and  fifty  (150)  bonds  of  one  thousand  ($1,000.00)  Dollars  each, 
twenty-five  of  said  bonds  being  payable  November  1,  1915;  twenty-five  payable 
Noveinber  1,  1916;  twenty-five  payable  November  1,  1917;  twenty-five  payable 
November  1,  1918;  fifty  payable  November  1,  1919.  These  bonds  to  bear  six  (6%l 
per  cent  interest. 

These  bonds  were  turned  over  to  the  Indiana  Pythian  Building  Commission 
and  were  sold  by  them  for  one  hundred  and  fifty  ($150,000.00)  thousand  dollars. 

All  of  said  course  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  was  in  accordance  with  in¬ 
structions  given  in  said  resolution  and  document  as  stated. 

On  March  7,  1913,  the  trustees  signed  a  deed  for  lot  No.  21,  Hammond 
Re-Sub  Division,  Washington  Heights,  Indianapolis,  Ind.,  which  lot  was  sold 
for  one  thousand  ($1,000.00)  dollars,  the  Grand  Lodge  having  come  into  pos¬ 
session  of  this  lot  by  taking  it  for  delinquent  rent  of  one  of  the  storerooms  in 
the  Indiana  Pythian  Building  at  a  cost  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  about  eight 
hundred  ($800.00)  dollars,  the  difference  in  cost  and  selling  price  taking  care  of 
the  sewer  assessments  and  the  interest  which  had  accrued  upon  the  investment 
The  money  obtained  from  this  sale  was  placed  in  the  treasury  of  the  Indiana

W  HEREAS,  C  onditions  of  the  country  are  such  that  un¬ 
foreseen  calamities  occur,  and  that  the  Order  of  Knights  of 
Pjthias,  founded  on  true  Friendship,  Charity  and  Benevolence, 
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be  ever  ready  immediately  to  aid  such  Brothers  who  are  in 
distress,  therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  our  Representatives  to  the  Supreme 
Lodge  be  hereby  instructed  to  use  their  best  endeavors  to 
secure  legislation  looking  to  the  establishment  of  an  “Emer¬ 
gency  Relief  Fund  of  the  Supreme  Lodge”  to  be  used  in  cases 
of  calamities,  such  as  Floods,  Earthquakes,  Tornadoes,  etc., 
by  the  levying  of  an  assessment  of  One  Dollar  ($1.00)  each, 
upon  the  entire  membership  of  the  Order;  same  to  be  payable 
in  semi-annual  payments  of  TEN  CENTS  (10c)  each,  and  pay¬ 
able  for  a  period  of  FIVE  (5)  YEARS;  thereby  avoiding  the 
necessity  of  appeals  for  aid  and  the  delays  incident  thereto, 
and,  at  the  same  time  placing  all  members  upon  equal  footing 
in  matter  of  aid.

Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  Wade :  I  have  here 
the  report  of  the  Special  Committee  who  had  in  charge  the 
relief  of  flood  sufferers.  It  is  quite  a  lengthy  document 
and  I  have  it  all  in  print.  I  can  read  it  to  you  or  if  you  de¬ 
sire  the  printed  copies  can  be  distributed. 

Grand  Chancellor  Gaither:  What  is  your  pleasure? 

By  direction  of  the  convention  the  report  was  distrib¬ 
uted  without  reading. 

A  motion  was  made  that  the  report  of  the  Committee 
on  Relief  of  Flood  Sufferers  be  adopted  which  motion  was 
duly  seconded  and  carried. 

Report  of  Flood  Sufferers  Relief  Committee  appointed 
by  Grand  Chancellor  John  W.  Gaither,  March  26,  1913: 

Document  No.  25. 

Indianapolis,  Ind.,  Oct.  7th,  1913. 

To  the  Grand  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias  of  Indiana: 

Brethren: — All  of  you  know  that  the  State  of  Indiana  was 
visited  by  disastrous  floods  during  the  last  days  of  March,  just 
past,  and  the  detailed  occurrences  are  so  well  known  that  it 
is  unnecessary  for  this  committee  to  attempt  to  recite  them  in 
this  report. 

As  soon  as  Grand  Chancellor  Gaither  learned  of  the  great 
losses  our  brothers  sustained  and  the  consequent  suffering 
caused  thereby,  he  immediately  issued  the  following  circular: 

GRAND  LODGE  KNIGHTS  OF  PYTHIAS 
Domain  of  Indiana 

Indianapolis,  Ind.,  March  26,  1913. 

To  the  Knights  of  Pythias  of  Indiana: 

Dear  Brethren:— All  of  you  know  at  this  time  of  the  re¬ 
grettable  condition  of  thousands  of  people  in  Indiana,  brought 
on  by  the  terrible  floods  which  are  proving  to  be  the  greatest 
disaster  Indiana  has  ever  known.  Many  persons  have  drowned, 
been  killed  by  accident  or  died  of  exposure,  and  thousands  are 
without  homes  or  shelter,  all  of  their  possessions  having  been 
washed  away  by  the  floods. 

From  all  parts  of  Indiana  through  which  flow  our  largest 
rivers  we  are  hearing  of  people  who  need  our  help.  Many  mem¬ 
bers  of  our  Order  are  needing  assistance.  Let  me  urge  each 
Subordinate  Lodge  and  each  member  of  the  Knights  of  Pythias 
of  Indiana  to  assist  in  raising  a  fund  for  the  benefit  of  the  flood 
sufferers  of  Indiana,  and  I  hope  you  will  be  as  liberal  in  your 
donations  as  you  can  possibly  afford  to  be,  but  I  feel  assured 
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that  your  contribution,  whether  it  be  large  or  small,  will  be  of 
assistance  and  will  be  appreciated.  Send  your  donation  to 
Harry  Wade,  G.  K.  R.  S.,  308  K.  of  P.  Building,  Indianapolis, 
Indiana. 

A  complete  report  will  be  made  to  you  of  the  receipts  and 
disbursements  of  this  fund.  The  handling  of  this  work  will  be 
under  the  supervision  of  the  special  committee  which  I  have 
appointed  for  that  purpose. 

Please  have  your  lodge  act  promptly  regarding  this  matter 
and  send  in  your  report  at  once.  There  is  sorrow  today  in 
many  Pythian  homes,  but  “amid  the  gloom  of  sorrow’s  night” 
and  the  tender  and  revered  memories  of  the  loved  and  lost, 
the  stern  call  of  duty  to  the  living  is  heard  and  must  be  am 
swered.  Let  us  be  prompt  in  our  attention  to  this,  our  duty.

The  response  to  this  appeal  was  prompt  and  to  the  extent 
shown  in  this  report. 

A  number  of  Indiana  lodges  notified  the  committee  that 
they  as  lodges  would  take  care  of  their  own  members  who  were 
in  need  of  assistance  and  on  that  account  would  not  be  able 
to  contribute  to  the  relief  fund  being  collected  by  this  com¬ 
mittee.  Other  lodges  reported  that  they  as  lodges  had  con¬ 
tributed  to  the  local  flood  relief  fund  of  the  towns  and  cities  in 
which  the  lodge  was  located  and  on  that  account  could  not  con¬ 
tribute  to  the  fund  being  collected  by  this  committee. 

Responses  to  the  appeal  for  contributions  made  by  the 
Grand  Chancellor  and  the  reports  of  lodges  to  this  committee 
clearly  show  that  the  lodges  and  individual  members  in  Indi¬ 
ana  did  well  in  assisting  those  who  suffered  from  the  floods. 

In  addition  to  the  funds  received  from  Indiana,  this  com¬ 
mittee  received  from  Supreme  Chancellor  Thomas  J.  Carling 
the  splendid  sum  of  $10,000  which  he  had  collected  through  an 
appeal  to  the  lodges  of  the  Supreme  Domain. 

The  Knights  of  Pythias  of  Indiana  are  exceedingly  grate¬ 
ful  to  our  sister  domains  who  so  generously  responded  to  the 
call  issued  by  Supreme  Chancellor  Carling.  The  assistance  ren¬ 
dered  us  is  greatly  appreciated  and  we  desire  to  extend  our 
thanks  to  all. 

We  are  all  greatly  indebted  to  Supreme  Chancellor  Carling 
for  the  assistance  given  by  him  and  also  to  Supreme  Master  of 
Exchequer  Thomas  D.  Mears  for  the  promptness  with  which  he 
made  the  funds  available. 

To  the  Grand  Domain  of  New  Jersey  do  we  also  acknowl¬ 
edge  our  gratitude  for  prompt  assistance  rendered. 

May  we  never  have  to  respond  to  a  similar  call  from  that 
Grand  Domain,  but  we  hope  that  Indiana  may  have  opportunity 
to  show  appreciation  of  the  splendid  treatment  received  from 
the  Grand  Domain  of  New  Jersey. 
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In  preparing  for  the  work  of  this  committee  the  members 
of  the  committee  met  at  the  offices  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and 
organized  by  electing  Grand  Chancellor  John  W.  Gaither  chair¬ 
man,  and  Harry  Wade,  G.  K.  R.  S.,  secretary-treasurer  of  the 
committee. 

Thereafter  the  committee  met  as  often  as  necessary  for  the 
performance  of  its  duties. 

Every  subordinate  lodge  in  the  Grand  Domain  was  immed¬ 
iately  notified  tb  send  to  the  Grand  Lodge  office  a  report  show¬ 
ing  if  any  of  its  members  had  suffered  loss  on  account  of  the 
flood  and  were  in  need  of  assistance  and  also  to  state  to  what 
extent  and  amount  relief  was  needed. 

As  soon  as  this  information  was  received  action  was  taken 
by  the  committee  and  a  check  sent  to  the  individual  member 
needing  the  assistance;  in  addition  to  this,  the  members  of  the 
committee  visited  the  flooded  districts  and  rendered  immediate 
aid  where  needed. 

All  checks  issued  are  now  on  file  in  the  Grand  Lodge  offices. 

In  making  this  report,  we,  of  course,  do  not  give  the  names 
of  the  brothers  to  whom  aid  was  rendered,  but  to  each  lodge 
that  had  a  member  who  received  assistance  from  the  funds  in 
the  hands  of  this  committee  a  list  has  been  sent  giving  the 
name  of  the  brother  of  that  lodge  who  was  assisted  and  the 
amount  paid  to  him. 

That  expenditure  is  shown  in  this  report  in  the  name 
of  the  lodge  only.  Each  lodge  so  named  in  this  report  can 
compare  the  list  sent  the  lodge  with  this  report  and  see  that 
the  total  charged  to  each  lodge  is  correct.

Berlin,  Ontario,  Oct.  6,  1913. 

Union  B.  Hunt, 

Supreme  Lodge,  Knights  of  Pythias,  Indianapolis,  Ind. 
Please  extend  Pythian  greetings  to  your  Grand  Lodge  and 
accept  my  sincere  regret  at  my  inability  to  be  with  you.  Pres¬ 
sure  of  business  prevents  my  leaving  home  during  this  week. 


OSCAR  RUMPEL, 

Grand  Chancellor  of  Ontario. 


After  reading  the  telegram  Bro.  Hunt  said:  We 
sometimes  come  to  the  conclusion  that  about  all  of  the 
Knights  of  Pythias  are  under  the  Stars  and  Stripes  but 
during  the  last  few  years  the  Order  in  the  Dominion  of 
Canada  has  been  making  great  strides.  A  few  weeks  ago 
it  was  my  pleasure  to  attend  the  Grand  Lodge  convention  in 
Ontario  and  I  expected  to  find  about  fifty  brothers  present, 
but  I  want  to  say  that  I  never  at  any  time  at¬ 
tended  such  a  meeting  as  they  had  in  Berlin,  Ont.  More 
than  10,000  people  assembled  to  listen  to  the  talks  and  music 
and  to  cheer  and  encourage  the  Pythians  and  help  build  up 
the  order  in  that  splendid  Domain  and  I  think  that  we  Pyth¬ 
ians  of  Indiana  should  extend  our  greetings  to  the 
Grand  Chancellor  of  Ontario  and  express  our  appreciation 
of  the  noble  work  the  Brethren  are  doing  in  that  Grand 
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Domain.  I  therefore  move  the  Grand  Keeper  of  Records 
and  Seal  be  instructed  to  convey  this  message  from  the 
Pythians  of  Indiana  to  the  Pythians  of  Ontario.  Motion 
duly  seconded  and  carried. 

Past  Supreme  Representative  Hunt :  Grand  Chancel¬ 
lor,  there  are  present  two  Supreme  Representatives  from 
other  Domains  and  we  ought  to  hear  from  them.  Supreme 
Representative  John  J.  Brown,  of  Illinois,  and  Supreme 
Representative  Chas.  S.  Davis,  of  Colorado,  are  down  stairs 
and  I  suggest  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  escort  them 
up  to  this  hall. 

Grand  Chancellor  Gaither :  I  will  appoint  on  that  com¬ 
mittee,  Past  Supreme  Representatives  Hunt,  Bookwalter 
and  McCardle. 

Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  Wade :  Grand 
Chancellor,  the  hour  for  the  special  order  of  business  has 
arrived  and  the  convention  should  now  take  action  upon  the 
proposed  amendments  to  the  Supreme  Constitution. 

Grand  Prelate  Robt.  A.  Brown :  Grand  Chancellor, 
inasmuch  as  the  time  is  too  short  before  noon  for  the  con¬ 
sideration  of  these  amendments,  I  move  that  the  considera¬ 
tion  of  these  amendments  be  made  a  special  order  of  busi¬ 
ness  for  ten  o’clock  tomorrow  morning.  Motion  duly  sec¬ 
onded  and  carried. 

Supreme  Representative  Aria  M.  Brown  assumed  the 
chair. 

Past  Supreme  Representative  C.  A.  Bookwalter :  Grand 
Chancellor,  it  is  my  pleasure  to  introduce  to  you  and  through 
you  to  the  members  of  this  Grand  Lodge  Supreme  Repre¬ 
sentative  Charles  S.  Davis  of  the  Domain  of  Colorado. 

Supreme  Representative  Charles  S.  Davis:  Grand  Chancel¬ 
lor  of  Indiana  and  Brethren  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  I  deem  it  a 
distinguished  honor  to  be  introduced  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Indiana  by  Mayor  Bookwalter  and  deem  it  a  distinguished 
honor  to  meet  with  the  Pythians  of  the  Hoosier  State.  I  deem 
it  a  distinguished  honor  to  appear  before  the  Pythians  who  have 
enrolled  such  men  as  Union  B.  Hunt,  the  President  of  our 
Insurance  Department,  and  James  E.  Watson  and  other  prom¬ 
inent  citizens  of  this  splendid  state.  I  hesitate  somewhat  in 
speaking  to  you  because  I  realize  my  frailties,  when  I  am  asked 
to  speak  to  an  assemlage  of  Pythians  that  have  listened  to  those 
distinguished  men  whose  names  I  have  mentioned.  I  am  going 
to  ask  Brother  Watson  not  to  sample  after  my  style  or  oratory; 

I  am  going  to  ask  Brother  Hunt  not  to  sample  after  my  style 
of  oratory  and  I  am  going  to  ask  Brother  Bookwalter  not  to 
sample  after  my  style  of  oratory  for  fear  that  he  may  be  de¬ 
feated  for  mayor  of  this  great  city.  I  often  wondered  why 
Indianaians  were  called  Hoosiers.  I  have  never  been  able  to 
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determine  why  nor  have  I  ever  found  anything  in  history  that 
would  enlighten  me  upon  that  subject.  Some  months  ago  my 
wife  gave  me  a  little  book  called  “The  Hoosier”  and  I  thought 
I  might  find  some  reason  why  Indianaian  were  called 
Hoosiers  and  it  is  said  that  there  was  a  by-word  in  the  early 
days  of  this  state  “Husher”  and  it  was  used  so  often  that  it 
developed  into  the  word  Hoosier.  This  word  “Husher”  did  not 
have  any  application  to  either  Brothers  Watson,  Hunt  or  Book- 
waiter. 

I  have  met  your  Supreme  Representatives  in  the  Supreme 
Lodge  and  let  me  say  for  them  that  they  have  always  done 
yeoman’s  service  for  this  great  Order  and  acquitted  themselves 
in  that  august  body  in  a  manner  you  expected  them  to  do  and 
are  a  credit  to  Indiana  Pythians.  I  am  introduced  to  you  as 
Supreme  Representative  from  Colorado.  I  have  represented 
my  Domain  for  many  years  in  the  Supreme  Lodge.  I  have 
represented  it  first  because  my  membership  seem  to  think  that 
I  represent  the  Domain  well.  I  have  represented  it,  my  Broth¬ 
ers,  because  I  wanted  to  do  in  my  humble  way  what  I  could 
for  the  upbuilding  of  the  greatest  fraternal  society  of  today. 
Only  recently  I  was  elected  for  the  fifth  time  and  whether  my 
Grand  Lodge  acted  wisely  or  not  depends  entirely  upon  the 
service  that  I  am  able  to  give  to  the  Order  during  the  ensuing 
term. 

Brother  Knights,  it  is  just  as  great  an  honor  to  represent 
the  Grand  Domain  of  Indiana  in  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana 
as  it  is  to  represent  the  Domain  of  Indiana  in  the  Supreme 
Lodge.  I  want  to  say  to  the  representatives  here  assembled 
today  that  you  are  distinguished  in  having  been  selected  to 
be  a  member  of  this  Grand  Lodge.  It  is  a  distinguished  honor 
that  I  know  you  are  proud  of.  The  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias 
is  growing;  perhaps  we  will  not  be  able  to  gain  the  million 
mark  during  the  term  of  that  great  Pythian  our  present  Su¬ 
preme  Chancellor  Carling,  but  that  should  not  be  in  the  feast 
discouraging.  The  good  work  for  which  it  was  organized  is  go¬ 
ing  on.  We  are  presenting  the  lessons  of  our  ritual  and  doing 
all  that  we  can  for  the  advancement  of  Friendship,  Charity  and 
Benevolence.  And  after  all  is  said  and  done,  it  is  what  we  do 
for  our  cause  and  for  mankind  that  counts  rather  than  the  num¬ 
bers  that  we  may  gain. 

I  come  from  a  state  where  our  earliest  settlers  were  pio¬ 
neers  and  the  first  lodge  was  instituted  in  the  Domain  in  Denver 
in  1872,  Colorado  Lodge  No.  1,  of  which  I  am  a  member  and 
have  been  for  over  a  quarter  of  a  century. 

Our  state  is  made  up  of  rugged  manhood?  of  that  sterling 
character  that  you  have  here  made  your  members.  Our  mem¬ 
bership  is  composed  of  the  men  who  earn  their  living  by  the 
sweat  of  their  brow,  in  the  fields,  on  the  farms  and  in  the 
bowels  of  the  earth  mining  gold  and  silver,  we  do  not  ask 
them  what  their  occupation  is  in  our  state;  all  that  we  expect 
of  a  member  of  this  order  is  to  be  a  man  in  the  fullest  sense 
and  that  is  what  you  expect  in  the  Grand  Domain  of  Indiana. 

I  learn  in  reading  the  history  of  Indiana  that  this  was  a 
great  forest  at  one  time  and  that  your  pioneers  came  from 
Kentucky  and  had  to  hew  their  way  through  forests  before 
they  were  able  to  reach  the  place  which  they  would  afterwards 
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call  their  homes.  In  Colorado  we  were  not  so  blessed.  Our 
pioneers  came  across  the  country  for  700  miles  in  wagons; 
with  their  families  traveled  over  700  miles  across  the  plains 
before  they  reached  Denver  now  the  capital  o.f  our  state  with  a 
population  of  225,000  people;  225,000  people  as  good,  as  progres¬ 
sive,  as  ambitious  as  can  be  found  anywhere  upon  God’s  foot¬ 
stool.  Some  of  our  citizens  are  from  Indiana,  why  they  left  In¬ 
diana,  I  don’t  know,  but  they  are  in  Colorado  and  they  number 
among  our  most  influential  men.  Thos.  Patterson,  a  former 
United  States  senator,  came  from  Crawfordsville.  Joel  Vail, 
one  of  our  foremost  attorneys,  was  born  at  Kokomo,  there  are 
thousands  of  Indiana  people  living  in  Colorado  doing  their  best 
toward  building  up  better  communities. 

The  Knights  of  Pythias  is  a  great  Order,  there  is  so  much 
to  be  said  about  it.  If  you  are  students  of  the  ritual,  if  you 
have  done  your  part  in  the  subordinate  lodge  work,  if  you  are 
strong  in  your  family  ties,  if  you  know  brotherhood  as  you 
ought  to,  then  you  have  learned  the  lessons  of  our  ritual  well. 
If  you  are  good  citizens  of  the  state,  if  you  engage  in  all  of 
the  things  for  the  betterment  of  the  state  and  for  better  cit¬ 
izenship,  then  you  have  indeed  learned  the  lessons  of  our 
ritual.  That  is  what  Pythianism  means  when  you  reduce  it  to 
its  essentials.  It  does  not  matter  so  much  about  sick  benefits 
or  the  number  of  men  that  travel  behind  the  hearse  to  the  grave. 
The  great  question  is,  are  we  teaching  our  mmbers  and  mankind 
in  general  that  through  their  efforts  amd  their  energy  they  may 
not  need  those  things  that  are  commonly  called  Charity.  God 
helps  those  that  helps  themselves.  Don’t  rely  too  much  on  the 
ritual  of  the  Order  for  things  that  you  are  expected  to  do,  but  go 
forward  and  do  them.  There  is  no  question  asked  in  a  subordi¬ 
nate  lodge,  “What  Church  do  you  belong  to?’’  There  isn’t  any 
question  “What  Political  Party  do  you  belong  to?’’  The  question 
is  asked  of  you,  are  you  willing  to  help  all  mankind,  to  help  in 
the  upbuilding  of  a  better  country  and  a  fuller  understanding  of 
the  duties  that  we  owe  to  our  State,  to  our  City,  to  our  families 
and  to  our  country. 

Brothers,  the  Supreme  Lodge  was  not  satisfied  to  leg¬ 
islate  for  the  subordinate  lodges  alone;  the  Supreme  Lodge  was 
not  satisfied  with  the  assistance  that  might  be  rendered  from 
the  subordinate  lodge  membership.  The  Supreme  Lodge  with 
a  full  knowledge  of  the  ritual,  in  1877,  declared  that  it  was 
the  duty  of  every  member  of  this  Order  to  protect  his  family 
so  in  that  year  the  Insurance  Department  was  given  to  our  splen¬ 
did  Order  and  I  speak  to  you  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Con¬ 
trol,  one  of  your'  Trustees.  The  Insurance  Department  of  our 
splendid  Order  during  the  thirty-seven  years  of  its  existence  has 
distributed  among  the  widows  and  orphans  of  our  deceased 
brothers  overy  thirty-six  millions  of  dollars  and  has  entered  the 
homes  of  over  19,000  of  our  departed  brothers.  Need  I  say  to 
you  that  this  vast  distribution  of  money  has  resulted  in  keeping 
the  home  for  the  widow  and  in  doing  those  things  that  our  ritual 
says  that  we  must  do  in  protecting  those  who  are  dependent  up¬ 
on  us?  The  Insurance  Department  not  alone  has  distributed  this 
vast  sum  of  money,  but  today  stands  the  peer  of  any  of  the  fra¬ 
ternal  societies,  our  rates  are  adequate,  our  plans  are  scientific 
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and  we  are  endorsed  by  the  Insurance  Commissioners  of  this 
country.  We  have  a  legal  reserve  and  asets  of  nearly  six  million 
dollars  deposited  in  the  vaults  of  the  Indiana  Trust  Company  in 
your  own  state  and  in  this  city.  My  Brothers,  I  am  going  to  ap¬ 
peal  to  you  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Control,  I  am  going  to 
appeal  to  the  individual  member,  if  you  need  insurance  so  that 
your  earning  power  during  your  lifetime  may  be  better  protected 
for  those  that  are  dependent,  consider  the  Insurance  Department 
of  this  Order  and  do  honor  to  your  distinguished  Pythian,  to 
your  honored  citizen  of  Indiana,  Union  B.  Hunt,  its  president, 
and  give  the  Department  your  best  support. 

I  might  speak  to  you  about  the  Military  Department.  I 
believe  it  is  the  duty  of  every  Pythian  in  so  far  as  he  can  to 
support  all  of  the  branches  of  our  Order.  I  am  not  as  well  ac¬ 
quainted  with  the  affairs  of  the  Military  Department  as  I  am 
with  the  affairs  of  the  Insurance  Department  and  for  fear  I 
will  make  some  misstatement.  I  will  merely  say  to  you  that 
the  Military  Department  has  been  and  is  today  of  great  service 
to  the  Order. 

Then  the  Pythian  Sisters;  not  a  branch  of  our  Order,  but 
recognized  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  for  the  kind  of  good  that 
only  women  can  do.  It  is  composed  of  the  Pythian  household 
of  womanhood  and  has  been  an  important  factor  in  carrying 
forward  the  beneficent  work  of  our  Order. 

I  was  going  to  say  something  about  the  D.  O.  K.  K.  It  is 
the  play  ground  of  the  members  of  the  Knights  of  Pythias.  It 
is  composed  of  the  young  boys  and  the  old  boys.  I  count  my¬ 
self  among  the  old  boys.  The  D.  O.  K.  K.  is  doing  considerable 
good  for  those  members  who  take  themselves  too  seriously  and 
you  mustn’t  do  that.  This  world  is  going  to  go  right  along  after 
we  are  dead  and  I  don’t  want  a  single  member  of  this  Grand 
Lodge  to  take  it  upon  himself  to  think  that  he  must  carry  the 
burdens  of  the  entire  membership.  The  D.  O.  K.  K.  wants 
you  to  throw  aside  the  burdens  of  care  when  the  day  is  over 
and  go  to  a  temple  of  the  D.  O.  K.  K.  where  you  will  learn 
a  different  kind  of  friendship  from  the  kind  that  you  found 
in  the  subordinate  lodge.  In  the  subordinate  lodge  they  tell 
you  about  the  friendship  of  Damon  and  Pythias  and  they  ap¬ 
peal  to  a  brother  to  exercise  friendship.  In  the  D.  O.  K.  K. 
they  not  alone  tell  you  about  it  but  they  club  it  into  you, 
my  brothers.  I  have  been  through  and  I  am  talking  from  ex¬ 
perience.  I  believe  that  a  membership  in  the  D.  O.  K.  K.  is 
a  good  thing.  I  attended  a  ceremonial  at  Poughkeepsie  and 
one  at  Trinidad,  Col.,  and  I  saw  some  of  my  friends  that  I 
wanted  to  get  even  with  and  I  accomplished  the  job. 

You  have  many  great  leaders  in  Indiana;  I  have  mentioned 
only  a  few  of  their  names.  They  have  the  love  and  esteem  of 
all  the  Pythians  of  this  State  the  results  of  which  are  shown  in 
your  splendid  membership.  Once  in  a  while  you  hear  some 
brother  who  gets  in  the  habit  of  saying  mean  things,  say  that 
there  is  a  machine.  We  will  always  have  to  rely  upon  a  rep¬ 
resentative  form  of  government  and  I  don’t  care  what  may 
be  said  by  men  who  believe  in  the  initiative  and  referendum 
and  the  recall,  when  you  reach  the  last  analyses  of  govern¬ 
ment,  you  must  have  faith  in  your  representatives.  You  must 
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believe  in  the  men  that  you  select  to  do  your  work  because 
men  who  are  engaged  in  the  avocations  of  life  that  means  to 
them  a  livelihood,  cannot  in  and  out  of  season  reason  out  great 
political  questions,  cannot  in  and  out  of  season  reason  ques¬ 
tions  of  law  in  which  they  are  not  trained,  so  call  it  whatever 
you  may  this  Grand  Lodge  is  a  representative  body  because 
you  brothers  are  representing  your  constituency  and  Pythianism. 
They  have  faith  in  you.  It  is  because  you  have  conducted  your¬ 
selves  wisely  and  faithfully  that  you  are  members  of  this  Grand 
Lodge.  You  have  sent  your  Supreme  Representatives  to  the 
Supreme  Lodge  because  you  believe  in  them,  because  you  know 
that  they  will  represent  you  well  in  the  Supreme  Lodge. 

Now,  Brother  Knights,  I  am  glad  indeed  that  I  have  the 
privilege  of  speaking  to  you.  I  want  to  say  that  I  feel 
quite  at  home  among  the  Pythians  of  Indiana.  I  get  here  quite 
often  and  I  am  in  love  with  Indiana.  I  couldn’t  feel  as  I  do 
unless  I  was  charmed  by  the  people  of  your  state.  I  thank  you 
very  much. 

Supreme  Representative  Aria  M.  Brown :  Brothers,  I 
want  to  say  to  the  Supreme  Representative  from  Colorado 
that  it  is  a  happy  faculty  that  the  Indianians  possess  and 
especially  the  members  of  this  Order,  of  making  not  only 
the  members  from  Colorado  but  from  every  state  from 
which  they  may  come,  feel  at  home  when  they  meet  with 
us.  I  don’t  want  to  make  any  speech  to  you  but  I  want  to 
go  a  step  farther  with  reference  to  this  Insurance  Dep’t.  The 
Supreme  Representative  from  Colorado  who  is  a  member  of 
the  Board  of  Control  of  the  Insurance  Department  stated 
to  you  that  if  you  have  a  wife,  a  mother  or  children  de¬ 
pendent  upon  you,  that  it  is  not  only  your  duty  but  it 
should  be  your  pleasure  to  secure  protection  for  them  after 
you  are  gone.  -Let  me  say  to  you,  young  men,  that  if  you 
have  none  of  these  relatives  depending  on  you,  you  owe  it 
to  yourselves  to  see  that  proper  steps  are  taken  whereby 
proper  financial  aid  may  be  had  to  properly  and  decently 
bury  you  when  you  are  gone.  The  time  may  come  when 
you  will  have  some  one  dependent  upon  you  and  when 
you  are  young  and  when  the  rates  are  low  is  the  time  to 
secure  this  protection.  It  is  a  good  thing.  I  have  no  con¬ 
nection  with  the  Insurance  Department  except  to  be  a 
holder  of  a  policy  in  the  same. 

Grand  Chancellor  Gaither  assumed  the  chair. 

Grand  Chancellor  Gaither:  The  charters  of  Aitken 
Lodge  No.  522  at  Fulton  was  destroyed  by  fire  December 
20th,  1912,  and  Oolitic  Lodge  No.  523  at  Oolitic  was  de- 
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stroyed  by  fire  July  8th,  1913,  and  I  recommend  that  new 
charters  be  granted  these  lodges. 

Grand  Vice-Chancellor  Lewis :  Grand  Chancellor,  I 
move  that  Aitken  Lodge  No.  522  and  Oolitic  Lodge  No. 
523  be  granted  new  charters  by  this  Grand  Lodge. 

Motion  seconded  and  carried. 

Supreme  Representative  C.  R.  Bookwalter :  I  move 
you  that  we  declare  a  recess  of  this  Grand  Lodge  until 
1 :30  p.  m.  Motion  duly  seconded  and  carried.  Adjourn¬ 
ment  taken.

I  will  appoint  on  that  com¬ 
mittee,  Brothers  Union  B.  Hunt,  Anthony  Hawkins,  Jonce 
Monyhan,  C.  E.  Shiveley  and  John  W.  McCardle. 

Past  Supreme  Chancellor  C.  E.  Shiveley  read  the  fol¬ 
lowing  resolution  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Finance. 

Document  No.  27. 

To  the  Grand  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias  of  Indiana: 

Brothers: 

WHEREAS,  We  have  in  the  Grand  Domain  of  Indiana 
a  number  of  totally  blind,  paralyzed  and  otherwise  afflicted 
brothers,  some  of  whom  are  in  need  of  financial  assistance;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana  has  not  provided 
a  home  for  those  indigent  and  unfortunate  brothers; 

Sec.  1.  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  ENACTED  BY  THE  GRAND 
LODGE  KNIGHTS  OF  PYTHIAS  OF  INDIANA,  That  a  fund 
be,  and  the  same  is,  hereby  created  by  levying  a  per  capita 
assessment  upon  each  member  of  the  Order  in  this  Grand  Do¬ 
main  in  the  sum  of  six  (6)  cents,  half  of  which  assessment  shall 
be  payable  each  six  (6)  months. 

Sec.  2.  AND  BE  IT  FURTHER  ENACTED  BY  SAID 
GRAND  LODGE,  That  said  fund  so  accumulated  shall  be  paid 
to  and  kept  by  the  Grand  Master  of  Exchequer,  and  the  same 
shall  be  under  the  control  and  management  of  a  committee  con¬ 
sisting  of  the  Grand  Chancellor,  Grand  Vice  Chancellor  and 
Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal,  which  committee  shall  or¬ 
der  an  expenditure  from  said  fund  from  time  to  time,  payable  to 
such  indigent  and  needy  brothers  as  said  committee  may 
deem  worthy  of  such  assistance.  And  the  said  committee  shall 
invest  any  unexpended  balance  of  said  fund  in  such  securities 
as  authorized  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  for  the  investment  of  the 
funds  of  the  Insurance  Department. 

Sec.  3.  AND  BE  IT  FURTHER  ENACTED  BY  SAID 
GRAND  LODGE,  That  the  Grand  Master  of  Exchequer  shall 
make  a  detailed,  specific  and  separate  report  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  at  each  annual  convention  of  receipts  and  disbursements 
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of  said  fund,  and  the  said  committee  in  charge  and  control  of 
said  fund,  shall  likewise  make  a  similar  report  to  each  annual 
convention  of  the  Grand  Lodge.

For  them,  earth  and  sea  and  sky  are  vocal 
with  the  Creator’s  praise,  and,  as  nature’s  high  priests,  it  is 
theirs  in  the  beauty  and*  imagery  of  poetry,  to  interpret  this 
melody  to  their  less  favored  fellow  man. 

And  yet  of  all  the  themes  that  have  ever  engaged  the  mind 
or  enchained  the  heart  of  the  poet,  none  has  ever  inspired  a 
truer  or  a  loftier  message  to  the  world  than  the  brotherhood  of 
man.  Here  the  true  poet  finds  ample  room  for  his  philosophy, 
his  imagination,  his  sympathy  and  his  love.  Here  he  grapples 
with  eternal  principle  and  comes  face  to  face  with  imperishable 
truth,  and  it  is  in  behalf  of  the  sovereign  rights  of  man  that  he 
most  powerfully  invokes  the  muse. 

Realizing  as  we  do  the  ineffaceable  impress  made  upon  the 
world  by  JAMBS  WHITCOMB  RILEY,  Indiana’s  best  beloved 
citizen  and  America’s  foremost  living  poet,  being  conscious  as 
we  are  of  the  influence  he  has  exerted  and  will  ever  continue  to 
exert,  not  only  on  the  literature  but  also  on  the  minds  and 
hearts  of  the  people,  remembering  as  we  must  his  passionate 
sympathy  with  the  poor  and  unfortunate,  the  down-trodden  and 
the  oppressed,  his  soul-searching  appeals  for  the  recognition  of 
the  brotherhood  of  man,  and  the  powerful  blows  he  has  struck  in 
favor  of  the  equal  rights  of  all  beneath  the  flag,  we  are  indeed 
glad  to  congratulate  him  and  the  country  upon  this,  the  anni¬ 
versary  of  his  birth,  an  event  that  is  being  so  universally  remem¬ 
bered  throughout  the  land  he  loves.  Children  are  happier, 
women  are  freer,  men  are  better,  homes  are  safer  and  society 
is  nobler  because  he  has  lived  and  wrought,  and  the  dreams  of 
brotherhood  that  have  so  enwrapt  the  vision  of  every  poet  are 
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all  the  nearer  their  coming  realization  by  all  the  sons  of  men. 

THEREFORE,  Be  It  Resolved,  by  the  Grand  Lodge, 
Knights  of  Pythias  of  Indiana,  That  we  hereby  express  our  grat¬ 
itude  to  JAMES  WHITCOMB  RILEY,  for  the  happiness  he  has

Past  Grand  Chancellor  Russe :  Grand  Chancellor  and 
Brothers,  I  cannot  understand  why  that  matter  should  be 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance.  It  is  not  a  matter 
that  the  Grand  Lodge  is  interested  in  as  to  any  financial  ex¬ 
penditure.  This  matter  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
State  of  the  Order  to  instruct  our  Supreme  Representatives 
t  owork  towards  getting  through  a  law  for  the  establishment 
of  an  emergency  relief  fund.  I  cannot  see  what  our  Com 
mittee  on  Finance  has  to  do  with  it.  It  is  a  matter  that  we 
cannot  take  any  action  on.  We  can  simply  instruct  our  Su 
preme  Representatives  to  work  for  it.  I  move  that  the  re 
port  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order  be  adopted. 

Past  Chancellor :  As  I  understand  it,  it  is — 

Past  Grand  Chancellor  Russe :  I  can  explain  it.  The 
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resolution  is  that  our  Supreme  Representatives  be  instructed 
to  work  for  the  passing  of  a  law  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  es¬ 
tablishing  an  emergency  relief  fund  by  the  levying  of  an  as¬ 
sessment  of  one  dollar  on  each  member  of  the  Supreme 
Domain,  payable  in  five  years  at  the  rate  of  20  cents  a  year. 
This  is  done  for  the  reason  that  when  these  calamaties  come 
upon  us  we  don’t  have  to  wait  and  tear  all  over  the  United 
States  to  get  the  money.  The  Supreme  Lodge  has  the 
money  right  in  its  hands  and  can  relieve  the  distressed  and 
suffering  wherever  they  may  be.  You  may  think  that  is  a 
great  sum.  It  is  a  great  sum,  probably  about  $800,000.00  in 
five  years.  It  puts  all  members  on  .an  equality,  an  equal 
footing.  We  c^n  all  afford  it  and  I  think  every  member  is 
willing  to  pay  the  small  sum  of  20  cents  each  year. 

Grand  Chancellor  Gaither:  I  don’t  think  it  makes  much 
difference  what  committee  it  goes  to.  If  you  want  to  take 
it  up  and  consider  it  or  reject  it  at  this  time  we  can  pre¬ 
sent  it. 

Past  Chancellor :  I  believe  that  every  brother  who  is 
acquainted  with  me  is  perfectly  satisfied  that  I  am  willing  at 
all  times  to  go  down  in  my  pocket  as  far  as  my  means  will 
permit  to  help  a  worthy  brother,  but  to  assess  every  mem¬ 
ber  of  this  order  to  accumulate  a  fund  of  $715,000.00  is 
wrong.  A  full  treasury  means  extravagance  at  all  times — 
everybody  will  be  knocking  at  the  door  to  be  helped  by  this 
fund.

Grand  Chancellor  Gaither :  We  have  with  us  this  aft¬ 
ernoon  a  distinguished  brother  from  the  Grand  Domain  of 
Illinois,  Supreme  Representative  John  J.  Brown,  and  I  am 
going  to  ask  him  to  say  a  few  words  to  us  at  this  time. 

Supreme  Representative  John  J.  Brown:  Grand  Chancellor 
and  my  brethren  of  Indiana,  they  have  just  informed  me  on  the 
stage  that  the  score  is  six  to  eight  in  favor  of  New  York.  My 
brethren,  I  will  have  to  get  onto  your  ways  and  it  will  take  a 
few  seconds  to  do  that.  Indeed,  my  Brothers  and  Grand  Chan¬ 
cellor,  it  would  be  a  great  delight  to  the  Pytliians  of  Ilinois  if 
they  could  get  on  to  the  curves  of  the  Pythians  of  Indiana;  there 
is  no  telling  what  it  might  mean  in  the  future.  I  understand 
my  good  friend  and  Brother  Davis  of  Colorado  has  spoken  to  you 
this  morning  and  I  am  always  pleased  to  meet  with  my  brothers 
from  all  over  the  United  States.

just  exactly  three  minutes.  It  shows  how  glad  I  am  to  be  with 
you.  It  shows  how  I  feel  towards  you  as  a  brother.  I  have 
just  one  more  word  to  say  and  it  is  this.  The  great  bodies  can 
take  pretty  good  care  of  themselves;  the  large  lodges  can  work 
for  themselves  but  I  imagine  there  are  a  good  many  men  in 
this  audience  who  have  given  a  great  deal  of  time  this  last 
year  in  the  work  of  this  great  order.  They  weren’t  in  the  great 
cities,  they  weren’t  in  the  popular  habits  of  men  but  they  were 
down  in  the  country  where  they  have  been  working  hard  and 
long  during  the  whole  year.  My  heart  goes  out  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  Representative  and  to  every  single  iman  who  has  been 
struggling  all  this  past  year  to  keep  his  lodge  together  and 
have  his  representative  here  this  afternoon  to  see  the  great 
work  of  this  great  Order  in  this  the  grandest  Domain  of  all 
the  Domains  in  the  world.  I  have  great  faith  in  Indiana;  Indi- 
anians  have  always  had  great  faith  in  Indiana.  We  stand  here 
as  a  great  body  of  brothers,  not  in  a  great  political  strife.  We 
stand  here  for  something  better  than  politics;  we  are  here  for 
something  better  than  the  mere  matter  of  business.  We  are 
here  for  the  purpose  of  making  all  men  around  about  us  better 
men,  better  husbands,  better  citizens,  better  Americans  under 
the  Stars  and  Stripes  with  the  tri-color  wound  around  them, 
wherever  they  are,  in  every  domain  and  every  province  where 
this  Order  is  known.  It  has  always  been  a  delight  for  me  to 
cross  the  line  from  Illinois  to  Indiana.  I  am  always  glad  to 
cross  the  line  even  to  Colorado  where  my  good  friend  Davis 
lives.  I  picked  up  a  paper  the  other  day  and  saw  the  face  of 
your  distinguished  Grand  Chancellor;  I  saw  him  at  Danville 
and  heard  him  at  Danville,  I  have  seen  him  many  times  in  this 
great  Pythian  Domain  and  he  has  not  only  been  a  credit  to 
Indiana  but  this  Grand  Chancellor  has  been  a  credit  to  every 
Domain  in  all  the  wide  world  for  the  efficient  work  he  has  done 
the  last  year.  It  is  not  always  that  we  are  loved  the  best  at 
home.  It  is  not  always  that  we  receive  the  most  encomiums  at 
our  home,  but  I’ll  tell  you  when  we  see  our  Brethern  applaud¬ 
ed  as  I  have  seen  him  applauded,  it  is  a  credit  to  every  member 
of  every  subordinate  lodge  to  say  I  know  him  as  I  have  known 
him  the  past  year.  I  want  to  say  just  one  more  word,  pardon 
me  because  I  want  to  talk  just  a  little  more.  Another  gentle¬ 
man  has  been  in  our  Domain;  another  gentleman  was  at  Dan¬ 
ville,  another  gentleman’s  picture  I  saw  facing  the  picture  of 
this  great  Pythian  building,  a  monument  to  Pythianism  all  over 
this  great  world.  I  saw  as  I  read  an  article  in  one  of  the  best 
books  the  face  of  that  distinguished  Pythian,  Harry  Wade,  of 
LaFayette.  I  could  speak  here  all  afternoon  and  talk  about 
great  Pythians,  but  I  think  those  two  are  enough  to  mention 
just  now  unless  it  would  be  to  mention  that  other  gentleman, 
the  one  that  I  told  you  about  a  year  ago  that  I  met  down  on 
one  of  the  beaches  in  Maine.  Everybody  looked  and  asked 
who  he  was.  I  said  you  can  find  out  who  it  is  if  you  go  to 
Indiana.  They  said  who  in  the  world  is  he?  I  said  he  is  not 
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the  world  but  he  is  one  of  the  noblest  sons  of  the  world  and 
his  name  is  Union  B.  Hunt. 

You  will  pardon  me  for  being  a  little  personal.  It  may  be 
I  don’t  know,  week  after  next  I  must  stand  like  these  men  have 
stood  before  this  Grand  Domain,  I  must  be  re-elected  again  as 
Supreme  Representative.  The  boys  over  in  Illinois  have  stood 
by  me  for  four  times  so  I  could  go  to  the  Supreme  Lodge  if  I 
wanted  to.  But  my  Brethren  of  Indiana,  may  it  not  be  too 
boastful  to  say  to  you  that  I  hope  and  trust  that  some  day  in 
the  future  that  I  may  come  back  to  you,  representing  not  only 
Illinois  but  representing  every  Domain  in  this  country  and  all 
Pythians  the  world  over.  I  have  told  several  other  brothers 
to  wait  until  I  was  elected  Supreme  Vice-Chancellor  and  then 
I  would  see  that  they  were  elected  afterwards.  I  might  have 
said  this  before  the  Supreme  Representatives  were  elected  but 
they  are  elected  now  and  I  can  say  what  .1  please  to  you.  My 
Brothers,  let  us  not  forget  the  great  work  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 
Let  us  not  forget  the  members  of  the  subordinate  lodges  ev¬ 
erywhere.  I  tell  you,  brothers,  we  are  standing  up  as  a  mag¬ 
nificent  army  in  America.  We  are  looked  up  to  as  we  never 
were  before;  we  are  looked  up  to  because  we  teach  Friendship, 
Charity  and  Benevolence.  I  tell  you  when  you  and  I  are  called 
up  before  the  Grand  Chancellor  of  the  Great  Lodge  of  God, 
the  sweetest  thing  in  our  ears  will  be,  have  you  and  I  helped 
some  man,  some  woman  or  some  poor  child  up  on  Pythian  soil; 
that  we  have  had  somebody  to  help,  that  we  have  had  some¬ 
body  to  love  his  country  more;  that  we  have  had  the  nation  and 
that  there  is  but  one  flag  in  all  this  country  and  that  is  the 
Stars  and  Stripes;  that  we  stood  not  simply  in  name  but  that 
we  stood  in  fact  for  Friendship;  that  we  have  given  from  our 
purses  Charity  to  men,  women  and  children  and  that  we  have 
been  Benevolent  everywhere.  I  thank  you.

Chancellor  and  Brothers,  You  have  had  the  report  of  the 
Committee  appointed  by  the  Grand  Chancellor  to  take  care 
of  the  relief  of  the  flood  sufferers  and  it  shows  you  that 
this  Committee  distributed  $14,226.65,  the  total  amount  that 
was  given  to  the  Committee.  You  see  that  the  amount  of 
the  contributions  from  the  subordinate  lodges  in  Indiana 
was  $3552.00.  That  was  collected  by  the  Grand  Chancellor 
issuing  a  circular  asking  the  lodges  to  donate  whatever  they 
felt  they  could  afford  to  give  towards  the  relief  of  the  flood 
sufferers.  Then  you  see  that  the  Grand  Domain  of  New 
Jersey  gave  us  $326.00  and  the  gifts  of  different  amounts  by 
individual  members  of  our  Order  in  Indiana.  All  of  that 
money  has  been  distributed  and  we  havenlt  had  a  single 
complaint  since  the  closing  of  that  work.  I  don’t  mean  a 
complaint  in  the  sense  of  a  complaint  against  the  commit¬ 
tee’s  work  but  I  have  here  a  communication  which  indicates 
that  at  least  one  lodge  feels  that  they  were  not  properly 
treated  in  the  matter  and  I  want  to  read  you  this  communi¬ 
cation  so  that  you  may  take  any  action  regarding  it  you  see 
fit.  I  want  to  say  farther  that  none  of  the  funds  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  were  used  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  in  this 
work  for  the  relief  of  the  flood  sufferers.

However,  as  the  Supreme 
Lodge,  through  its  Officers  and  Committees  is  arranging  for  a 
general  program  and  as  we  desire  to  work  in  harmony  with  the 
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Supreme  Lodge,  we  find  ourselves  unable  at  this  time,  to  pre-  • 
sent  a,  program  and  therefore,  recommend  that  the  Committee, 
with  Grand  Chancellor  Lewis  as  Chairman,  be  continued  with  full 
power  to  act  and  to  arrange  for  such  celebration  or  celebrations 
as  will,  in  its  judgment,  result  in  the  greatest  good  to  the  Order. 

We  further  recommend  that  this  Grand  Lodge  authorizes  the 
incoming  Grand  Chancellor  to  appoint  a  Committee  of  Seven, 
said  Committee  to  be  a  Special  Committee  of  this  Grand  Lodge, 
to  attend  and  participate  in  the  National  Celebration  of  the 
Fiftieth  Anniversary  of  the  Order  at  Washington  on  the  19th 
day  of  February,  1914,  and  that  Grand  Chancellor  Lewis  be  the 
Chairman  of  such  Committee.

Past  Chancellor  Robert  Creigmile :  Grand  Chancellor 
and  Brothers,  I  want  to  say  as  Chairman  of  this  committee 
that  Brother  Wade  is  very  familiar  with  this  work.  At  the 
last  session  of  the  Grand  Podge  you  passed  a  resolution  that 
the  Grand  Lodge  statutes  be  revised  to  conform  to  the  Su¬ 
preme  Lodge  statutes  and  the  committee  on  this  revision 
has  taken  all  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  statutes  that  would  in 
any  way  throw  any  light  on  the  Grand  Lodge  statutes  and 
have  included  them  in  the  Grand  Lodge  statutes.  We 
haven’t  made  any  changes  in  the  Grand  Lodge  Statutes  or 
the  Supreme  Lodge  statutes  with  one  exception,  and  I  want 
to  call  your  attention  to  that.  You  will  find  it  on  Page  72 
under  “Benefits.”  Chapter  1,  Section  282,  remains  exactly 
the  same.  Section  283  is  the  one  that  has  been  changed.  The 
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*  new  changes  leaves  it  up  to  the  individual  lodges  whether 
or  not  nursing  is  paid.  That  is  the  only  change  that  is  made. 
As  I  understand  it,  this  Committee  report  could  be  approved 
but  when  you  adopt  this  revision  of  the  Grand  Lodge  stat¬ 
utes  you  will  have  to  take  up  section  by  section.  I  want  to 
make  a  motion.  I  move  that  the  report  of  this  Committee 
be  adopted.  That  means  that  that  is  their  recommendations 
and  that  we  make  this  a  special  order  of  business  for  to¬ 
morrow  morning  at  either  9:30  or  10:00  at  our  convenience 
at  which  time  we  will  take  up  this  matter  of  the  revision  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  statutes.  Motion  was  duly  seconded  and 
carried.

Past  Chancellor  C.  L.  Pulliam :  Grand  Chancellor  and 
Brother  Knights,  I  am  glad  you  have  elected  me ;  I  wanted 
to  be  elected.  I  have  always  prized  the  honors  that  have 
been  given  me  by  my  subordinate  lodge  and  I  certainly  take 
pleasure  and  a  pride  in  my  election  to  a  Grand  Lodge  office. 
There  is  a  pleasure  in  being  elected,  of  course,  but  Brothers 
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there  is,  I  consider,  a  greater  pleasure  almost,  for  me  in 
the  way  this  contest  was  carried  on.  As  I  had  the  pleasure 
of  saying  to  you  here  on  the  floor  last  year,  I  found  my  lit¬ 
tle  contest  an  occasion  of  real  pleasure  for  the  reason  as  I 
said  then,  that  it  was  so  clean  and  friendly  and  brotherly 
and  I  am  glad  that  I  can  say  the  same  thing  about  our 
friendly  race  this  time.  I  have  received  courtesies  from 
each  of  my  three  brother  candidates  that  will  always  linger 
with  me  as  pleasant  memories.  I  have  nothing  further  to 
say  except  to  thank  all  these  friends  who  have  worked  so 
earnestly  for  me  and  against  me,  to  thank  this  body  for  an 
honor  which  I  sincerely  and  greatly  prize.

Grand  Chancellor  Gaither:  If  there  is  nothing  further 
to  be  brought  before  the  convention  at  this  time  the  chair 
will  entertained  a  motion  to  adjourn  until  9:30  tomorrow 
morning. 

A  motion  was  made,  duly  seconded  and  carried  that  the 
convention  adjourn  until  Wednesday  morning  at  9:30  A.  M. 
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SECOND  DAY— FORENOON. 


The  Grand  Lodge  was  called  to  order  at  9:30  A.  M.  by 
Grand  Chancellor  Gaither  with  all  the  Grand  Lodge  officers 
and  a  majority  of  the  representatives  present. 

Grand  Chancellor  Gaither :  We  have  a  distinguished 
brother  present  with  us  and  I  am  going  to  ask  Brother  Hunt 
to  introduce  him  to  you. 

Past  Supreme  Representative  Hunt :  Grand  Chancel¬ 
lor  and  Brothers.  We  have  with  us  today  a  brother  who 
comes  to  us  from  the  Grand  Domain  of  Texas  who  has 
been  an  earnest  worker  in  the  Pythian  cause  in  that  Grand 
Domain  for  many  years.  He  is  coming  to  be  a  citizen  of 
Indiana  and  represents  the  Insurance  Department  in  this 
state.  I  want  to  introduce  to  you  Past  Chancellor  Kay 
of  Texas. 

Past  Chancellor  Kay: — Grand  Chancellor  and  Brothers  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana.  I  come  to  you  today  from  the  Em¬ 
pire  State  of  the  great  South-west,  the  state  of  fair  women  and 
brave  men;  rich  in  the  fertility  of  its  soil;  in  the  vastness  of 
its  forests;  in  the  wealth  of  its  mines,  but  above  all  things 
else,  rich  in  the  character  of  its  splendid  citizenship.  It  is  a 
great  state  and  I  love  it,  but  having  left  Texas  because  the 
field  of  duty  and  labor  seemed  to  afford  greater  opportunity 
elsewhere,  I  am  glad  that  I  have  come  to  Indiana,  another 
great  State.  Great  in  the  fertility  of  its  soil;  great  in  its  nat¬ 
ural  products;  great  in  the  intellect  of  its  citizens — a  State  of 
authors,  poets,  orators  and  statesmen  and  a  State  that  in  the 
Pythian  world,  stands  well  toward  the  top.  This  is  not  my 
first  trip  to  Indiana.  I  was  here  last  winter  and  I  found  your 
people  as  hospitable  and  as  warm  hearted  as  the  people  of  my 
native  Southland.  I  like  the  way  Indiana  Pythians  take  hold 
of  things.  This  magnificient  building  is  a  splendid  tribute  to 
your  business  ability  and  fraternal  enthusiasm,  but  the  best 
tribute  to  Pythian  enthusiasm  in  Indiana,  is  the  66,000  splendid 
men  whose  names  are  enrolled  upon  the  rosters  of  your  hun¬ 
dreds  of  subordinate  lodges.  But  I  must  not  detain  you 
longer.  I  am  here  as  a  Representative  of  the  Insurance  De¬ 
partment.  I  want  to  meet  and  become  acquainted  with  you; 
I  want  to  tell  you  about  our  insurance  because  there  is  none 
better  and  I  want  you  to  have  the  benefit  of  it.  I  want  to  take 
you  by  the  hand  and  be  recognized  as  your  Brother,  for  we  are 
all  working  for  the  common  good.  While  I  am  the  represen¬ 
tative  of  the  Insurance  Department,  I  want  to  say  to  your 
Grand  Lodge  Officers  and  to  each  and  every  one  of  you,  that 
I  want  you  to  feel  perfectly  free  to  command  me  when  I  can  be 
of  service  to  any  Department  of  the  Order.  I  thank  you  for 
your  cordial  and  kindly  greeting  and  shall  endeavor  to  prove 
myself  worthy  of  your  confidence,  your  esteem  and  your  friend¬ 
ship. 

Past  Supreme  Representative  Hunt: — Grand  Chancellor 
and  Brothers — I  am  not  going  to  take  up  much  of  your  time, 
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but  I  want  to  thank  you  for  the  cordial  greeting  you  have  giv¬ 
en  to  the  Representative  from  Texas.  Most  of  the  fellows  you 
meet  from  Texas  begin  to  tell  you  how  big  Texas  is  and  how 
little  your  state  is  if  you  live  outside  of  Texas.  Now  we  feel 
in  Indiana  that  while  we  don’t  have  as  much  territory  as  they 
have,  yet  we  have  more  Knights  of  Pythias  than  any  other 
State  in  the  Union  except  Ohio  and  Indiana  is  taking  steps 
that  within  the  next  ten  years,  will  place  her  in  the  first  rank 
of  Pythianism,  not  only  equal  in  quality  to  any  other  Do¬ 
main,  but  equal  to  any  other  Domain  in  point  of  numbers.  I 
have  traveled  all  over  the  Supreme  Domain;  I  have  spoken 
before  about  all  the  Grand  Lodges  in  this  country.  I  know 
personally  nearly  every  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  and 
they  are  a  splendid  lot  of  fellows,  but  I  say  without  any  dis¬ 
paragement  of  anybody  that  there  is  no  Grand  Domain  in  the 
entire  Supreme  Domain  that  has  a  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and 
Seal  that  equals  our  own  Harry  Wade.  I  am  not  saying  this  for 
flattery.  I  believe  you  boys  know  it,  I  am  saying  it  because 
it  is  the  truth.  I  have  met  many  Grand  Keepers  of  Record 
and  Seal  throughout  the  Supreme  Domain  who  are  up  to  snuff 
and  alive  to  their  work.  These  men  are  always  inquiring  about 
the  work  in  Indiana  and  have  said  to  me,  “We  will  write  to 
Harry  Wade  and  ask  him  to  send  us  some  of  his  literature  to 
give  us  some  of  the  ideas  that  he  is  working  out  in  Indiana, 
Will  you  speak  to  him  and  ask  him  to  answer  us?”  My  reply 
has  always  been  “While  I  will  be  glad  to  ask  Brother  Wade 
to  answer  your  letter,  it  is  not  necessary,  because  he  is  always 
ready  to  work  for  Pythianism,  not  only  in  Indiana,  but  through¬ 
out  the  entire  country.”  Brothers,  we  will  never  know  what 
Brother  Wade’s  work  has  been  to  us  and  he,  more  than  any 
other  one  man,  is  responsible  for  the  splendid  building  in 
which  we  are  meeting  today,  one  of  the  greatest  fraternal 
buildings  of  the  world  and  under  his  management,  is  bein£ 
handled  at  a  less  cost  than  any  other  building  of  like  character 
here  or  elsewhere,  so  far  as  I  know.  I  have  said  these  things 
because  I  believe  in  laying  a  few  flowers  in  a  Brother’s  path¬ 
way  while  living,  rather  than  wait  and  lay  them  all  upon  his 
coffin  when  he  is  dead.  You  have  all  heard  the  story  of  the 
Chinaman  who  was  asked  by  an  American  if  he  thought  his 
friend  would  come  up  and  eat  the  food  that  had  been  placed 
upon  his  grave.  The  Chinaman’s  reply  was — “Alle  same  as 
dead  ’Melican  man  smelle  flowers” — and  there  is  a  good  deal 
in  that  thought.  It  emphasizes  the  idea  that  we  should  do 
all  we  'can  for  our  friends  while  they  are  with  us,  both  in  kind 
words  and  kind  acts.  This  has  been  one  of  the  finest  sessions 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana  has  ever  held,  full  of  harmony, 
full  of  fraternity,  more  so  I  think,  than  any  other  session  we 
have  had  and  we  have  generally  been  harmonious.  I  am  glad 
of  this  because  after  all,  while  we  may  not  increase  our  mem¬ 
bership  as  much  as  we  would  like  to,  the  important  thing  is  to 
carry  out  the  principles  of  the  Order  which  we  are  doing  in 
this  Convention.  It  is  all  right  to  criticise  policies  in  a  fair  and 
decent,  way,,  but.  there  is  sometimes  too  much  of  a  tendency 
to  criticise  individuals,  to  find  fault  with  our  Brothers.  It  ha's 
been  my  experience  that  it  keeps  me  so  busy  to  keep  in  the 
right  path  myself,  that  I  haven’t  much  time  to  look  after  the 
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other  fellow’s  business.  Harsh  criticism  often  does  harm  and 
we  should  always  be  ready  and  it  is  our  duty  to  use  kind 
words  instead  of  unkind  words  and  to  try  to  do  the  thing  that 
will  help  our  Brothers  get  more  out  of  life.  I  have  already 
said  more  than  I  intended.  I  simply  wanted  to  say  a  few  words 
about  Brother  Kay  and  I  want  now  to  thank  you  for  having  so 
generously  responded  to  the  invitation  extended  to  you  by  the 
President  of  the  Insurance  Department  to  call  at  the  offices 
of  that  Department  and  get  some  idea  of  what  it  is,  what  it 
stands  for  and  also  learn  of  the  location  of  our  offices,  so  that 
you  may  come  again.  Brother  Kay  will  be  on  the  ninth  floor 
during  the  remainder  of  this  session  and  if  any  of  you  want 
information  about  this  Department,  he  will  be  glad  to  talk 
with  you.  All  Pythians  are  and  always  will  be  welcome  to  our 
offices.  Our  books  are  open.  The  State  Insurance  Department 
inspects  us.  We  have  just  closed  an  audit  by  a  large  certified 
Audit  Company  of  Cincinnati,  which  has  a  splendid  reputa¬ 
tion  and  of  course  I  am  proud  to  say  that  they  have  given  ns 
an  absolute  clean  bill  of  health  and  now,  my  Brothers,  as  we 
go  out  from  this  Grand  Dodge,  let  us  remember  that  the  year 
1914  is  to  be  the  Golden  Jubilee  of  Pythianism;  that  fifty 
years  ago  on  the  19th  of  next  February,  Justice  H.  Rathbone 
instituted  the  first  lodge  of  Knights  of  Pythias  and  gave  to  the 
world  one  of  the  greatest  fraternal  organizations  it  has  ever 
known  and  let  us  remember  that  this  Order  of  ours,  is 
something  worth  working  for.  Some  men  get  so  big  in  the 
world,  that  they  think  they  haven’t  time  to  give  attention  to 
fraternal  organizations.  When  a  man  grows  to  this  size,  it 
is  just  about  time  for  him  to  pass  off  the  stage  of  action.  We 
require  of  men  who  represent  us  in  the  Grand  Dodge  offices, 
that  they  give  their  time  and  ability  to  this  work  and  a  man 
has  no  business  to  accept  a  Grand  Dodge  office  or  a  subordi¬ 
nate  lodge  office  or  any  other  position,  unless  he  has  the  dis¬ 
position  and  the  time  or  is  willing  to-  take  the  time,  to  work 
for  the  upbuilding  of  the  Order,  at  least  this  is  the  way  I  feel 
about  it.  Det  us  go  forth  from  here  determined  that  we  will 
help  our  Supreme  and  Grand  Dodge  Officers  in  everything  they 
may  do  for  the  good  of  the  Order,  to  the  end  that  we  may  have 
in  Indiana  in  the  year  1914,  70,000  members  and  if  we  do  this, 
we  will  have  done  our  part  toward  helping  our  splendid  and 
earnest  Supreme  Chancellor  increase  the  membership  in  the  Su¬ 
preme  Domain.  I  am  ready  to  help  at  all  times  and  will  ever 
be  ready  to  do  anything  in  my  power  to  assist  in  the  upbuild¬ 
ing  of  this  great  Order.  There  was  a  time  when  I  could  call 
by  name  two-thirds  of  the  members  of  this  Grand  Dodge;  when 
I  knew  intimately  many  men  in  almost  every  community  of  this 
State.  Since  I  have  been  President  of  the.  Insurance  Department, 
my  work  has  taken  me  into  every  Grand  Domain  and  I  haven’t 
been  able  to  keep  in  as  close  touch  with  the  Order  in  Indiana  as 
I  would  like  to  but  I  haven’t  forgotten  the  boys  who  have  been 
my  good  friends  in  this  State  and  I  take  just  as  much  interest  in 
the  Order  here  as  ever  and  I  will  give  to  you  and  to  this  Order, 
the  best  there  is  in  me  so  long  as  my  life  is  spared.  This  has 
become  a  part  of  my  life  work;  it  is  my  duty  and  I  shall  endeavor 
to  do  it  according  to  my  ability,  my  light  and  my  strength. 
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Past  Supreme  Representative  Neal  read  the  following 
communication,  which  upon  motion  duly  seconded  and  car¬ 
ried,  was  placed  in  the  records.

Indianapolis,  Oct.  7,  1913. 

To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Knights  of 

Pythias  of  Indiana: 

My  dear  Brothers: — The  unexpected  call  of  your  Committee 
at  my  home  today,  bearing  your  resolution  of  respect  and  sym¬ 
pathy,  and  your  token  of  love,  so  unnerved  me  at  the  time  because 
of  the  pain  I  was  suffering  that  I  was  unable  to  more  than  say 
“Boys,  I  thank  you.” 

Permit  me  to  say,  my  dear  Brothers,  that  this  evidence  of 
your  affection  and  respect,  cements  more  closely  than  ever,  if 
such  a  thing  were  possible,  “the  tie  that  binds,”  and  proves  that 
the  doctrine  we  have  been  preaching  and  that  we  have  been  try¬ 
ing  to  exemplify,  is  true.

It  is  these  acts  of  friendship  and  exhibitions  of  brotherly 
love  which  makes  our  Order  so  prominent  in  the  country  today, 
and  so  long  as  our  Brothers  remain  faithful  to  their  obligations, 
our  great  American  Fraternal  Organization  will  continue  to  be  a 
mighty  power  for  the  alleviation  of  suffering  and  the  uplifting 
of  humanity. 

Although  on  a  bed  of  intense  suffering  and  agony,  as  I  cast 
my  eyes  about  my  room  and  look  upon  the  flowers  you  have  sent 
me,  I  realize  that  this,  sympathy  and  expression  of  love  helps  me 
to  endure  the  pain  and  distress  which  otherwise  would  be  un¬ 
bearable. 

As  you  separate  and  go  to  your  homes  in  the  various  parts 
of  the  state,  carry  with  you  my  sincere  gratitude  and  best  washes. 

I  have  been  fighting  in  the  Pythian  Army  for  over  forty-two 
years,  and  while  just  nowr  I  am  pretty  badly  bruised  and  battered 
through  no  fault  of  the  Organization,  I  am  “still  in  the  ring.”

Past  Supreme  Chancellor  Shiveley  assumed  the  chair. 

Past  Supreme  Chancellor  Shiveley :  The  hour  for  the 
consideration  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  amendments  has  ar¬ 
rived.  I  understand  that  the  Supreme  Lodge  at  its  session 
last  August  in  Denver  took  a  vote  on  certain  amendments 
to  the  Supreme  Constitution,  the  majority  of  the  Supreme 
Lodge  voting  in  favor  of  them  and  then  resolved  to  send 
these  amendments  to  the  various  Grand  Lodges  of  the  Su¬ 
preme  Domain  for  their  action,  whether  they  would  approve 
or  disapprove  them.  The  first  amendment  is  as  follows : 

Document  No.  66. 

I. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Par.  a. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias,  That 
paragraph  “a”  of  Article  VI,  of  the  Supreme  Constitution  be  and 
the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Par.  a.  Past  chancellor,  which  shall  be  attained  upon  the 
installation  of  his  successor,  by  every  chancellor  commander 
who  shall  have  served  to  the  end  of  his  official  term;  and,  at 
the  institution  of  a  subordinate  lodge,  by  the  four  members 
thereof  who  shall  have  been  chosen  by  the  lodge  to  receive  that 
honor;  and  by  the  keepers  of  records  and  seal  and  masters  of 
finances  of  subordinate  lodges  who  have  served  or  shall  here¬ 
after  serve  their  respective  lodges  at  least  five  consecutive  years 
in  said  office. 

This  amendment  provides  that  a  Keeper  of  Records 
and  Seal  and  Master  of  Finance  who  has  served  lodges  for 
five  years  shall'  have  the  honors  of  Past  Chancellors.  The 
Supreme  Lodge  refers  that  proposition  to  the  Grand  Lodge 
and  the  question  now  before  this  Grand  Lodge  is,  will  you 
concur  in  the  action  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  on  that  amend¬ 
ment.  The  question  was  put  before  the  convention,  and 
carried  unanimously. 

Past  Supreme  Chancellor  Shiveley ;  The  next  pro¬ 
posed  change  is  in  Section  No.  17  which  now  reads  as  fol¬ 
lows  : 

Document  No.  67. 

II. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

Section  17. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias,  That 
section  17,  of  Article  V1TI,  of  the  Supreme  Constitution,  be  and 
the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  17.  The  affirmative  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  mem- 
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bers  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  shall  be  required  for  the  final  pass¬ 
age  of  a  proposition.  Such  vote  shall  be  taken  viva  voce  vote,  or 
by  standing  count,  unless  a  roll  call  is  demanded  by  at  least  five 
members  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  entitled  to  vote  on  the  proposi¬ 
tion,  in  which  case  the  roll  shall  be  called  and  the  yeas  and  nays 
recorded. 

As  the  procedure  now  stands  in  the  Supreme  constitu¬ 
tion,  every  bill  that  passes  the  Supreme  Lodge  has  to  be 
read  and  the  ballot  taken  by  calling  each  member’s  name. 
That  requires  a  great  deal  of  time,  nearly  200  members 
there.  Now  they  are  asking  to  change  that  procedure  so 
that  if  there  is  no  opposition  to  a  bill  that  they  may  take 
a  viva-voce  vote  the  same  as  we  do  here  and  not  call  each 
member  of  the  Supreme  Lodge.  This  is  purely  a  matter 
of  procedure  to  save  time  and  to  save  money  because  it  is 
estimated  that  while  the  Supreme  Lodge  is  in  session  it 
costs  $100.00  per  hour.  Are  you  ready  for  the  question? 
The  motion  was  carried  unanimously. 

Past  Supreme  Chancellor  Shiveley :  The  next  propos¬ 
ition  is  Paragraph  “D,”  to  provide  by  law  for  raising  reve¬ 
nue  and  disbursing  the  same  by  appropriations.  Also  Para¬ 
graph  “i”  Section  6  of  Article  XI  to  enact  laws  to  enable 
members  of  defunct  lodges  to  retain  their  membership  in 
the  Order.

ARTICLE'  XI. 

Section  6,  Par.  d  and  i. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias, 
That  paragraph  “d,”  of  section  6,  of  Article  XI,  Supreme  Con¬ 
stitution,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  fol¬ 
lows  : 

Par.  d.  To  provide  by  law  for  raising  revenue  and  disburs¬ 
ing  the  same  by  appropriations. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias, 
That  paragraph  “i,”  section  6,  of  Article  XI,  Supreme  Constitu¬ 
tion,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Par.  i.  To  enact  laws  to  enable  members  of  defunct  lodges 
to  retain  their  membership  in  the  Order. 

There  is  now  no  provision  in  the  Supreme  Constitution 
allowing  members  who  go  out  with  defunct  lodges  to  retain 
their  membership  and  this  provision  is  to  allow  such  mem¬ 
bers  to  retain  their  membership  in  the  Order.  A  motion  was 
made,  duly  seconded  and  unanimously  carried  that  the 
amendment  be  concurred  in. 
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Past  Supreme  Chancellor  Shiveley :  The  next  is  Sec¬ 
tion  6  of  Article  XII. 

Document  No.  69. 

IV. 

Article  XII. 

Section  6. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias, 
That  section  6,  of  Article  XII,  of  the  Supreme  Constitution,  be 
and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  6.  The  ranks  of  knighthood  shall  be  attained  and 
conferred  only  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Su¬ 
preme  law.  The  conditions  of  eligibility  to  such  ranks  shall  be 
uniform,  and  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Supreme  statutes;  provided, 
always  that  no  person  shall  be  initiated  into  the  Order  unless 
he  be  a  white  male,  of  good  moral  character,  eighteen  years  of 
age  and  a  believer  in  a  Supreme  Being;  and,  provided,  further, 
that  the  fees  for  the  ranks  of  knighthood  shall  not  be  less  than 
ten  dollars  in  the  currency  of  the  United  States  of  America  or 
its  equivalent  in  the  currency  of  the  country  in  which  the  lodge 
is  located. 

The  only  change  in  that  Section  is  reducing  the  age 
limit  from  21  to  18  years.  The  question  is  will  the  Grand 
Lodge  concur  in  that  amendment  and  the  chair  is  ready  to 
hear  any  brother  who  has  anything  to  say  on  that  subject. 

Past  Grand  Chancellor  Aria  M.  Brown :  Grand  Chan¬ 
cellor  and  Brothers.  When  this  proposition  was  presented 
to  the  Supreme  Lodge  in  Denver,  your  Supreme  Represen¬ 
tatives  without  any  instructions  or  advice  from  you,  voted 
as  they  honestly  felt  they  should  do  and  as  you  would  have 
them  do.  The  five  Supreme  Representatives  from  the 
Grand  Domain  of  Indiana  together  with  Past  Supreme 
Chancellor  Shiveley  voted  unanimously  against  this  prop¬ 
osition.  We  did  it  because  we  believed  that  when  this 
government  under  which  we  live  shall  say  to  its  citizens 
that  you  are  eligible  to  vote  at  the  age  of  18  years,  then 
this  Order  should  take  in  these  boys  but  until  this  govern¬ 
ment  said  to  these  boys  that  you  are  men  at  18  years  of  age, 
we  are  against  this  proposition.  We' feel  that  this  is  too  big 
a  business  proposition  to  submit  to  boys.  I  have  two  boys 
who  are  as  dear  to  me  as  any  man’s  boys ;  one  of  them  is 
20  years  of  age  and  the  other  17  years  of  age  but  I  don’t 
submit  my  business  in  their  hands.  I  counsel  the  boys  and 
the  boys  appreciate  it  and  respect  me  for  it  but  they  do  not 
expect  to  step  in  and  cast  their  own  vote  on  their  own  judg¬ 
ment  on  business  matters.  Do  they  pay  their  own  bills? 
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They  come  to  Dad  for  the  money.  We  were  against  this 
proposition  then  and  we  are  against  it  now. 

Grand  Master  at  Arms  Remy :  Grand  Chancellor  and 
Brothers.  I  very  rarely  talk  in  Grand  Lodge  but  I  am  one 
member  of  this  Grand  Lodge  that  feels  that  we  ought  to 
reduce  the  age  limit  to  18  years.  I  know  that  it  is  easy  to 
say  that  it  is  unconstitutional,  that  is  easy  said.  There  is 
no  lawyer  who  knows  his  business,  and  I  have  been  trying 
to  practice  law  for  25  years,  who  will  not  deny  the  prop¬ 
osition  of  it  being  illegal  for  a  person  to  join  the  Knights 
of  Pythias  who  is  under  21  years  of  age.  I  am  a  member 
of  the  Modern  Woodmen  and  have  been  for  18  years.  In 
that  order  we  have  fifty  thousand  member  in  Indiana  and 
it  has  always  been  the  law  that  members  could  join  at  the 
age  of  18  years,  not  only  in  Indiana  but  throughout  the 
length  and  breadth  of  this  country.  There  have  been  more 
than  one  million  Modern  Woodmen  and  hundreds  of  thou¬ 
sands  of  them  have  been  young  men  and  many  thousands 
have  been  under  21  years  of  age.  The  organization  of  the 
Knights  of  Pythias  is  h.  fraternal  association  and  it  is  not 
like  some  of  the  business  associations  that  you  have.  What 
would  you  think  if  a  man  had  to  be  21  years  of  age  before 
he  could  join  church?  I  happen  to  belong,  and  I  make  no 
apologies  for  it,  to  the  Baptist  church.  This  is  an  associa¬ 
tion  in  which  every  member  has  a  vote  on  any  proposition. 
Has  the  Baptist  church  ever  been  endangered  by  the  vote 
of  the  boys?  If  there  is  an  organization  of  the  Knights  of 
Pythias  any  place  that  does  not  have  enough  men  in  its 
lodge  to  conduct  its  business  affairs,  they  had  better  give 
up  their  charter.  Here  we  have  a  great  Insurance  Order 
the  Endowment  Rank  and  that  Insurance  Order  is  handi¬ 
capped  because  all  the  other  Insurance  Orders  and  fraternal 
orders,  every  one  of  them  admit  to  membership  and  insure 
young  men  under  the  age  of  21  years.  They  cannot  go  out 
and  compete  with  the  old  line  insurance  companies  because 
they  take  men  in  at  the  age  of  16  years.  I  insured  my  boy’s 
life  at  the  age  of  16  years  in  the  Connecticut  Mutual  Life 
Insurance  Co.  We  should  place  the  Insurance  Department 
of  this  Ordei  in  a  position  'where  it  can  go  out  and  com¬ 
pete  with  the  Modern  Woodmen  and  the  other  fraternal 
insurance  orders.  You  can’t  take  a  man  into  this  order  un¬ 
til  he  is  21  years  of  age.  There  is  many  a  man  of  twenty- 
one  who  hasn  t  any  more  sense  than  other  men  at  eighteen. 

I  see  before  me  some  men  who  wears  the  copper  button  who 
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were  called  on  by  Lincoln  and  enlisted  in  the  great  war  for 
the  Union  before  they  were  21  years  of  age — yes  before 
they  were  18  years  of  age.  How  ridiculous  to  say  that  no 
man  could  go  and  fight  for  the  Stars  and  Stripes  until  he 
was  21  years  of  age.  It  seems  to  me  just  as  ridiculous  to 
say  that  no  man  can  fight  for  the  tri-colored  banner  until 
he  is  21  years  of  age.  I  am  the  happy  father  of  a  boy  20 
years  of  age  and  I  am  looking  in  the  faces  of  many  broth¬ 
ers  who  are  fathers  of  boys.  The  problem  that  you  and  I 
have  to  meet  is  how  are  we  going  to  take  care  of  our  boys. 
Let  me  tell  you,  those  of  you  that  have  boys  I  am  speaking 
to,  this  is  the  age  when  boys  want  to  join  something,  and  I 
had  trouble  with  my  boy  going  through  the  intermediate 
grades  of  school  and  high  school  and  then  in  college  he  will 
get  into  some  association.  He  will  go  it  over  your  protest 
and  they  aren’t  associations  managed  by  men  but  by  boys 
and  they  aren't  managed  very  well  either.  I  say  to  you  that 
it  would  have  been  a  splendid  thing  for  my  boy  if  he  could 
have  joined  the  Knights  of  Pythias  when  he  joined  the 
High  School  Fraternity.  There  is  no  legal  obstacle  what¬ 
ever.  If  any  man  tells  you  that,  he  hasn't  looked  into  it. 
The  other  proposition  that  has  been  made  that  we  would 
be  turning  the  business  over  to  the  boys  doesn't  look  sound 
to  me.  I  belong  to  a  lodge  of  four  or  five  hundred  members 
and  for  me  to  say  that  if  you  are  going  to  get  a  few  boys 
into  that  lodge  they  are  going  to  run  it,  how  ridiculous.  It 
ought  to  be  run  by  the  boys  if  they  haven’t  any  better  sense 
than  to  permit  it.  Maybe  some  of  the  boys  would  do  it 
better.  The  Knights  of  Pythias  might  just  as  well  be  in  the 
Fourth  Rank  as  to  come  along  after  the  Red  Men  and  after 
the  Odd  Fellows  and  other  great  orders.  If  I  am  the  only 
one  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Officers  that  stands  for  this  prop¬ 
osition,  I  stand  for  it  because  I  believe  it  is  right.  It  will 
give  us  some  live  young  blood  and  it  will  help  take  care  of 
the  boys.  Are  you  afraid  that  some  boys  are  going  to  be 
injured  by  becoming  Knights  of  Pythias?  If  so  God  help 
you.  So  let  us  stand  with  the  Supreme  Lodge  in  this  prop¬ 
osition.  I  am  not  here  to  say  anything  against  the  five  men 
that  voted  against  it.  They  voted  the  way  they  believed 
right  but  they  didn’t  have  my  sentiments.  I  believe  that  we 
ought  to'  concur  in  the  amendment  that  has  been  presented 
to  us  by  the  Supreme  Lodge. 

Grand  Prelate  Robt.  A.  Brown :  Grand  Chancellor  and 
brothers,  I  have  arrived  at  a  judgment  on  this  proposition 
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which  amounts  to  a  conviction  and  I  wouldn’t  be  true  to 
myself  if  I  didn’t  stand  for  the  thing  which  in  my  judg¬ 
ment  is  so  clear.  Here  is  a  proposition  to  be  sure,  and  as 
upon  all  propositions  there  are  two  sides  but  it  becomes  you 
and  me  as  members  of  this  Great  Order,  loving  it  as  we  do, 
to  do  what  we  think  best  for  the  upbuilding  of  this  great 
fraternity.  I  am  usually  with  my  good  Brother  Remy  both 
in  politics,  in  college  life  and  in  this  Order.  We  slept  to¬ 
gether  in  college  and  we  graduated  in  the  same  class.  He 
beat  me  into  the  State  House  two  years  and  I  stayed  two 
years  longer  and  I  am  just  one  year  ahead  of  Remy  if  you 
should  elevate  me  next  year  to  your  Grand  Chancellor.  I 
am  opposed  to  this  proposition.  I  will  give  you  the  reasons 
why  I  am  opposed  to  it.  In  the  first  place  it  is  inconsistent 
with  the  attitude  which  we  have  taken  before  the  world 
all  these  years.  We  have  the  three  branches  of  government 
in  this  Order  just  as  the  United  States  government.  If  we 
should  depart  from  that  well  established  rule  of  government 
it  is  an  acknowledgment  that  our  constitution  is  wrong  in 
saying  that  boys  are  boys  until  they  are  21  years  of  age. 
I  sometimes  thing  that  it  is  an  insult  to  the  boys  18,  19  or  20 
years  old  that  they  are  not  permitted  to  vote  when  I  see 
the  “Hunkas”  coming  to  vote  who  haven’t  even  learned  to 
speak  the  English  language.  The  fault  isn’t  with  the 
“Hunkas,”  the  fault  isn’t  with  the  boys,  the  fault  is  with 
the  law  that  permits  certain  men  to  vote.  That  is  one  of  the 
reasons  why  I  am  opposed  to  it.  It  would  be  contrary  to 
the  attitude  we  have  assumed  all  these  years.  This  is  a 
Fraternal  Order,  it  is  not  an  Insurance  Order.  We  are  not 
conducting  a  reformatory  institution  nor  are  we  primarily 
an  educational  institution.  We  take  men  who  because  of 
their  upright  conduct  and  their  upright  standing  in  their 
community  are  able  to  help  their  fellow  men  to  do  those 
things  which  our  Order  teaches.  If  young  men  18  years  of 
age  cannot  wait  until  they  are  twenty-one,  there  is  one  or 
two  things  wrong.  Either  the  father  has  not  set  the  proper 
example  before  them  or  else  the  young  man  is  so  unmindful 
of  parental  influence  and  example  that  he  is  unfitted  to  be 
admitted  to  the  Order.  It  has  been  said  that  Fraternal  In¬ 
surance  organizations  admit  men  18  years  of  age,  but  let  us 
not  be  unfair,  let  us  make  this  statement  and  see  if  it  can 
be  refuted.  No  other  Order  of  similar  purpose  has  ever 
admitted  these  infants.  This  is  the  most  important  thing 
that  is  before  this  Grand  Lodge.  Have  you  ever  heard  it 
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proposed  that  the  age  limit  should  be  reduced  in  the  Ma¬ 
sonic  Order?  It  has  been  proposed  in  the  Odd  Fellows 
time  and  again  and  always  rejected.  It  was  proposed  in 
the  last  meeting  of  the  Odd  Fellows  and  rejected  by  an 
overwhelming  vote.  The  argument  comparing  the  Knights 
of  Pythias  to  the  Baptist  church;  all  right,  let  us  take  in 
all  men,  all  women,  all  boys  and  all  girls.  This  proposition 
to  reduce  the  age  limit  would  lead  us  into  endless  com¬ 
plications.  Minors  cannot  make  contracts  except  by  guard¬ 
ians.  A  note  made  by  a  minor  is  void.  In  my  business  I 
had  occasion  against  a  minor  on  a  note.  There  stood  the 
great  big  hulk  in  court  and  he  admitted  he  was  20  years  of 
age  and  that  he  gave  the  note,  but  he  was  an  infant.  That 
would  be  the  thing  which  would  bring  this  Order  into  dis¬ 
repute  and  would  bring  us  into  complications.  Suppose  you 
elected  one  of  these  infants  as  Trustee  of  your  Lodge.  It 
would  be  legal  to  reduce  the  age  limit  so  far  as  our  Order 
is  concerned  but  we  cannot  change  the  law  of  our  state 
under  which  we  operate.  Suppose  he  is  a  Trustee  in  your 
lodge  and  you  want  to  borrow  money.  If  the  Trustees 
should  make  a  note  and  personally  endorse  it,  what  is  the 
note  worth? 

Grand  Master  at  Arms  Remy:  Suppose  that  a  church 
should  elect  a  minor  as  trustee? 

Grand  Prelate  Brown :  They  don’t  do  it,  that’s  the 
answer.  If  you  take  the  application  of  a  minor  for  initia¬ 
tion  his  guardian  or  parents  can  stop  it.  You  must  have 
the"  consent  of  several  people  instead  of  one.  Do  you  sup¬ 
pose  that  the  Northwestern  Insurance  Co.  which  loaned  us 
$250,000.00  on  this  building  would  have  done  that  in  an 
order  which  admits  minors  to  its  membership?  Not  on 
your  life.  I  don’t  want  to  create  any  false  alarm  but  I  sus¬ 
pect  if  we  reduced  this  age  limit,  that  when  that  mortgage 
would  fall  due  the  Northwestern  Insurance  Co-,  would  say 
to  the  Knights  of  Pythias  of  Indiana,  you  had  better  pay  it. 
There  is  not  another  order  that  admits  minors  to  its  mem¬ 
bership  that  can  borrow  money  on  the  terms  on  which  we 
borrowed  the  money  here. 

Why  should  we  reduce  the  age  limit?  It  is  not  that 
these  young  men  are  going  to  suffer.  Men  of  that  age 
haven’t  assumed  the  responsibilities  of  life.  The  fact  is 
that  they  do  not  assume  the  responsibilities  of  business  as 
young  as  they  did  25  or  50  years  ago.  It  is  a  false  assump¬ 
tion  that  men  are  assuming  responsibilities  earlier  than  they 
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did  years  ago.  I  am  just  about  done  but  my  answer  to  this 
proposition  is  that  if  we  want  membership,  let  us  exemplify 
the  friendship  upon  which  the  Order  was  founded;  let  us 
exemplify  in  our  lives  that  caution  which  is  taught  all  broth¬ 
ers;  let  us  exemplify  that  Benevolence  in  our  lives  so  that 
all  men  may  know  the  grand  principles  for  which  our  Order 
stands.  Then  we  shall  get  the  members. 

Past  Supreme  Chancellor  Hunt:  Grand  Chancellor,  I 
am  not  going  to  talk  on  this  subject.  We  have  had  two 
lengthy  speeches  on  both  sides  and  I  am  going  to  move  that 
all  debate  be  limited  to  five  minutes.  Motion  was  duly  sec¬ 
onded  and  carried. 

Past  Chancellor  Wm.  PI.  Johnson :  Grand  Chancellor 
and  Brothers,  a  man  can  only  say  little  in  five  minutes  but 
it.  strikes  me  that  the  brothers  speaking  against  this  propo¬ 
sition  haven’t  gotten  down  to  the  point.  They  tell  you 
brothers,  that  these  boys  are  not  qualified  to  transact  busi¬ 
ness  ;  they  shouldn’t  belong  to  a  fraternal  organization,  they 
don’t  know  enough  to  belong  to  a  fraternal  order.  What 
kind  of  a  proposition  is  that?  Are  our  boys  who  have  re¬ 
ceived  a  High  School  education  fully  equal  to  the  college 
graduates  of  fifty  years  ago,  are  they  not  better  qualified 
even  to  do  business  than  the  men  who  organized  this  institu¬ 
tion  were  qualified  at  the  time  they  organized  it  ?  Where  are 
the  boys  that  belong  to  all  of  us?  At  the  age  of  18  years  I 
don't  know  of  a  better  influence  that  could  be  placed  around 
them  than  that  of  fraternity.  Why  is  it  that  a  man  cannot 
belong  to  a  fraternal  order  until  he  is  21  years  of  age?  Why 
is  it  that  at  the  age  of  18  years  he  is  not  entitled  to  the  influ¬ 
ences  that  comes  from  a  Knights  of  Pythias  lodge.  They 
say,  brothers,,  that  it  will  injure  our  Order  to  make  the  age 
limit  18  years.  Tell  me  where  it  will  hurt  the  Order.  I  will 
give  you  part  of  my  five  minutes,  stand  up  and  tell  me.  If 
you  don’t  know  why  it  will  hurt  the  order  then  don’t  interrupt 
the  speaker.  In  my  town  of  Crawfordsville  there  is  a  lodge 
of  the  P.  O.  S.  of  A.  who  take  in  boys  as  fast  as  they  become 
18  years  of  age  and  they  spend  their  money  for  that  order 
before  they  get  to  be  old  enough  to  get  into  the  Knights  of 
Pythias  and  we  don’t  get  them.  If  the  Knights  of  Pythias 
are  going  to  do  business  from  a  fraternal  standpoint,  is 
there  any  better  age  to  start  than  at  the  age  of  18  years  when 
the  boys  are  loafing  around  our  towns  spending  their  even¬ 
ings  in  the  pool  rooms?  Hadn’t  they  better  be  under  the 
influence  of  a  fraternal  order  like  the  Knights  of  Pythias? 
If  any  man  who  has  spoken  on  this  subject  has  told  you  one 
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reason  why  a  boy  shouldn't  have  the  advantages  of  this  or¬ 
ganization  at  18  years  of  age  I  haven’t  heard  it.  I  know  that 
there  is  considerable  opposition  to  this  proposition — I  feel 
sure  that  this  question  is  going  to  be  lost  but  I  want  to  say 
to  you  that  when  you  do  this,  you  turn  down  the  best  propo¬ 
sition  that  has  ever  been  presented  to  this  Grand  Lodge. 

Past  Grand  Chancellor  Walker:  Grand  Chancellor,  it 
is  not  my  purpose  to  make  a  speech  but  I  have  been  coming 
to  this  Grand  Lodge  perhaps  longer  than  any  other  person 
on  this  floor.  I  was  admitted  to  this  Grand  Lodge  in  1884. 
I  just  want  to  call  attention  to  some  of  the  arguments  ad¬ 
vanced  by  Brother  Brown.  I  am  not  afraid  of  any  of  the 
“Bogies”  that  he  mentioned.  When  you  take  the  National 
Government  into  consideration  if  you  will  go  over  to  the 
Post  Office  you  will  find  that  16  years  is  the  age  limit.  The 
limit  for  United  States  military  service  is  18  years  of  age. 
Any  boy  18  years  of  age  can  make  a  contract  with  the  United 
States  Government  to  go  into  the  Army.  If  he  is  only  16 
years  of  age  and  he  passes  the  Civil  Service  examination  he 
can  be  appointed  to  a  position  in  the  Post  Office.  I  am  not 
afraid  of  the  boys.  The  boys  will  make  good  members  of 
this  Order.  The  Knights  of  Pythias  don't  have  to  take 
advice  from  any  other  organization.  Let  us  stand  on  our 
own  feet  and  say  to  the  Supreme  Lodge  that  we  believe  our 
boys  of  18  are  old  enough  to  make  good  members  of  the 
Knights  of  Pythias. 

Past  Grand  Chancellor  Monyhan :  My  Brethren,  I  don’t 
want  to  take  up  but  just  a  few  minutes  of  your  time.  It  is  a 
very  important  matter  in  my  opinion,  one  of  the  most  impor¬ 
tant  that  has  ever  come  before  this  Grand  Lodge.  It  does 
seem  to  me  that  it  is  not  the  proper  time  to  make  a  kinder¬ 
garten  out  of  the  Knights  of  Pythias  lodge.  It  does  seem  to 
me  that  this  order  is  too  good,  too  great,  or  too'  large  to 
bring  in  the  boys  18  years  old  as  members.  You  take  it  in 
your  own  lodges,  I  know  that  it  is  the  case  in  mine  that  the 
older  membership  keep  us  from  sending  in  our  charter.  If 
we  had  to  depend  on  our  young  men  to  take  care  of  our 
lodges,  a  great  many  wouldn’t  have  a  quorum.  It  is  the  old 
men,  it  is  the  men  who  love  this  Order  and  have  loved  it  for 
years,  it  is  the  men  who  have  made  this  Order  what  it  is  that 
are  our  active  members.  It  was  my  pleasure  to  attend  the 
Supreme  Lodge  in  Denver  and  I  voted  against  this  proposi¬ 
tion  and  I  would  regret  very  much  if  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Indiana  should  say  to  its  Supreme  Lodge  Representatives 
that  you  must  go  to  the  Supreme  Lodge  and  change  your 
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vote  in  favor  of  the  proposition  of  allowing  boys  18  years 
of  age  in  this  Order.  I  believe,  my  Brothers,  that  men  ought 
to>  be  21  years  of  age.  I  hope  you  will  not  concur  in  this 
resolution. 

Past  Chancellor  Hanna:  Grand  Chancellor  and 
Brothers,  let  us  get  down  to  the  meat  of  this  question.  The 
question  is,  do  we  want  to  admit  members  in  our  order  at 
the  age  of  18  or  21.  The  question  is,  wlill  a  boy  18  years  old 
injure  you  or  will  he  do  you  good  ;  will  you  injure  him  or  will 
you  do  him  good.  The  question  is,  is  the  Knights  of  Pythias 
a  fit  place  for  a  boy  before  he  is  21.  If  the  Knights  of  Pythias 
is  not  a  fit  place  for  a  boy  before  he  is  21,  let’s  quit.  If  the 
Knights  of  Pythias  lodge  is  a  fit  place  for  a  boy  before  he 
is  21  years  of  age,  let  us  give  him  that  helping  hand  that  we 
have  preached  for  years  and  years.  We  have  gone  for  years 
continually  preaching  this  doctrine  and  now  let  us  stand  by 
what  we  preach  or  let  ns  say  quit.  There  is  no  boy  on  earth 
and  I  defy  any  man  to  refute  this  argument,  that  would  not 
be  better  off  in  a  lodge  of  the  Knights  of  Pythias  helping 
to  do  the  work,  than  down  in  a  smoke  house  or  pool  room. 
If  you  are  going  to  do  something  for  the  boy,  do  this.  I 
could  make  a  speech  on  either  side  of  the  question,  but  the 
question  is,  do  we  want  the  boys.  Not  whether  boys  are 
not  capable  of  entering  into  contracts  or  whether  boys  of  18 
or  20  are  more  capable  of  transacting  business  than  some 
men  at  50  years  of  age. 

Past  Grand  Chancellor  Haskell :  Grand  Chancellor  and 
Brothers,  I  suppose  from  the  color  of  my  hair  you  have  de¬ 
cided  just  which  side  of  the  question  I  am  on.  Possibly  you 
have  made  a  mistake.  I  am  for  the  boys.  I  am  not  afraid 
to  stand  in  the  minority  on  any  subject  when  I  think  the 
minority  is  right.  Brother  Brown  says  he  wants  to  shape 
this  Order  according  to  the  policy  of  the  general  govern¬ 
ment.  If  the  Government  had  followed  out  Brother  Brown’s 
advice  from  1861  to  1865,  you  wouldn’t  have  any  flag,  you 
wouldn’t  have  any  country,  because  the  boys  saved  it.  I 
am  not  afraid  to  take  the  young  man  between  the  ages  of  18 
and  21  who  will  stand  up  in  his  splendid  manhood  and  lay 
his  ambition  and  all  that  he  expects  in  life  down  for  his 
country  to  save  that  country.  I  am  not  afraid  of  the  influ¬ 
ence  of  that  boy  in  the  order  Knights  of  Pythias.  Some 
have  advanced  the  argument,  but  it  is  no  argument,  that 
these  boys  will  come  in  and  rule  the  Order  of  Knights  of 
Pythias.  If  some  of  you  old  fellows  don’t  attend  your 
lodges  more  frequently  than  you  have  in  the  past,  I  hope 
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they  will  do  so.  We  want  to  perpetuate  this  Order  and  we 
don't  want  it  to  die  when  these  old  seeds  are  planted.  The 
boy  will  do  you  no  harm.  What  are  you  going  to  do,  for 
the  boys  between  the  ages  of  18  and  21,  are  you  going  to 
cast  him  out  in  the  world,  to  give  him  up  to  the  saloons  and 
the  dens  of  vice?  There  is  a  better  place  for  him  and  that 
is  around  the  altar  of  a  lodge  of  Knights  of  Pythias  where 
he  can  hear  older  men  talk  and  explain  the  principles  of  our 
Order  so  he  can  be  brought  up  for  better  things.  It  has 
been  claimed  that  this  is  not  a  reformatory  institution  but 
it  is  for  the  uplifting  of  humanity.  How  can  you  uplift 
humanity  without  reforming  it?  We  are  striving  for  the 
uplift  of  humanity.  The  earlier  you  get  hold  of  that  idea 
the  better.  I  don’t  know  what  Church  you  belong  to,  but 
the  Catholic  Church  says,  Give  me  the  child  until  he  is  six 
years  old  and  you  may  have  him  the  rest  of  his  life.  Why 
can’t  we  take  these  young  men?  They  used  to  be  boys  way 
back  when  Brother  Brown  was  a  boy  but  the  boy  of  today 
between  18  and  21  years  of  age  is  a  man  of  affairs.  Why 
are  you  afraid  of  these  boys?  If  you  are  afraid  to  admit 
your  young  men  to  the  altar  of  Pythianism,  why  did  you 
ever  bring  them  into  the  world?  If  you  are  afraid  to  asso¬ 
ciate  with  him  in  the  lodge  room  then  you  had  better  keep 
out  of  the  lodge  room. 

Past  Grand  Chancellor  Pryor :  Grand  Chancellor  and 
Brothers,  we  have  heard  lengthy  arguments  on  both  sides  of 
the  question  and  as  we  have  something  else  to  do,  I  move  the 
previous  question.  The  motion  was  duly  seconded  and  car¬ 
ried. 

Past  Supreme  Chancellor  Shively :  The  question  now 
before  this  Grand  Lodge  is,  will  you  concur  in  the  acton 
of  the  Supreme  Lodge  and  reduce  the  age  of  the  applicant 
from  21  to  18  years.  All  in  favor  of  the  motion  signify  by 
saying  “I.”  If  you  vote  “Aye”  you  vote  for  18  years  of 
age  and  “No”  you  vote  for  21  years  of  age.  All  in  favor 
of  concurring  in  the  action  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  will  say 
“I,”  those  opposed  “No.” 

Calls  for  a  rising  vote. 

Past  Supreme  Chancellor  Shiveley :  I  am  asked  to  state 
the  question  over.  If  you  vote  Aye  you  vote  for  18,  No  for 
21.  I  will  ask  all  those  who  want  to  concur  in  the  action 
of  the  Supreme  Lodge  and  vote  for  18  years  of  age  to  arise 
and  remain  standing  until  you  are  counted.  The  count  is  252. 
Now  all  those  that  are  opposed  and  vote  for  21  years  of 
age  will  arise  and  remain  standing  until  they  are  counted. 
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The  count  is  380.  The  Grand  Lodge  does  not  concur  in  the 
action  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  on  Section  6  in  changing  the 
age  limit  from  21  to  18  years  in  the  Supreme  Constitution 
and  it  will  be  so  recorded. 

Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  called  the  roll  of 
committees. 

Past  Chancellor  Creigmile  introduced  the  report  of 
Committee  on  Codification.  (See  Grand  Lodge  Statutes). 

Past  Chancellor  Creigmile :  Grand  Chancellor  and 
Brothers,  I  know  that  you  are  anxious  to  get  through.  I 
don’t  feel  that  it  is  necessary  to  adopt  this  section  by  sec¬ 
tion.  Probably  there  are  some  brothers  who  were  not  pres¬ 
ent  yesterday.  It  is  on  the  revision  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
statutes  so  they  will  contain  all  of  the  statutes  that  refer  to 
Grand  Lodge  business.  Page  72  of  this  report,  is  where  I 
am  coming  to  now.  As  I  stated  yesterday  it  is  now  neces¬ 
sary  for  each  subordinate  lodge  to  have  the  Grand  Lodge 
statutes  and  the  Supreme  Lodge  statutes  because  part  of 
the  Supreme  Lodge  statutes  have  reference  to  your  business 
and  were  not  contained  in  the  Grand  Lodge  statutes.  At 
the  last  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  you  authorized  the  ap¬ 
pointment  of  a  committee  to  revise  the  Grand  Lodge  statutes 
and  this  is  their  report.  There  are  some  few  mistakes  in 
the  different  sections  of  this  report  but  they  are  simply  cler¬ 
ical  mistakes  and  of  course  they  will  be  corrected  before 
they  are  printed  and  sent  out.  I  will  now  read  Section 
No.  282. 

Document'  No.  70. 

Section  282.  All  Subordinate  lodges  must  pay  to  their 
members  sick  and  death  benefits.  The  payment  of  such  benefits 
must  be  made  to  the  beneficiary  in  accordance  with  the  by-laws 
of  his  subordinate  lodge. 

I  move  that  we  adopt  this  report. 

Past  Supreme  Chancellor  Shiveley :  The  chair  will  hold 
upon  the  statement  of  the  Chairman  of  this  Committee  that 
no  changes  have  been  made  in  any  of  the  laws  or  statutes 
of  our  Grand  Domain  except  the  three  and  he  has  just  read 
one  of  them.  The  chair  will  hold  that  it  is  only  necessary 
to  adopt  the  report  of  this  committee  as  to  the  balance  of  the 
report  but  these  three  must  be  separately  adopted  by  the 
Grand  Lodge  and  the  question  now  is  upon  the  motion  of 
the  Chairman  of  this  committee  that  the  Grand  Lodge  now 
adopt  the  first  section  as  a  statute  in  this  Grand  Domain  as 
presented  by  the  committee. 

Past  Chancellor:  As  we  understand  it  the  proposed 
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amendment  of  the  committee  makes  it  necessary  to  pay  sick 
benefits  instead  of  leaving  it  optional. 

Past  Chancellor  Craigmire:  Yes,  sir,  that  is  the  propo¬ 
sition  exactly. 

Past  Chancellor:  If  that  is  the  case  we  brothers  from 
South  Bend  object  for  this  reason.  We  have  done  away  with 
paying  sick  benefits  and  in  lieu  we  have  adopted  a  mortuary 
fund.  W e  object  to  it  on  those  grounds. 

Past  Chancellor:  I  move  that  Section  No.  282  be 
changed  by  striking  out  the  word  “must”  and  inserting  the 
word  “may.”  The  motion  was  duly  seconded  and  carried. 
Document  No.  70. 

Section  282.  All  subordinate  lodges  may  pay  to  their 
members  sick  and  death  benefits.  The  payment  of  such  benefits 
must  be  made  to  the  beneficiary  in  accordance  with  the  by-laws 
of  his  subordinate  lodge. 

Past  Supreme  Chancellor  Shiveley:  As  amended  the 
section  before  the  Grand  Lodge  is  that  the  word  “must”  is 
changed  to  “may.”  Are  you  ready  to  vote  on  that  question  ? 
If  so,  all  in  favor  of  adopting  that  section  as  amended  will 
vote  “Aye,”  opposed  “No.”  Motion  carried. 

Past  Chancellor  Craigmire :  Section  No.  283  reads  as 
follows : 

Document  No.  71. 

Section  283.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  lodge  to  provide 
a  system  of  watching  or  nursing  for  its  sick  members,  who  are 
not  in  arrears  for  dues,  fines  or  assessments,  either  by  paying 
for  the  same  out  of  the  lodge  funds,  or  by  individual  service  of 
the  members,  when  in  the  judgment  of  the  lodge,  through  its 
relief  committee,  such  service  should  be  rendered  by  or  at  the 
expense  of  the  lodge. 

It  shall  further  be  the  duty  of  every  lodge,  and  of  every 
General  Relief  Committee,  toward  a  sojourning  sick  brother  of 
any  other  lodge  of  the  Order,  to  render  him  the  same  service 
under  like  circumstances,  and  the  lodge  to  which  the  sick  so¬ 
journing  brother  belongs  shall  without  any  unnecessary  delay 
reimburse  the  local  lodge  or  General  Relief  Committee  for  all 
expenditures,  providing,  that  such  expense  shall  not  exceed  the 
expenditures  authorized  by,  or  as  provided  in  the  by-laws  of, 
the  lodge  to  which  such  sick  brother  belongs. 

The  change  is  that  “when  in  the  judgment  of  the  relief* 
committee  of  the  lodge  such  services  shall  be  rendered  at  the 
expense  of  the  lodge”  making  it  optional  with  the  lodge 
whether  or  not  they  should  provide  nursing  and  watching. 

I  move  the  adoption  of  this  section. 

Past  Supreme  Chancellor  Shiveley :  Are  you  ready  for 
the  question? 

Past  Chancellor :  I  do  hope  and  trust  that  we  will  not 
adopt  this  amendment  for  the  reason  that  the  lodges  don’t 
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take  care  of  their  members  anyway  and  this  gives  them  the 
privilege  to  avoid  all  these  things  and  the  sick  will  suffer 
very  much. 

Past  Supreme  Chancellor  Shiveley:  Are  you  ready  for 
the  question?  All  in  favor  of  adopting  section  No.  283  as 
here  printed  and  presented  by  the  committee  will  so*  signify 
by  saying  “Aye,”  contrary  “No.”  The  motion  is  carried. 

Past  Grand  Chancellor  Craigmire:  This  is  a  new  sec¬ 
tion  that  is  not  printed  in  the  report  that  you  have  had.  It 
was  introduced  yesterday  and  reads  as  follows : 

Document  No.  72. 

'Section  316A.  The  Tuesday  following  the  second  Sunday  in 
June  of  each  year,  is  hereby  set  apart  and  established  as  the 
Memorial  Day  of  the  Order  of  Knights'  of  Pythias  for  the  Grand 
Domain  of  Indiana  and  all  subordinate  lodges  in  said  Domain 
shall  meet  in  their  respective  locality  upon  said  day  of  each 
year  whenever  practicable  and  convenient  for  the  prupose  of 
engaging  in  such  service  and  exercises  as  may  be  appropriate 
to  the  occasion,  provided,  that  a  subordinate  lodge  may  select 
a  different  day  for  such  services  when  circumstances  render 
it  desirable. 

I  move  the  adoption  of  the  report.  The  motion  was  duly 
seconded  and  carried. 

Past  Supreme  Chancellor  Shiveley :  The  next  step 
should  be  that  a  motion  should  be  made  to  adopt  the  report 
of  the  Codification  Committee  and  then  we  will  have  it 
regular. 

Past  Grand  Chancellor  Craigmire:  Grand  Chancellor, 
I  make  a  motion  that  the  report  of  the  Codification  Commit¬ 
tee  as  presented  with  these  amendments  shall  be  adopted. 
Motion  duly  seconded  and  carried. 

Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  Wade:  Grand 
Chancellor,  yesterday  I  read  to  you  a  communication  from 
Lodge  No.  299  stating  that  three  of  their  members  had  been 
seriously  damaged  and  had  sustained  great  losses  accord¬ 
ing  to  their  ability  to'  sustain  them,  and  said  that  the  com¬ 
mittee  who  had  in  charge  the  Flood  Sufferers  Relief  had 
overlooked  those  brothers.  In  my  explanation  yesterday  I 
told  you  that  the  Grand  Lodge  hadn’t  put  any  money  into 
the  Flood  Sufferers  relief  fund.  This  matter  was  referred 
to  the  Flood  Sufferers  Relief  Committee  and  I  beg  leave  to 
report  to  you  that  they  make  a  motion  that  the  sum  of 
$90.00  be  appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  paying  to  each  of 
these  brothers  who  were  damaged  by  the  flood,  the  sum  of 
$30.00.  Motion  duly  seconded  and  carried. 

Upon  motion  duly  seconded  and  carried  the  convention 
took  a  recess  until  one  o’clock  p.  m.  Wednesday,  October  8,

The  Grand  Lodge  was  called  to  order  promptly  by 
Grand  Chancellor  Gaither  with  all  Grand  Dodge  Officers 
and  a  majority  of  the  Representatives  present. 

Severance  Burrage,  President  of  the  State  Anti-Tuber¬ 
culosis  Society  was  presented  by  Grand  Chancellor  Gaither : 

Severance  Burrage: — I  am  sure  I  appreciate  this  opportun¬ 
ity  to  stand  before  you  and  address  you  on  the  subject  of  pre¬ 
vention  of  tuberculosis.  In  the  past  our  work  was  in  trying  to 
get  rid  of  tuberculosis  and  has  been  work  “back  end  to.”  We 
have  been  trying  to  cure  tuberculosis  instead  of  trying  m  pre¬ 
vent  it.  We  find  that  the  best  results  are  obtained  where  we 
try  to  prevent  this  disease  and  for  the  purpose  of  preventing 
it,  the  State  Association  is  carrying  on  a  campaign  of  education 
throughout  Indiana.  We  have  established  associations  in  nearly 
every  county  in  the  state;  we  are  trying  to  educate  the  people 
that  the  disease  is  a  preventable  disease,  that  it  is  not  hered¬ 
itary,  that  it  is  transmissible  from  one  person  to  another,  that 
it  is  not  curable  except  in  its  early  stages.  We  have  been  un¬ 
successful  in  trying  to  find  a  cure  for  tuberculosis.  We  all  had 
our  hopes  raised  when  Dr.  Friedman  came  over  a  few  months 
ago  but  that  has  fallen  through  and  I  believe  that  most  every 
other  so  called  cure  for  this  disease  will  fall  through  from  the 
very  nature  of  the  disease.  We  believe  that  we  must  go  to  the 
root  of  it  and  prevent  it  and  not  spend  our  energy  and  money 
curing  it.  We  lose  in  Indiana  about  four  thousand  people  every 
year  from  this  disease.  We  were  all  appalled  some  months  ago 
by  the  Titanic  disaster  yet  we  pay  no  attention  apparently  to 
this  vast  loss  in  Indiana  and  in  other  states  from  tuberculosis. 
The  Titanic  disaster  was  preventable  and  so  is  tuberculosis  pre¬ 
ventable.  Our  purpose  is  to  disseminate  knowledge  along  the 
line  of  the  prevention  of  this  disease.  First  let  us  say  that  the 
disease  is  not  inherited;  we  don’t  do  that,  we  catch  the  germs. 
You  may  think  we  inherit  it.  The  child  is  born  of  a  consumpt¬ 
ive  mother,  the  germs  are  lying  around  in  that  room.  The 
child  is  born  with  a  weak  body,  susceptible  to  that  disease.  The 
child  is  set  down  on  the  floor,  its  little  fists  are  moist  and  come 
in  contact  with  the  floor  then  travel  to  its  mouth.  The  loving 
mother  kisses  the  child  and  directly  inoculates  the  child  with 
the  disease.  We  say  the  child  inherited  the  disease; ;  it  did 
not.  It  got  the  germs  from  outside  by  coming  in  contact  with 
them.  The  reason  why  we  don’t  pay  more  attention  to  tuber¬ 
culosis,  I  believe,  is  because  the  disease  works  so  slowly.  You 
can  be  inoculated  and  it  may  be  five  years  before  you  come 
down  sick  with  the  disease.  It  is  more  fatal  than  small  pox. 
How  many  deaths  have  we  had  in  Indiana  from  small  pox? 
Only  three  or  four.  We  can’t  get  vaccinated  against  tuberculo¬ 
sis.  If  we  catch  that  disease  we  are  very  liable  to  go  unless 
we  take  immediate  precautions.  It  doesn’t  take  any  patent 
medicine,  any  dope  or  any  drugs  to  cure  tuberculosis.  It  doesn’t 
take  anything  of  that  sort  to  prevent  ^tuberculosis.  A  sound 
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body  is  the  best  preventative  against  tuberculosis.  If  we  live 
and  sleep  and  work  in  fresh  air  we  are  not  likely  to  have  tuber¬ 
culosis.  It  is  the  person  that  is  confined  in  a  tight  room  with¬ 
out  fresh  air,  who  sleeps  in  a  room  with  the  windows  and  doors 
closed  that  is  likely  to  have  this  disease. 

I  could  talk  all  afternoon  on  this  subject  and  perhaps  one 
or  two  of  you  would  be  interested  and  the  others  not.  I  want 
to  emphasize  to  you  the  work  we  are  trying  to  do;  disseminating 
knowledge  along  the  line  that  tuberculosis  is  preventable.  So 
many  people  don’t  appreciate  that  fact  and  we  are  prone  to  get 
some  patent  medicine  claimed  to  be  a  cure  for  tuberculosis. 
We!  can  waste  a  great  deal  of  time  in  that  way.  If  we  would 
take  a  very  small  portion  of  the  money  that  is  wasted  in  In¬ 
diana  for  drugs  claimed  to  cure  tuberculosis,  the  many  dollars 
spent  for  travel,  the  many  dollars  spent  on  funeral  expenses, 
we  would  have  very  little  tuberculosis  in  Indiana  in  a  very  few 
years.  I  hope  that  Indiana  will  be  the  first  state  in  the  Union 
that  can  say  we  have  no  tuberculosis  and  I  believe  that  in 
thirty  years  if  everybody  will  do  a  little  work  along  this  line, 
that  a  case  of  tuberculosis  will  be  as  rare  as  small  pox  is 
today.  I  hope  you  will  lend  your  aid  as  good  citizens  of  the 
state  to  help  us  in  this  work.  It  doesn’t  take  very  much  but  I 
wish  every  one  of  you  would  do  what  you  can  to  disseminate 
this  knowledge  or  distribute  literature  or  in  any  other  way  you 
can  help  this  good  cause.  The  State  Association  will  be  glad  to 
give  you  literature  on  this  subject.  Will  you  not  help  to  make 
Indiana  the  first  state  that  can  send  in  a  clean  report? 

Grand  Chancellor  Gaither  :  We  have  with  us  this  after¬ 
noon  a  distinguished  brother  who  I  am  sure  you  will  all  be 
glad  to  hear.  I  take  great  pleasure  in  introducing  to  you 
Brother  John  B.  Cockrum,  Past  Grand  Sire  of  the  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  of  I.  O.  O.  F.  and  Chief  Tribune  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  K.  of  P.  of  Indiana. 

Past  Chancellor  John  B.  Cockrum:— Grand  Chancellor  and 
Brothers,  I  am  very  pleased  indeed  to  look  into  the  faces  of 
men  who  are  engaged  in  a  great  fraternal  work  such  as  this 
and  kindred  organizations.  I  had  the  honor  to  preside  over 
the  body  known  as  the  Odd  Fellows  for  two  years.  We  had  a 
meeting  in  Indianapolis  two  years  ago  and  in  Winnipeg  last 
year  and  I  had  the  pleasure  of  being  the  presiding  officer  at 
both  of  these  meetings.  We  are  engaged  in  a  work  the  same 
as  you,  both  engaged  in  doing  good  to  mankind,  both  engaged 
in  trying  to  build  up  instead  of  tearing  down,  trying  to  make 
men  better,  trying  to  make  them  good  citizens,  trying  to  do 
the  things  that  will  be  beneficial.  I  have  been  trained  in  that 
way  and  like  this  kind  of  work.  I  am  not  a  very  good  subordi¬ 
nate  lodge  member;  I  don’t  attend  my  subordinate  lodges  as 
much  as  I  ought  to  but  when  you  come  to  realize  that  I  belong 
to  about  fifteen  subordinate  lodges,  it  is  very  difficult  to  give 
any  of  them  very  much  atention  and  so  I  dare  say  it  is  with 
many  of  you  but  we  can  all  do  the  things  that  will  helD  and  be 
beneficial  to  all  communities.  When  Brother  Wade  spoke  to  me 
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about  coming  up  here  a  few  minutes  I  jotted  down  a  few  things 
I  want  to  talk  about. 

This  great  organization  of  Pythianism  is  a  social  and  in¬ 
ternational  brotherhood.  It  reaches  out  in  every  community 
throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of  this  country.  It  stands 
for  the  best  in  every  social  way  in  every  community  where  it  is 
established.  Its  influence  therefore  must  benefit  mankind 
wherever  the  truths  exemplified  by  our  ritual  are  carried  out  by 
the  lives  and  conduct  of  this  organization.  Internationally  it 
brings  together  the  elements  of  all  communities  in  all  coun¬ 
tries.  I  am  not  making  an  Odd  Fellow  speech  but  the  in¬ 
fluence  of  the  Knights  of  Pythias  is  being  extended  everywhere 
and  we  are  reaching  out  and  bringing  together  men  of  all 
classes  everywhere  into  an  organization  for  the  benefit  of  all. 
The  membership  of  this  great  organization  is  great  when  you 
consider  it.  It  is  not  confined  to  the  men  of  one  class,  but  it 
is  made  up  of  men  of  all  classes  without  distinction,  without 
caste;  the  men  who  work  in  the  foundries  and  the  factories, 
the  men  who  occupy  high  official  positions  in  the  government, 
the  men  who  are  at  the  head  of  great  financial  institutions  and 
the  men  who  work  by  the  day,  all  meet  on  the  same  plane  in 
their  lodge  room  and  there  the  lessons  of  Friendship,  Charity 
and  Benevolence  are  inculcated  into  the  minds  of  men,  no  mat¬ 
ter  what  position  in  life  they  occupy. 

The  lessons  taught  by  this  organization  means  friendship 
in  life,  Charity  in  actions  of  men  and  Benevolence  in  all  the 
conduct  of  the  affairs  of  human  activity.  It  means  that  Friend¬ 
ship  in  life  that  will  protect  and  defend  the  character  of  your 
brother  and  your  neighbor,  that  will  not  cause  you  to  do  the 
things  behind  his  back  that  will  be  detrimental  to  his  inter¬ 
ests.  It  means  the  sacredness  of  a  pledged  love  and  secrecy 
of  sworn  affection.  It  means  the  consecration  of  every  per¬ 
sonal  gift  on  the  altar  of  social  service.  It  means  a  beautiful 
ritual,  radiant  with  the  gold  of  Friendship,  bright  with  the  sil¬ 
ver  threads  of  Benevolence  and  studded  with  the  living  jewels 
of  Charity.  It  means  an  organized  force  in  the  body  politic, 
standing  for  the  preservation  of  a  higher  citizenship.  It  means 
the  social  atmosphere  of  the  Lodge  room,  where  Sincerity  looks 
into  the  face  of  Sympathy  and  where  great  universal  thoughts 
reign  in  every  heart.  It  means  a  voluntary  system  of  social  ser¬ 
vice  with  no  other  hope  of  reward  than  the  joy  of  a,  good  deed 
well  done,  and  the  perfume  which  sweetens  the  soul  when  the 
flowers  of  memory  begin  to  bloom.  It  means  Benevolence  ap¬ 
plied  to  every  human  relationship  for  the  enthronment  of  a 
universal  Brotherhood  and  the  emancipation  of  the  race.  It 
means  Cnarity  beaming  in  the  face  a  human  tenderness, 
and  consideration  and  regard  breathing  in  the  voice  a  genuine 
sympathy.  It  means  a  genius  for  Friendship,  pledged  in  sec¬ 
recy;  tested  in  trial;  manifested  in  the  sick  room;  made 
known  in  the  hour  of  death — a  Friendship  which  a  thoughtful 
man  may  trustfully  leave  as  a  legacy  to  his  wife  and  children. 
It  means  a  true  circle  of  genuine  mourners  in  the  hour  of  death, 
to  close  the  eyelids  of  the  weary,  brush  away  the  tears  of  the 
bereaved,  fling  a  rose  on  the  grave  of  the  departed  and  return¬ 
ing  to  the  homes  and  haunts  of  loneliness,  seeing  to  it  that  a 
loaf  is  provided  for  the  hungry  and  protection  guaranteed  for 
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those  who  deserve  the  guardianship  of  Love.  What  greater 
work  can  men  be  engaged  in  than  this?  Men  can  be  engaged 
in  no  higher  or  greater  work  than  the  things  that  will  help  other 
men  in  life  and  those  depenuent  upon  them  after  they  hav8 
passed  away. 

I  will  not  take  up  much  more  of  your  time.  I  am  glad  to 
be  here  and  feel  greatly  honored  by  the  courtesy  that  has 
been  shown  me  by  this  Grand  Lodge.  I  love  to  talk  to  you  and 
to  try  to  tell  the  things  I  think  about  you.  But  when  all  is 
said  and  done,  we  are  engaged  in  a  great  work,  we  are  doing 
a  great  work.  I  picked  up  a  book  the  other  day  and  saw  this 
little  poem  which  expresses  the  democracy  of  Pythianism: 

What  care  I  for  caste  or  creed? 

It  is  the  deed,  it  is  the  deed; 

What  for  class  or  what  for  clan? 

It  is  the  man,  it  is  the  man; 

Heirs  of  love,  and  joy,  and  woe; 

Who  is  high  and  who  is  low? 

Mountain,  valley,  sky  and  sea, 

Are  all  for  Humanity. 

What  care  I  for  robe  or  stole? 

It  is  the  soul,  it  is  the  soul; 

What  for  crown  or  what  for  crest? 

It  is  the  heart  within  the  breast; 

It  is  the  faith,  it  is  the  hope, 

It  is  the  struggle  up  the  slope. 

It  is  the  brain,  the  eye  to  see 
One  God  and  our  humanity. 

Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  Wade:  Grand 
Chancellor  and  Brothers,  I  want  to  take  up  a  proposition  in 
which  we  are  all  interested;  there  is  some  sentiment  in  it 
and  a  whole  lot  of  business  in  it  and  it  means  something  to 
every  lodge  and  every  member  in  Indiana.  The  50th  anni¬ 
versary  of  the  Knights  of  Pythias  is  to  be  celebrated  in  tbe 
year  1914.  There  will  be  a  plan  suggested  to  you  in  your 
subordinate  lodges  to  celebrate  the  50th  anniversary  and  I 
want  to  call  your  attention  to  a  celebration  we  had  a  num¬ 
ber  of  years  ago,  the  laying  of  the  corner  stone  of  this  build¬ 
ing  and  in  celebrating  it  we  got  up  what  was  known  as  the 
Corner  Stone  Page  Rank  Class.  Each  member  who  present¬ 
ed  a  candidate  for  this  Class,  has  his  name  and  the  candi¬ 
date’s  name  placed  on  a  brass  plate  and  these  plates  placed  in 
the  Giand  Lodge  parlors  on  this  floor.  To  do  this  cost  us  a 
little  less  than  $1400.00.  You  can  go  into  the  Grand  Lodge 
parlor  and  take  the  number  of  candidates  presented  and 
take  the  fee  paid  and  you  will  find  that  the  total  sum  is 
almost  $36,000.00.  W e  completed  that  class  in  60  days. 
There  were  two  good  things  in  that  class ;  one  was  to  in- 
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crease  the  membership  and  the  other  was  that  it  at  the  same 
time  increased  the  treasuries  of  the  subordinate  lodges.  Now 
I  have  a  plan  which  I  suggest  to  you  for  your  approval  or 
disapproval;  if  it  suits  you  it  will  take  lots  of  work  on  your 
part  and  some  work  on  my  part  to  carry  it  out  but  I  believe 
you  will  realize  the  fact  that  it  will  mean  a  great  deal  to  us 
in  building  up  the  membership  and  increasing  the  funds  in 
the  subordinate  lodge  treasuries.  We  have  been  spending 
money  here  in  paying  bills  and  I  am  going  to  ask  you  to 
spend  more  but  it  will  return  a  thousand  times  over.  I  have 
an  idea  of  the  erection  of  a  permanent  tablet  by  the  Grand 
Lodge  and  by  the  Pythians  of  Indiana  in  commemoration  of 
the  50th  anniversary  of  the  institution  of  the  Order  of  the 
Knights  of  Pythias. 

The  plan  is  that  on  the  two-  wall  panels  on  the  West  wall 
of  this  Grand  Lodge  hall  there  -be  placed  a  large  bronze  tab¬ 
let  occupying  the  entire  space  on  those  panels  up  to  a 
height  of  seven  feet.  Above  this  tablet,  that  we  place  the 
life  size  oil  paintings  of  James  R.  Carnahan,  who  was  a  Past 
Grand  Chancellor  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  the  Major  Gen¬ 
eral,  and  the  creator  of  the  Uniform  Rank  Knights  of  Pyth¬ 
ias,  and  beside  his  picture  the  picture  of  Charles  E.  Shiveley, 
the  only  Past  Supreme  Chancellor  that  Indiana  has  ever  had 
or  is  likely  to  have  for  a  great  many  years  to  come.  And  to 
place  above  those  pictures  a  canopy  properly  decorated  with 
emblems  of  the  Order,  the  draperies  to  be  of  suitable  mate¬ 
rial  and  color  to  match  our  stage  and  window  curtains,  with 
electric  lights  properly  arranged  undeneath  to  display  the 
tablet  and  pictures. 

On  the  bronze  tablet  will  be  an  inscription  explaining 
the  reason  o-f  its  erection ;  in  addition  to  that,  there  will  be 
placed  upon  this  tablet  the  name  of  every  Knight  of  Pythias 
who  will  obtain  an  acceptable  applicant  for  the  ranks  of 
knighthood  in  his  lodge  during  the  time  between  October 
15th,  1913,  and  February  19th,  1914.  In  addition,  and 
opposite  his  name,  will  be  placed  the  name  of  the  candidate 
he  secured,  these  names  to  be  placed  under  the  name  of  his 
lodge  with  its  proper  number  and  location.  All  of  this  in¬ 
scription  to  be  properly  engraved  and  enameled  and  the  tab¬ 
let  so  ornamented  as  to  make  a  thing  of  beauty  in  our  Grand 
Lodge  room,  a  monument  not  only  to  celebrate  the  anniver¬ 
sary  of  the  Order  but  a  standing  evidence  of  the  interest 
taken  by  the  members  whose  names  appear  thereon. 

This  tablet  can  be  completed  as  I  have  described  it  at  a 
cost  of  $1500.  All  expense  bills  connected  with  the  erection 
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of  this  tablet  would  be  of  necessity  approved  by  your  Finance 
Committee  and  the  orders  for  the  payment  of  said  expense 
made  by  your  Grand  Chancellor. 

If  you  think  this  is  a  good  plan  and  will  help  to  com¬ 
plete  it,  and  in  that  way  build  up  your  subordinate  lodges,  I 
should  like  to  have  you  accept  the  plan  and  I  move  you  that 
a  special  appropriation  of  $1500  be  made  by  this  Grand 
Lodge  for  the  erection  of  this  tablet  in  commemoration  of 
the  Fiftieth  Anniversary  of  this  Order. 

Past  Supreme  Representative  Neal:  Let  us  be  regul^f 
about  it;  let  us  refer  it  to  the  Finance  Committee. 

Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  Wade:  Grand 
Chancellor  and  Brothers,  I  accept  this  suggestion. 

Motion  duly  seconded  and  carried.

Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  Wade:  At  the  time 
the  rituals  were  changed  in  accordance  with  the  new  law,  we 
were  obliged  to  have  all  of  the  old  rituals  sent  in.

Capt.  A.  C.  Duddleston  presented  the  following  report 
of  the  Committee  on  Uniform  Rank  which  upon  motion 
duly  seconded  the  same  was  adopted. 

Document  No.  81. 

To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  Knights  of 
Pythias,  of  Indiana: 

Your  Committee  on  Uniform  Rank  begs  leave  to  submit  the 
following: 

As  indicative  of  the  interest  in  the  Military  Department  of 
the  Order  it  is  worthy  of  record  that  the  largest,  most  enthus¬ 
iastic  and  most  successful  meeting  of  the  Indiana  Brigade  in 
its  entire  history  was  held  in  this  building  on  Monday,  October 
6th.  The  attendance  surpassed  that  of  any  previous  meeting, 
and  much  interest  was  manifested  in  the  proceedings  at  every 
stage.  The  report  of  the  Brigade  Commander,  Gen.  William  B. 
Gray,  of  Covington,  was  most  thorough  and  complete,  and 
showed  that  the  organization  has  held  its  own  in  the  year  just 
closed,  and  added  fresh  laurels  to  those  already  won  for  it  by 
the  companies  composing  the  brigade.  The  joint  encampment 
of  the  Illinois  and  Indiana  Brigades,  held  at  Danville,  Ill.,  the 
first  in  the  history  of  the  Rank,  the  week  of  August  22d  last, 
proved  an  overwhelming  success,  the  greater  portion  of  this 
resulting  from  the  intense  interest  manifested  by  the  companies 
from  the  Hoosier  State.  As  usual,  in  such  affairs,  the  companies 
from  Indiana  carried  off  even  more  than  the  lion’s  share  of  the 
honors,  every  prize  offered  being  won  by  a  company  from 
this  state.  In  every  class  in  the  competitive  drill,  for  largest 
percentage  of  attendance  in  proportion  to  membership,  for  the 
largest  number  of  members  in  camp,  for  the  best  appearance 
in  parade,  etc.,  the  honors  went  to  Hoosier  Pythians.  The 
somewhat  disorganized  condition  of  the  Illinois  Brigade  at  that 
time  prevented  its  appearance  in  any  of  the  competitive  drills, 
but  the  example  furnished  by  the  Military  Department  of  In¬ 
diana  was  greatly  appreciated  by  the  Illinois  members  of  the 
rank,  as  shown  by  the  attendance  at  the  Illinois  Brigade  at 
Springfield  on  September  24,  which  was  attended  by  Brigade 
Commander  Gray.  At  the  annual  meeting  of  that  Brigade,  held

in  1912,  there  were  but  ten  or  twelve  commissioned  officers  in 
attendance,  while  at  the  1913  meeting  the  attendance  was  in 
excess  of  60,  and  the  utmost  enthusiasm  was  manifested.  The 
members  were  loud  in  their  praise  of  Indiana  Pythians  and  ex¬ 
pressed  their  wish  to  attend  another  joint  meeting  in  Indiana 
in  1915,  and  expressed  strong  desire  to  hold  this  meeting  at 
Terre  Haute,  practically  on  the  line  between  the  two  states. 
At  the  meeting  on  Monday  a  committee  was  appointed  to  ar¬ 
range  for  a  joint  brigade  meeting  in  that  year,  and  steps  have 
already  been  taken  looking  to  such  an  affair.  The  example  set 
by  the  Indiana  Brigade  has  already  borne  fruit  in  the  reawaken¬ 
ing  of  interest  among  the  rank  in  our  sister  state. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Indiana  Brigade  action  was  taken  urg¬ 
ing  on  our  representatives  in  the  Supreme  Lodge  to  secure 
legislation  looking  to  the  making  of  the  Major  General  of  the 
Uniform  Rank  an  officer  of  that  body  as  was  the  custom  in  for¬ 
mer  years,  and  also  requesting  them  to  work  for  a  continuance 
of  the  Supreme  Lodge  tax  on  the  supreme  membership  for  the 
building  up  of  the  Military  Department.  At  this  meeting,  also, 
an  allowance  of  $61  was  made  for  the  memorial  to  Gen.  James 
R.  Carnahan,  a  former  Grand  Chancellor  of  this  Grand  Lodge, 
and  the  founder  of  the  Uniform  Rank.  This  money  was  de¬ 
rived  from  a  per  capita  tax  laid  on  the  memoership  of  the 
Brigade,  and  a  similar  tax  was  levied  on  that  membership  for 
the  current  year.  The  example  thus  set  will  no  doubt  have  its 
effect  on  future  work  in  behalf  of  a  fund  for  the  purpose  of 
erecting  a  memorial  to  this  great  and  good  man,  whose  name 
is  so  indissolubly  linked  with  the  history  of  this  important 
branch. of  the  Order. 

A  resolution  was  adopted  by  the  Brigade  to  attend  the  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  Supreme  Assembly  next  year,  where  we  have  a  right 
to  expect  that  Indiana  will,  with  its  customary  skill,  carry  off  the 
majority  of  any  prizes  that  may  be  offered  for  efficiency  and  mil¬ 
itary  skill.  In  this  connection  the  request  was  made  for  an  allow¬ 
ance  of  $1,000  from  the  Grand  Lodge  for  the  expenses  of  the 
Brigade  for  next  year,  including  those  incident  to  attendance 
on  this  meeting,  which  it  is  expected  from  advices  from  the 
Major  General  will  surpass  any  of  previous  years.  The  meet¬ 
ing,  from  present  indications,'  will  be  held  in  Cleveland,  Ohio, 
the  nearness  of  which  to  Indiana,  will  guarantee  a  large  at¬ 
tendance  from  the  Rank  and  the  members  of  the  Order  from 
Indiana.  In  accordance  with  this  request  your  committee  would 
respectfully  recommend  the  appropriation  of  the  sum  named, 
$1,000,  for  the  Uniform  Brigade  for  the  coming  year. 

The  report  of  the  Brigade  Commander  shows  the  Rank  to 
be  in  a  good  condition  at  the  present  time  with  splendid  pros¬ 
pects  for  a  great  revival  of  interest  in  its  work.  A  committee 
was  appointed  to  examine  into  the  feasibility  of  erecting  at 
some  convenient  location  a  permanent  camp  for  the  Brigade, 
could  be  held  with  headquarters  for  the  Brigade  and  Regimental 
were  the  gatherings  of  the  brigade  itself  and  of  its  subdivisions 
Organizations  there  established.  The  committee  consists  of 
the  Brigade  Commander  and  the  Colonels  of  several  regiments 
and  every  effort  will  be  made  to  interest  commercial  organ¬ 
izations  throughout  the  state  in  the  project. 

In  closing  our  report  we  desire  to  commend  General  Gray 
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for  his  earnest  and  faithful  work  in  behalf  of  the  organization. 
Since  taking  hold  of  the  command  he  has  shown  executive  abil¬ 
ity  of  rare  character,  and  by  his  perseverance  and  industry  has 
placed  himself  in  the  same  rank  with  the  former  beloved  com¬ 
mander,  the  late  Gen.  James  R.  Ross,  whose  devotion  placed 
Indiana  during  his  administration  in  the  forefront  of  all  the 
Brigades  in  the  Supreme  Domain.  Gen.  Gray  has  gathered 
about  him  a  faithful  and  efficient  staff,  and  their  work  combined 
has  pushed  Indiana  to  the  front  in  the  Military  Department, 
and  she  now  occupies  a  position  in  a  class  to  herself. 

We  hope  and  believe  that  the  coming  year  will  witness  a 
great  revival  in  the  Military  Department  in  this  Domain,  and 
much  credit  must  be  given  for  the  advancement  manifested  in 
recent  years  to  the  generosity  and  good  will  displayed  by  the 
Grand  Lodge,  which  has  shown  by  its  action  that  it  appreciates 
the  worth  of  this  splendid  branch  of  the  order  in  this  state, 
which  makes  of  Indiana’s  “Army  of  the  Lily’’  the  “Flower  of  the 
Pythian  Army  of  the  World,”  as  was  aptly  expressed  by  Major 
General  Stobbart  as  he  watched  its  evolutions  at  the  Danville 
encampment.

Past  Chancellor  W.  M.  Nauer  presented  the  following 
report  of  the  Committee  on  Pythian  Home  and  upon  motion 
duly  seconded  the  same  was  adopted. 

Document  No.  84. 

To  the  Grand  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias  of  Indiana: 

Your  Committee  appointed  to  investigate  the  matter  of 
building  a  Pythian  Home  for  aged  and  destitute  members  and 
destitute  orphans  of  former  members  of  the  Order,  begs  leave 
to  submit  the  following  report: 

We  find  that  there  is  probably  as  many  as  50  needy  mem¬ 
bers  and  orphans  in  the  Grand  Domain  who  would  undoubtedly 
be  much  benefited  and  really  need  such  a  home,  but  we  also 
find  that,  although  it  is  a  burden  to  the  individual  lodge  to 
support  such  members  and  orphans  from  their  individual  ex¬ 
chequers,  each  case  is  looked  after  by  the  lodges  concerned  in 
a  Pythian  way  and  the  needy  ones  do  not  suffer  on  account  of 
their  condition,  as  the  teachings  of  the  Order  are  being  followed 
in  these  cases. 

Former  recommendations  have  been  made  that  when  the 
indebtedness  on  our  Indiana  Pythian  Building  has  been  paid 
that  the  rentals  from  the  building  be  used  to  erect  and  main¬ 
tain  such  a  Home.  From  the  report  of  the  Building  Commission 
it  will  undoubtedly  be  some  years  before  this  can  be  accom¬ 
plished.  If  the  building  of  a  Pythian  Home  cannot  be  brougnt 
about  in  this  manner  in  a  reasonable  time,  in  our  opinion  there 
is  but  one  other  plan,  viz: — an  assessment  on  the  membership. 
From  investigation  we  find  that  owing  to  the  fact  that  many  of 
our  lodges  are  paying  for  their  own  Casue  Halls  and  are  thus 
taxed  to  their  capacity,  and  that  this  fact  would  make  the  assess¬ 
ment  plan  unpopular,  we  are  not  ready  at  this  time  to  recom¬ 
mend  this  plan. 

We  therefore  recommend  that,  inasmuch  as  the  plan  of 
building  a  Pythian  Home  from  the  profits  of  the  Indiana  Pythian 
Building  is  impossible  at  this  time,  and  that  in  our  opinion  the 
assessment  plan  would  not  meet  with  the  approval  of  the  mem¬ 
bership  generally,  that  the  building  of  a  Pythian  Home  be  de¬ 
ferred  until  such  a  time  as  the  need  for  such  a  Home  would  be 
more  essential,  and  the  matter  of  financing  the  project  could  be 
more  clearly  set  out.

Grand  Chancellor  John  M.  Lewis  assumed  the  station  of 
Grand  Chancellor  and  addressed  the  Grand  Lodge  as  follows  : 

My  Brothers: — To  say  that  I  appreciate  the  high  honor  that 
you  have  conferred  upon  me  by  electing  me  Grand  Chancellor 
of  this  Domain,  would  be  to  express  the  extraordinary  in  very 
common  language. 

I  am  not  unmindful  of  the  fact  that  in  the  past,  the  station 
of  Grand  Chancellor  has  been  filled  by  some  of  Indiana’s  most 
illustrious  sons.  I  know  that  it  carries  with  it  grave  and  import¬ 
ant  responsibilities.  I  accept  it  from  you  and  assume  the  re¬ 
sponsibilities  that  it  imposes  as  well  as  the  confidence  that  it 
implies.  I  realize  that  I  will  be  measured  by  the  standard  fixed 
by  that  conscientious  Pythian,  that  indefatigable  worker,  my 
worthy  predecessor,  John  W.  Gaither. 

We  are  now  entering  upon  a  new  era  in  Pythianism.  We 
are  living  in  a  grand  and  stirring  period.  It  is  an  epoch  which 
naturally  marks  the  progress  that  has  been  made  by  the  human 
race  within  the  last  half  century. 

Standing  upon  an  eminence  that  overlooks  almost  fifty 
years  of  our  existence  as  an  Order,  let  us  take  a  glance  along 
the  pathway  that  we  have  traveled.  Let  us  triumphantly  survey 
the  past  and  then  courageously  face  the  future.  It  means  some¬ 
thing  to  be  a  Knight  of  Pythias,  anywhere  and  everywhere,  but 
it  means  more  to  be  a  Knight  of  Pythias  in  this  grand  old 
Hoosier  Domain  than  it  does  any  place  in  the  wide,  wide  world. 

We  frequently  boast  of  the  fact  that  we  are  the  wealthiest 
and  most  enthusiastic  of  any  of  the  Domains  in  the  world. 

It  is  true  that  our  sister  Domain  in  the  State  of  Ohio  has 
more  members  than  we  have,  at  the  same  time,  if  we  compare 
the  population  of  Indiana,  with  the  population  of  Ohio,  it  is  easy 
to  be  seen  that  Indiana  leads  the  procession.  I  do  not  believe 
that  there  is  a  place  where  Pythian  pressure  is  stronger  to  the 
square  inch,  or  a  place  where  the  citizens  generally  are  more 
imbued  with  the  spirit  of  Fraternalism,  than  right  here  in  In¬ 
diana.  More  than  that,  ingrained  into  the  rank  and  file  of  the

Pythiansl  of  Indiana,  are  the  finer  qualities  of  manhood,  which 
give  to  the  world  a  moral  character  that  will  stand  the  test  of 
time  and  eternity. 

We  are  today  passing  through  a  great  awakening.  In  the 
midst  of  a  grand  Christianity,  and  in  the  sunlight  of  a  new 
civilization,  all  mankind  is  today  inspired  with  loftier  motives 
and  nobler  purposes  than  ever  before. 

This  may  well  be  called  the  age  of  Fraternalism.  It  is  the 
twentieth  century  in  which  we  live,  the  safest,  the  freest  and 
the  grandest  period  since  time  began.  Our  Order  has  marched 
ever  forward,  because  our  forefathers  put  behind  them  policies 
which  the  new  civilization  had  outgrown.  Their  battle  cry  was 
“Onward.”  Our  battle  cry  must  be  “Onward”  too.  In  this  sub¬ 
lime  age  when  men  and  women  are  called  upon  to  speak  and 

act  the  truth,  we  as  members  of  the  Order  of  Knights  of 

Pythias,  have  a  great  and  important  duty  to  perform,  a  duty 
that  we  owe  to  ourselves;  a  duty  that  we  owe  to  our  fellowmen, 
and  last,  and  the  most  important  of  all  a  duty  that  we  owe  to 
our  God. 

Let  us  today  ask  ourselves  the  question:  What  is  the 

duty  of  every  Knight,  and  after  we  have  answered  it  to  our 

own  satisfaction,  let  us  buckle  on  the  armor  and  march  to  the 
front. 

If  we  judge  the  future  by  the  past  our  Order  will  always 
occupy  an  important  place  in  that  greatest  of  all  battles,  the 
one  that  is  today  being  waged  in  behalf  of  God  and  Humanity. 

Let  us  begin  our  next  year  with  high  resolves  and  fixed 
determination.  Let  us  go  forth  with  unconquered  and  uncon¬ 
querable  hearts  and  with  a  determination  to  remove  every  ob¬ 
stacle  that  confronts  us. 

As  your  Grand  Chancellor  I  can  offer  no  stronger  pledge, 
I  can  give  no  better  security  than  to  say  to  you,  what  strength 
of  manhood  I  possess  shall  ever  be  given  to  maintain,  perpetuate 
and  keep  unsullied  those  glorious  principles,  emblazoned  upon 
our  tri-colored  banner.  The  history  of  Pythianism  is  today  be¬ 
ing  written  and  it  will  never  be  completed  until  the  Angel  of 
Peace,  sometimes  called  Death,  declares  time  to  be  no  more. 

Our  Order  is  builded  upon  the  eternal  foundation  of  truth, 
justice  and  right.  Although  it  may  in  the  future  meet  with  some 
reverses,  in  the  midst  of  all  that  adversity  it  will  think  with  a 
stronger  brain;  and  when  the  morrow’s  sun  rises  it  will  stand 
upon  the  battle  field  ready  to  welcome  the  impending  conflict. 
Storm  clouds  may  gather  in  the  distant  horizon,  but  they  will 
pass  away,  while  the  bright  stars  of  fidelity  and  brotherly  love 
are  fixed  and  immovable  and  will  shine  on  and  on  forever. 

Let  us  build  high  above  the  narrowness  and  bickerings  of 
untruth,  build  by  the  light  of  eternal  principle,  build  by  the  light 
of  eternal  right.  Let  us  today  reconsecrate  ourselves  to  those 
glorious  principles  upon  which  Pythianism  was  founded  and 
which  it  today  represents. 

Let  us  strive  to  build  it  higher  and  to  make  it  nobler  in 
the  future  than  it  has  ever  been  in  the  past.  Let  us  resolve  to 
do  our  duty  always,  and  everywhere.  Let  us  be  men.  Let  us 
be  Knights  in  everything  that  the  word  implies.  Let  us  put 
forth  our  best  energies  and  then  before  another  year  shall 
have  come  and  gone,  it  can  well  be  said  of  us,  Indiana  leads, 
while  others  follow. 
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My  Brothers,  I  must  not  detain  you  longer.  I  will  defer  my 
speeches  until  later,  and  everywhere  and  in  every  spot  where 
I  can  be  of  service  to  the  great  cause  that  we  represent,  there  I 
hope  to  be  found. 

In  conclusion  let  me  say  to  you,  one  and  all,  again  and  again 
that  for  the  honor  you  have  conferred  upon  me,  I  thank  you.

On  September  1st,  1913,  following  a  protracted  illness,  Bro. 
James  E.  McDonald,  that  peerless  and  beloved  Pythian  Knight, 
passed  out  of  this  life  to  that  bourne  from  which  no  traveler 
ever  returns,  to  be  forever  free  from  the  sting  of  mortal  pain. 

Perhaps  no  man  in  this  Domain  had  a  wider  acquaintance 
than  did  Brother  McDonald. 

In  October,  1890,  he  was  elected  Grand  Chancellor,  and 
the  performance  of  his  official  duties  was  characterized  by  his 
splendid  judgment  and  untiring  industry.  He  was  thoroughly 
interested  in  Fraternalism  and  nowhere  could  be  found  a  greater 
exemplar  of  Pythian  principles  than  in  his  daily  life.  His 
friendships  were  sincere.  In  his  intercourse  with  the  members 
of  the  Order  he  gained  their  highest  respect  as  a  man  of  ability 
and  sterling  character. 

Brother  McDonald  was  born  September  9th,  1855,  at  Co- 
lunmbia  City,  and  was  the  son  of  the  late  Colonel  I.  B.  Mc¬ 
Donald,  who  in  his  time  was  an  honored  soldier  of  his  native 
state. 

Educated  in  the  schools  of  Whitley  county,  he  became  a 
student  at  the  normal  school,  graduating  for  the  profession  of 
teacher.  He  rose  from  minor  teacherships  to  principal  of  the 
Columbia  Lity  High  School.  In  1881  he  resigned  to  engage  in 
newspaper  work  with  Hon.  J.  B.  Stull  at  Ligonier,  where  they 
formally  launched  the  Ligonier  Banner.  In  1886  he  became 
Postmaster  of  the  Ligonier  Office.  In  1892  Brother  McDonald 
was  elected  joint  senator  of  Noble  and  DeKalb  counties. 

He  was  a  kind  and  loving  husband  and  father,  a  good 
neighbor,  and  a  good  friend.  His  death  leaves  a  gap  that  will 
be  hard  to  fill. 

Brother  McDonald  has  passed  to  his  well-earned  reward 
with  the  benediction  of  “Well  Done,  Good  and  Faithful  Servant.” 

“So  when  a  good  man  dies, 

For  years  beyond  our  ken, 

The  light  he  leaves  behind  him  lies, 

Upon  the  paths  of  men.”

ALABAMA. 

The  Forty-First  Annual  Convention  of  this  Domain  was 
held  at  Montgomery,  May  21  and  22,  1913.  The  number  of 
lodges  April  13th,  1913,  204;  membership  at  this  time,  11249. 
The  Grand  Chancellor  of  this  Domain  was  an  earnest  worker 
and  put  in  all  his  time  trying  to  build  up  the  Pythian  prin¬ 
ciples,  while  this  State  .made  no  gain  in  membership,  yet  the 
Grand  Chancellor  thought  that  what  this  Domain  needs  is  an 
inspiration  among  the  members  to  do  the  work;  the  Grand 
Chancellor  cannot  do  all  the  work.  The  Insurance  Department 
of  this  Domain  has  a  much  stronger  hold,  and  is  in  a  much 
stronger  condition  than  it  has  been  for  years.  In  this  Domain 
they  are  having  some  litigation  about  the  negro  question,  and 
the  members  are  endeavoring  to  settle  the  questions  in  their 
own  State  Courts.  Nothing  seems  to  be  said  in  the  report  of 
the  Grand  Chancellor  with  reference  to  the  Pythian  Sisters  nor 
is  the  Uniform  Rank  referred  to,  so  we  have  no  references 
here  to  these  two  subjejcts. 

ARIZONA. 

The  Twenty-ninth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Arizona,  assembled  in  Tucson,  and  was  called  to  order  by 
Grand  Chancellor  W.  G.  Gilmore.  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and 
Seal  states  that,  during  the  past  sixteen  months  the  subordi¬ 
nate  Lodges  for  the  most  part  have  been  active.  The  gain  since 
July  1,  1911  has  been  286.  While  the  Journal  is  small  it  is 
gotten  up  in  good  style  and  there  seems  to  be  a  steady  growth 
going  on  and  plenty  of  enthusiasm  for  Pythianism.  They  have 
four  companies  of  Uniform  Rank  and  think  will  soon  have  more 
as  all  the  members  are  much  alive.  There  was  no  mention 
made  of  the  Pythian  Sisters;  if  they  have  none  of  these  valu¬ 
able  temples  they  had  better  be  up  and  doing  as  a  good  Pythian 
temple  means  a  better  Knights  of  Pythias.  Grand  Lodge  ad¬ 
journed  to  meet  in  the  City  of  Globe,  October  1914. 

ARKANSAS. 

The  Grand  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias,  of  Arkansas,  as¬ 
sembled  in  Thirty-second  Annual  Convention,  May  21,  1912,  at 
Fort  Smith,  and  was  called  to  order  by  Grand  Chancellor  Otis 
T.  Wingo.  He  stated  that  the  Subordinate  Lodges  through¬ 
out  the  Domain  were  in  poor  condition,  lack  of  interest  was 
shown  and  many  suspensions  for  non-paymet  of  dues.  Number 
lodges,  124;  number  of  members,  5,999;  gain  of  3;  loss  of  767; 
death  claimed  71  of  their  members.  No  mention  was  made  of 
the  Pythian  Sisters  or  Uniform  Rank.  The  Insurance  Depart¬ 
ment  was  reported  as  being  in  a  flourishing  condition.  Motion 
was  made  to  adjourn  to  meet  in  Texarkana. 

BRITISH  COLUMBIA. 

Twenty-fourth  Annual  Convention  was  held  at  North  Van 
Couver,  May  28,  1913,  Grand  Chancellor  E.  S.  H.  Winn,  pre- 
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siding.  All  the  Grand  Lodge  Officers  answering  present  at 
roll  call.  The  Domain  shows  an  increase  of  199  members  for 
the  year,  having  a  membership  of  4103,  with  42  active  lodges. 
The  Grand  Chancellor  stated  that  he  was  glad  to  see  a  renewal 
of  life  in  the  lodges,  yet,  was  not  satisfied  with  the  member¬ 
ship  as  it  should  be  twice  the  number  at  present.  The  Uniform 
Rank  has  made  but  little  progress.  Grand  Chancellor  suggest¬ 
ed  the  appointing  of  a  committee  to  revivify  and  establish  new 
companies.  The  Pythian  Sisters  have  done  an  excellent  work 
during  the  past  year.  The  financial  conditions  of  the  Domain 
are  in  fine  condition.  Two  new  lodges  were  instituted  and  one 
old  one  was  reorganized  during  the  year.  The  next  meeting 
will  be  held  at  Kamloops  in  May,  1914. 

CALIFORNIA.  ' 

Forty-fourth  Annual  'Convention  was  held  in  the  city  of 
San  Diego,  May  19-24,  1913.  Grand  Chancellor  Scoonover  pre¬ 
siding.  Preceding  the  formal  opening  of  the  business  sessions 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  a  reception  was  tendered  the  members  by 
the  Knights,  Pythian  Sisters  and  the  citizens  of  San  Diego, 
which  proved  an  enjoyable  affair.  The  Order  has  made  splen¬ 
did  success  during  the  year,  twelve  new  lodges  being  institut¬ 
ed.  Three  lodges  were  consolidated  thereby  being  strengthen¬ 
ed;  one  lodge  passed  out  of  existence.  The  Grand  Chancellor 
says  in  part,  “In  my  opinion  we  need  to  place  in  the  field,  in 
the  active  work  of  proselyting,  some  capable  member  who  can 
bring  results,  he  to  be  a  missionary  to  “preach  the  gospel  (of 
Pythianism)  to  every  creature’’  and  to  spread  a  knowledge  of 
our  aims  and  purposes  and  principles  so  that  the  world  may 
know,  even  as  you  and  I,”  what  our  Order  stands  for  and  what 
it  means.  Call  him  by  whatever  name  you  will,  be  it  Lecturer, 
Instructor  or  Organizer;  put  such  a  man  at  work,  clothe  him 
with  authority  to  seek  membership  both  new  and  the  back¬ 
sliders,  to  organize  and  institute  new  lodges,  to  instruct  al¬ 
ready  existing  lodges  in  the  work  of  the  Order  and  the  proper 
and  orderly  transaction  of  their  business,  to  inspect  records 
and  compel  implicit  compliance  with  requirements  relating  to 
data,  etc.  This  plan  was  pursued  the  past  year  with  the  com¬ 
mendable  showing  made.  California  stands  well  in  Uniform 
Rank  circles  in  numerical  strength,  energy,  activity  and  pro¬ 
gress.  Three  new  companies  were  mustered  in,  none  have  sur¬ 
rendered  their  charter.  Enthusiasm  prevails  with  a  general 
feeling  of  optimism  for  the  future.  The  Insurance  Department 
is  prosperous  in  this  Domain,  making  steady  growth.  The 
Pythian  Sisters  are  very  much  alive  in  this  Domain,  and  are 
rendering  much  strength  to  the  Order.  The  D.  O.  K.  K.  is 
progressing  very  rapidly.  The  Grand  Chancellor  seems  to  have 
“cold  feet,”  he  says  he  knows  nothing  of  the  workings  of  this, 
the  fun  part,  though  he  has  been  invited  often.  The  Conven¬ 
tion  voted  to  lower  the  age  limit  to  eighteen  years.  Number  of 
lodges,  215;  membership,  21,929;  gain  for  year,  607.  The  Do¬ 
main  has  $133,572.68,  as  a  fund  called  the  Pythian  Home  Fund. 

CONNECTICUT. 

Forty-fourth  Annual  Convention  was  held  at  Stamford,  Oct. 
15,  1912,  with  Grand  Chancellor  E.  P.  Cowles  in  the  chair.  He 
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reports  increased  interest  and  activity  all  along  the  line.  A 
few  weak  lodges.  One  lodge  surrendered  its  charter;  no  new 
lodges  instituted.  Number  lodges,  72;  membership,  8,594;  gain 
of  members  during  year,  56.  The  Uniform  Rank  seems  to  be 
alive  though  from  the  Grand  Lodge  Journal  we  were  unable 
to  tell  of  the  strength  or  growth.  The  Insurance  Department 
was  highly  recommended  by  both  the  Grand  Chancellor  and 
G.  K.  R.  and  IS.  No  Fraternal  Review.  H.  O.  Case,  who  was 
G.  K.  of  R.  and  S.  for  33  years,  died  Sept.  25,  1912,  about  three 
weeks  before  the  Grand  Lodge  Convention.  Next  meeting  is 
to  be  held  at  Hartford,  October  21,  1913. 

DELAWARE. 

Convention  held  Oct.  17th,  1912;  19  subordinate  lodges 

with  a  total  membership  of  1843;  with  total  assets  of  $2,139.87. 
There  has  been  a  total  gain  in  membership  of  the  subordi¬ 
nate  lodges  of  218,  the  largest  increase  in  membership  this 
Grand  Domain  has  had  for  years.  Committee  on  Fraternal  Cor¬ 
respondence  says  that  one  of  the  best  suggestions  in  regard  to 
the  prevention  of  members  being  suspended  for  non-payment 
of  dues,  that  is  to  allow  a  discount  where  dues  are  paid  in  ad¬ 
vance.  On  the  question  of  sick  benefits  this  Committee  says 
that  “Almost  without  exception,  those  who  have  considered  it, 
have  condemned  the  compulsory  feature.” 

DISTRICT  OF  COLUMBIA. 

Forty-seventh  Annual  Convention  of  this  Grand  Domain 
was  held  Feb.  19,  20,  21  and  23,  1912.  The  Grand  Chancellor 
says  in  his  report,  that  throughout  the  Supreme  Domain  the 
Uniform  Rank  has  been  the  means  of  bringing  our  Order 
prominently  before  the  public.  He  also  praises  the  Insurance 
Department  for  the  good  it  is  doing  for  the  Order.  The  Pyth¬ 
ian  Sisters  have  two  Temples  in  that  Domain.  This  piece  of 
poetry  is  given  as  a  compliment  to  the  Dokeys. 

“I  have  a  friend  who’s  quite  a  jiner; 

He’s  a  Mason  and  a  'Shriner; 

With  the  Eagles  he  has  also  taken  flight. 

He  has  joined  the  Modern  Woodmen; 

Hit  the  warpath  with  the  Redmen; 

And  the  Elks  have  trimmed  his  homes  down  pretty  tight. 

When  I  ask  him  what’s  the  best, 

He  smiles  and  pats  his  vest, 

Then  gazes  at  his  feet  and  says: 

The  Dokeys.” 

The  report  of  the  District  of  Columbia  shows  that  there  is 
5,000  Knights  employed  in  the  Government  service  in  Wash¬ 
ington  who  have  allowed  their  membership  to  lapse,  and  have 
become  suspended  from  membership  in  their  home  lodges. 
Committee  on  State  of  the  Order  made  the  following  recam- 
mendation:  “It  is  thought  that  much  good  might  be  accom¬ 
plished  by  the  members  of  the  Order  attending  church  services 
in  a  body  several  times  during  a  year.”  The  'Chancellor’s  As¬ 
sociation  is  regarded  as  an  important  factor  in  this  Domain  in 
aiding  in  stimulating  a  healthy  growth  of  the  Order.  On  State 
of  the  Order  the  G.  C.  has  this  to  say  on  the>  question  of  pay- 
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ment  of  benefits:  “I  am  satisfied  that  the  greatest  cause  which 
contributes  toward  the  financial  embarassment  of  so  many 
lodges  is  the  payment  of  sick  benefits,  we  are  all  well  aware 
that  the  suspension  of  members  for  non-payment  of  dues  has 
greatly  reduced  our  membership  within  the  last  few  years.  For 
lodges  to  have  a  stipulated  sum,  the  payment  of  which  is  made 
mandatory,  regardless  of  the  financial  status  of  the  member, 
or  of  his  lodge,  is  bad  business  policy,  and  will  sooner  or  later 
result  in  the  financial  embarassment,  if  not  the  ultimate  bank¬ 
ruptcy  of  the  lodge.  To  be  compelled  by  law  to  perform  cer¬ 
tain  acts  of  benevolence  is  not  indicative  of  the  great  cardinal 
principles  of  Pythian  fraternity.”  there  are  18  subordinate 
lodges  in  this  Grand  Domain  with  a  total  membership  of  1,350 
and  assets  of  $17,709.21.  The  Committee  on  Fraternal  Corres¬ 
pondence  of  this  Grand  Domain  says,  it  is  a  noticeable  fact  that 
most  of  the  Domains  are  lending  aid,  both  fraternally  and 
financially,  to  the  upbuilding  of  the  Pythian  Sisters. 

FLORIDA. 

Convention  held  March  13,  1912.  Ninety  subordinate  lodges 
with  a  total  membership  of  5,648,  and  assets  of  $2,426.58.  Com¬ 
mittee  on  State  of  the  Order  recommend  and  endorse  K.  P. 
insurance  as  being  safe  and  on  a  sound  basis.  Grand  Chancel¬ 
lor  says  (in  his  report)  that  he  is  greatly  pleased  to  be  able 
to  report  a  great  improvement  in  the  State  of  the  Order. 

GEORGIA. 

The  forty-fourth  annual  convention  was  held  at  the  city  of 
Waycross,  May  21,  1913,  presided  over  by  James  W.  Austin, 
Grand  Chancellor.  Number  lodges,  7,716;  number  members, 
715,654.  Net  loss  in  lodges,  85;  gain  in  membership,  5,017. 
Grand  Chancellor  Austin  gave  his  report  in  well  chosen  words. 
We  realized  that  the  man  who  serves  a  year  as  Grand  Chancel¬ 
lor  has  greatly  enlarged  his  knowledge  of  Pythianism;  found 
that  he  had  a  great  work  before  him  and  began  in  the  right  way, 
by  doing  away  with  the  “dead”  lodges  which  should  have  been 
done  before.  He  stated  in  his  address  that  the  fee  should  be 
greater  as  it  would  cause  a  man  to  more  highly  value  his  mem¬ 
bership  if  it  cost  him  more;  as  a  cheap  toy  is  lightly  thrown 
away.  He  also  thought  that  poorly  given  ritualistic  work  was 
another  cause  of  nomattendance.  He  spoke  highly  of  the  Insur¬ 
ance  Department  in  Georgia  and  advised  all  to  investigate  its 
merits.  The  Uniform  Rank  seems  to  be  well  thought  of;  although 
no  report  of  it  was  given  the  Grand  Chancellor  recommended 
it  as  a  great  factor  to  introduce  Pythianism  to  the  public.  There 
was  no  report  of  the  Pythian  Sisters,  but  they  seem  to  be  up 
and  doing.  Motion  was  made  to  adjourn  to  meet  in  Macon, 
May,  1914. 


ILLINOIS. 

Convention  held  October  15,  16,  17,  1912,  at  Rockford. 
Total  number  of  lodges,  October,  1912,  536.  Have  no  loss  or 
gain  in  membership  and  lodges  are  in  good  financial  condition. 
Grand  Chancellor  makes  following  recommendations  on  legis¬ 
lation.  The  least  possible  would  secure  the  best  results.  On 
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fees,  a  minimum  fee  of  $25.  On  benefits,  lodges  should  not  at¬ 
tempt  to  pay  large  benefits  on  small  dues  but  should  consider 
the  cost  of  paying  benefits.  G.  0.  has  this  to  say  in  regard 
to  the  Insurance  Department.  “Personally,  I  have  always  be¬ 
lieved  the  Insurance  Department  was  a  good  thing  for  the 
Order,  providing,  of  course,  that  it  was  conducted  upon  a  sure 
business  basis  and  as  an  approved  section  of  the  order.  It  must, 
however,  realize  that  it  only  represents  about  ten  per  cent  of 
the  membership,  and  must  not,  in  slang  phrase,  attempt  wagging 
the  dog  by  the  tail.  Representatives  of  this  department  must 
desist  traveling  over  the  Domain  and  using  their  effort,  crit¬ 
icising  and  commenting  upon  the  actions  of  Grand  Lodge  Offic¬ 
ers  who  are  giving  their  time  and  energy  to  the  best  interest 
of  the  Order.  They  must  also  keep  entirely  out  of  lodge  pol¬ 
itics.”  Committee  on  Fraternal  Correspondence  believes  the 
greatest  reason  that  so  many  members  are  suspended  for  N.  P. 
D.  are:  “The  indifference  and  irregularity  of  different  Masters 
of  Finance,  the  change  in  the  Insurance  Department,  the  adop¬ 
tion  of  the  Permanent  Password  and  the  poor  rendition  of  the 
Ritual.” 

IOWA. 

The  Forty-third  Annual  Convention  of  this  Grand  Lodge  of 
this  Domain  was  held  at  Des  Moines,  December  4,  5,  1912.  Num¬ 
ber  of  members  December  31st,  1911,  25,474;  number  of  mem¬ 
bers  in  good  standing  July  1st,  1912,  26,760,  making  a  net  gain 
for  one  year  of  1,287.  The  Grand  Chancellor  of  this  Domain 
was  an  earnest,  energetic  worker,  and  all  of  his  associates  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  put  forth  a  helping  hand  to  make  the  year  a 
successful  and  prosperous  one.  The  Uniform  Rank  is  not  as 
prosperous  as  it  ought  to  be  in  this  Domain;  there  seems  to  be 
a  lack  of  interest  among  the  members  and  no  interest  is  taken 
in  the  work.  The  Pythian  Sisters  are  a  great  factor  in  this 
Domain  in  advancing  the  Pythian  Principle.  The  general  belief 
exists  among  the  members  that  no  great  achievement  has  ever 
been  accomplished,  in  which  behind  the  veil  there  was  not 
the  all-powerful  sustaining  influence  and  wisdom  of  some  good 
women.  There  was  never  a  Knight  worthy  of  a  passing  thought 
whose  mother  did  not  better  exemplify  the  principles  of  Pyth- 
ianism.  The  Pythian  fund  is  maintained  in  this  Domain,  and 
the  contributions  seem  to  be  liberal  in  this  Domain. 

KANSAS. 

The  Grand  Lodge,  Knights  of  Pythias,  of  Kansas,  assembled 
in  regular  session  in  Emporia,  May  20,  1913,  and  was  called 
to  order  by  Grand  Chancellor  Harry  McMillan.  Number  mem¬ 
bers  1912,  10,467;  loss  members,  249;  number  lodges,  152.  Grand 
Chancellor  Harry  McMillan  states  in  his  report  that  he  was 
not  able  to  make  as  many  visits  as  lie  had  intended  on  account 
of  being  elected  to  the  legislature  and  having  to  serve  sixty- 
five  days  there.  Kansas  has  suffered  quite  a  loss  in  member¬ 
ship,  partly  attributed  to  the  loss  of  crops  and  it  being  campaign 
year.  They  are  hoping  that  there  will  be  a  great  increase  next 
year.  Grand  Chancellor  states  in  his  report  of  the  Pythian 
Sisters:  “I  understand  that  their  progress  this  year  has  been 
very  satisfactory,  indeed,  wherever  it  has  been  my  privilege  to 
visit  lodges,  where  our  auxiliary  has  a  temple,  I  find  it  increases

enthusiasm  and  is  most  helpful  indeed.”  The  Uniform  Rank  has 
made  a  marked  advance,  its  members  increased  and  is  now  in 
a  higher  state  of  efficiency  than  in  many  years.  The  Insurance 
Department  is  having  a  steady  growth.  There  was  no  report 
of  the  Fraternal  Correspondent.  Next  meeting  will  be  held  in 
the  city  of  Lawrence,  May,  1914. 

KENTUCKY. 

The  Forty-fourth  Annual  Convention  of  this  Domain  was 
held  at  Louisville,  Ky.,  October  1  and  2,  1912.  Number  pf  mem¬ 
bers  July  14th,  1911,  14213;  number  of  members  at  the  time  of 
holding  this  Grand  Lodge  meeting,  14,749,  showing  a  neat  in¬ 
crease  in  this  Domain  for  the  last  year.  All  of  the  subordinate 
lodges  of  this  Domain  seems  to  be  in  a  healthy  condition,  and 
the  high  standing  of  the  membership  maintained.  A  great  aeal 
of  Interest  is  tauen  in  the  Pythian  Homes  where  the  children 
of  the  deceased  Pythians  are  cared  for.  The  Grand  Chancellor 
of  this  Domain  visited  nearly  all  of  the  lodges  in  the  Domain 
and  did  a  great  deal  to  work  up  an  interest  in  the  work.  There 
is  no  detailed  report  of  the  Insurance  Department  of  this  Domain 
and  the  records  do  not  advise  us  of  the  condition  of  this 
department.  The  Uniform  Rank  is  in  a  healthy  condition,  and 
does  a  great  deal  to  keep  up  the  interest  in  the  Order.  A  Rath- 
bone  Bible  Class  is  maintained  in  this  Domain.  The  Order  so 
far  as  the  record  says  is  in  a  healthy  condition. 

LOUISIANA. 

Grand  Lodge  Convention  held  May  20,  1912.  Lodges  show 
decrease  in  membership  principal  cause  of  suspension  being 
non-payment  of  dues.  There  was  also  a  decrease  in  the  number 
of  subordinate  lodges.  Grand  Chancellor’s  report  shows  that 
the  Pythian  Sisters  are  doing  a  good  work  for  this  Grand  Do¬ 
main.  This  Domain  has  a  Grand  Lodge  statute  making  it  the 
duty  of  every  lodge  in  this  Domain  to  hold  a  memorial  service 
once  every  year.  Insurance  Department  is  growing.  The  Knights 
of  Klrorrassan  is  recommended  as  a  valuable  adjunct  to  the 
Order. 

MAINE. 

The  Grand  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias  of  Maine  assem¬ 
bled  in  annual  convention  in  Portland  and  was  called  to  order 
by  Grand  Chancellor  Edgar  J.  Brown.  Number  members,  16,959; 
number  lodges,  142;  net  loss,  64.  The  Grand  Chancellor  seems 
to  be  well  satisfied  with  the  outlook  of  his  Domain;  while  there 
had  been  no  new  lodges  organized,  there  are  prospects  for  sev¬ 
eral  new  ones  in  the  coming  year.  The  Grand  Chancellor  said 
he  did  not  think  that  the  insurance  Department  had  in  the 
past  received  as  much  consideration  from  Maine  Pythians  as  it 
justly  deserves.  The  Pythian  Sisters  in  this  Domain  are  in  a 
flourishing  condition  and  judging  from  the  roster  in  the  back 
of  the  Journal  they  must  be  busy.  The  Uniform  Rank  is  in 
good  healthy  condition  and  while  there  has  been  no  great  in¬ 
crease  in  membership,  it  has  prospects  for  a  bright  future.  The 
Fraternal  Correspondent  gives  a  good  report  and  has  a  good 
word  for  Indiana.  There  being  no  further  business  Grand 
Lodge  adjourned  to  meet  in  Portland,  May,  1913.

MANITOBA. 

This  Grand  Domain  held  its  Twenty-first  Annual  Convention 
in  June  25-26-27,  1912.  Forty-one  lodges  with  net  assets  of 
$2,543.00.  Net  gain  in  membership,  255.  Grand  Chancellor  rec¬ 
ommends  that  “A  church  parade  at  least  once  a  year,  which  I 
am  sure  would  command  the  respect  and  good  will  of  the  cit¬ 
izens  of  the  communities  in  which  the  different  subordinate 
lodges  are  located,  should  be  held,  and  I  would  recommend 
that  steps  be  taken  to  carry  out  this  feature.”  G.  C.  also 
says  he  trusts  the  members  may  speedily  become  awakened  to 
the  benefits  to  be  derived  by  becoming  a  ‘‘Dokey.” 

MARYLAND. 

The  Forty-fifth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Maryland  met  at  Baltimore,  April  8,  1913,  and  was  called  to 
order  by  Grand  Chancellor  John  F.  Thomas.  Number  mem¬ 
bers,  10,214;  number  lodges,  98;  net  gain,  139.  Grand  Chancel¬ 
lor  Thomas  states  that  he  has  visited  every  lodge  in  his  Do¬ 
main  and  tninks  that  it  has  resulted  m  mucn  good  being  done. 
He  states  that  the  condition  of  the  Order  during  the  past  two 
years  has  been  of  a  healthy  character.  He  also  calls  attention 
to  the  fact  that  candidates  should  be  scrutinized  with  the  great¬ 
est  care,  and  strive  not  so  much  for  the  quantity  as  quality. 
The  Grand  Chancellor  became  a  member  of  the  Pythian  Sisters 
during  the  past  year  and  speaks  loud  in  their  praise.  He  thinks 
no  subordinate  lodge  fills  the  whole  wants  of  the  locality  in 
which  it  exists  unless  it  has  a  temple  of  the  Pythian  Sisters. 
The  Uniform  Rank  is  on  the  standstill,  although  they  are  hop¬ 
ing  for  better  things  for  it  this  year.  The  K.  of  P.  conducts 
a  Library  in  the  city  of  Baltimore  and  it  is  greatly  enjoyed 
by  the  members.  This  suggestion  might  well  be  carried  out  in 
other  Domains.  The  death  toll  has  been  one  of  the  heaviest 
ever  paid  by  this  Domain,  taking  138  members.  The  Grand 
Lodge  adjourned  to  meet  in  Baltimore,  April,  1914. 

MASSACHUSETTS. 

The  Forty-fourth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  this  Domain  was  held  at  Boston,  May  6,  1913.  Number  of 
membership,  December  11,  1911,  26270,  and  during  the  year 
there  was  a  net  gain  of  789,  which  shows  a  nice  increase  for  the 
Order  during  the  year.  Number  of  lodges  December  31,  1913, 
177.  Grand  Chancellor  Eddy,  with  a  splendid  support  of  the 
members  of  that  Domain,  built  up  the  Pythian  fraternity  so 
that  it  is  better  and  stronger,  and  is  entitled  to  a  great  deal 
of  credit  for  the  work  accomplished.  During  the  year  the 
Grand  Chancellor  traveled  12,980  miles  in  performing  the  duties 
required  of  him,  and  visited  one  hundred  and  seventy-seven 
lodges,  and  he  deserves  a  great  deal  of  credit  for  the  work 
accomplished.  Complete  harmony  reigned  in  the  Board  of  Grand 
Officers,  and  they  gave  the  Grand  Chancellor  support  in  his 
ideas  of  progress  of  the  new  features  which  were  very  material 
in  creating  interest  among  the  lodges.  The  Knights  of  Pythias 
have  been  so  strong  that  the  Grand  Chancellor  recommended 
that  the  fee  for  membership  be  thirty  dollars,  and  that  the  char¬ 
ter  and  dispensation  fee  be  not  less  than  twenty  dollars.  The 
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Insurance  Department  of  the  Order  is  in  a  flourishing  condition, 
and  is  making  a  substantial  growth  in  this  Grand  Domain.  The 
Uniform  Rank  is  reported  by  the  Grand  Chancellor  to  be  in  a 
very  healthy  condition,  and  the  entire  membership  are  deeply 
interested  both  in  the  lodge  and  company.  The  Pythian  Sisters 
in  this  Grand  Domain  are  in  a  healthy  and  prosperous  condi¬ 
tion  and  the  Great  Chief  of  the  Pythian  Sisters  makes  the  fol¬ 
lowing  statement:  (Pythianism  is  founded  upon  friendship,  so 
true,  so  strong,  that  one  will  offer  his  life  for  another,  a  friend¬ 
ship  such  as  is  exemplified  in  the  beautiful  Grecian  Legena  ot 
Damon  and  Pythias.)  The  Pythian  Sisters  in  this  Domain  work 
in  complete  harmony  with  the  Knights,  and  every  member  or 
this  Domain,  seems  to  feel  that  no  man  has  done  his  full  duty 
until  he  has  done  his  best. 

MINNESOTA.  1 

The  Forty-first  Convention  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Knights  of 
Pythais,  Domain  of  Minnesota  met  May  13,  1913,  and  was  called 
to  order  by  Grand  Chancellor  Jacob  P.  Peterson.  Number  mem¬ 
bers,  7,760;  net  loss  for  year,  132.  Number  lodges,  94;  net  loss, 
2.  Grand  Chancellor  Frederick  S.  Attwood  was  elected  as  Grand 
Chancellor  for  the  third  consecutive  time  which  speaks  well 
for  his  efficiency.  He  states  in  his  report  that  while  their  Do¬ 
main  has  suffered  a  loss  in  membership  they  have  had  an  in¬ 
crease  in  initiations  and  a  greater  activity  among  the  lodges 
than  they  have  had  for  years.  The  deplorable  fact  stin  faces 
us  that  the  suspensions  for  the  non-payment  of  dues  exceed 
the  total  initiations  and  reinstatements.  The  Insurance  Depart¬ 
ment  has  not  received  as  much  attention  as  Lrand  Chancellor 
thinks  it  should.  It  has  604  members  carrying  insurance  in 
the  sum  of  $856,235.  The  Uniform  Rank  is  not  thriving  as  it 
should  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  one  of  its  most  popular  Pyth- 
ians,  Arthur  J.  Stobbart,  was  elected  Major  General  of  the  Uni¬ 
form  Rank.  Grand  Chancellor  thinks  one  reason  for  the  little 
interest  shown  is  for  the  lack  of  young  men  taken  into  tne 
Pythian  Order.  Bring  in  the  young  men  and  you  will,  see  a 
revival  of  the  Uniform  Rank.  The  Pythian  Sisters  are  doing  a 
good  work  and  called  on  the  Grand  Lodge  10  extend  its  greet¬ 
ing.  Grand  Chancellor  Attwood  was  given  a  vacation  of  sixty 
days  to  make  a  visit  to  England  to  see  his  mother,  whom  he 
has  not  seen  in  twenty-two  years.  The  Fraternal  Correspondent 
has  a  short  but  very  good  report  and  makes  lengthy  report  of 
the  various  Domains.  Next  meeting  to  be  held  October,  1914, 
in  the  city  of  Minneapolis. 

MISSOURI. 

The  Forty-second  Annual  Convention  of  this  Grand  Domain 
was  held  at  St.  Louis,  October  15th  and  16th,  1912.  Number  of 
members,  June  30th,  1911,  25,823;  at  the  time  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  meeting,  26,686,  showing  a  small  decrease  in  the  mem¬ 
bership  during  this  Pythian  Period.  The  Grand  Chancellor  of 
this  Domain  was  a  live  energetic  fellow  and  devoted  a  great 
deal  of  his  time  to  get  the  subordinate  lodges  in  a  healthy  con¬ 
dition,  and  making  the  membership  of  that  high  standing  which 
characterizes  Pythianism.  During  the  year  there  were  three 
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lodges  that  suffered  a  loss  by  fire  in  this  Domain,  but  they  were 
insured  so  that  they  were  able  to  help  themselves  with  but 
little  assistance.  The  Pythian  Sisters  of  this  Domain  are  a 
live  auxiliary  to  the  subordinate  lodges  and  made  themselves  a 
social  factor  and  keep  up  the  interest  and  avoided  a  great  many 
suspensions.  A  Pythian  Home  is  in  the  process  of  construc¬ 
tion  in  this  Domain  and  a  great  deal  of  interest  is  exercised 
over  this  home.  The  Insurance  Department  of  this  Domain  is 
in  a  healthy  condition  and  the  members  are  apparently  satis¬ 
fied  with  the  new  scale  of  rates,  which  are  adequate,  and  they 
feel  that  the  Insurance  Department  is  in  a  permanent  and  sub¬ 
stantial  position.  The  Uniform  Rank  is  considered  a  great  help 
to  the  subordinate  lodges  and  considerable  pride  is  shown  to 
this  department  in  the  Order. 

*  MONTANA. 

The  Twenty-eighth  Annual  Convention  of  this  Grand  Domain 
was  held  at  Anaconda,  October  8  and  9,  1912.  Number  of  mem¬ 
bers  December  31st,  1910,  3,067;  number  of  members  December 
31st,  1911,  2,944,  showing  a  small  decrease  in  the  membership. 
The  Grand  Chancellor  has  issued  a  splendid  communication  to 
their  lodges,  urging  prompt  and  efficient  action  to  lessen  the 
tremendous  losses  in  membership.  The  Uniform  Rank  in  this 
Domain  is  said  to  have  been  an  ornament  to  the  Order.  The 
Supreme  Chancellor  Hanson  said  in  his  report  to  the  Supreme 
Lodge  that  he  believed  that  the  department  should  have  the 
earnest  effort  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  and  of  the  individual 
Knights  of  Pythias,  all  of  whom  seem  to  have  devoted  earnest 
work  in  this  Domain.  The  Insurance  Deparment  of  the  Order 
is  progressing  and  is  superior  to  any  fraternal  insurance  Order. 
The  Pythian  Sisters  of  this  Domain  is  well  known  to  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Order,  they  cultivate  a  spirit  of  fraternal  love  among 
the  members  which  permeate  and  control  their  daily  lives. 

NEBRASKA. 

The  Forty-ninth  Annual  Convention  of  this  Domain  was 
held  at  Omaha,  May  13-15,  1913.  Number  of  members,  Decem¬ 
ber  31st,  1911,  7,353;  number  of  members  December  31st,  1912, 
7,151,  showing  a  decrease  of  the  membership  in  this  Domain. 
The  Grand  Chancellor  of  this  Domain  contributed  a  great  deal 
to  the  upbuilding  of  the  Order  and  at  the  expiration  of  his 
term  the  same  was  in  a  healthy  and  prosperous  condition. 
Though  there  seems  to  have  been  a  loss  of  members,  but  the 
high  standing  of  the  membership  is  maintained.  The  subordi¬ 
nate  lodges  as  a  whole  are  all  in  a  good  and  healthy  condition. 
Nebraska  was  visited  by  a  cyclone  on  March  23rd,  1913,  the 
result  of  which  was  the  destruction  of  a  great  many  of  the 
Pythian  Homes.  The  Pythian  Sisters  are  striving  and  working 
hard  in  this  Domain  to  build  up  stronger  the  auxiliary  to  the 
Order.  As  a  whole  the  Pythian  membership  of  this  Domain  is 
one  of  earnest  and  zealous  workers. 

NEVADA. 

The  Forty-fourth  Annual  Convention  was  held  in  the  Ma¬ 
sonic  Temple  in  Reno,  Nevada,  commencing  October  3rd,  1912. 
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For  eighteen  months,  beginning  December  18th,  1910,  and  end¬ 
ing  June  30th,  1912,  there  was  a  gain  in  the  membership  of 
sixty-three  members.  Number  of  subordinate  lodges,  twenty- 
two;  instituted  during  the  eighteen  months,  two;  gain  for  the 
eighteen  months,  two.  During  the  year  the  Grand  Chancellor 
paid  a  personal  visit  to  every  lodge  of  this  Grand  Domain,  and 
exercised  every  effort  possible  and  did  establish  a  friendly  and 
cordial  relationship  between  the  subordinate  lodges  of  the 
Grand  Domain,  and  endeavored  to  further  the  usefulness  of  the 
teachings  and  principle  of  the  Order.  The  Pythian  Sisters  was 
encouraged  by  Grand  Chancellor,  and  in  his  report  he  said  that 
they  are  progressing  and  gives  them  credit  for  being  a  great 
help  to  the  subordinate  lodges,  while  the  membership  is  not 
large,  yet  there  seems  to  be  a  spirit  of  harmony  existing  be¬ 
tween  them  and  the  subordinate  lodges,  and  the  efforts  of  both 
are  to  maintain  a  good  live  membership.  It  seems  to  be  the 
efforts  of  the  Supreme  Officers  of  the  lodge  and  also  of  the 
members  to  maintain  that  high  class  of  membership  that  gives 
life  and  energy  to  the  membership  of  this  Domain. 

NEW  HAMPSHIRE. 

This  Grand  Domain  held  its  Forty-second  Annual  Conven¬ 
tion  August  30th,  1912.  Report  of  the  proceedings  show  that 
there  is  72  lodges  with  a  total  membership  of  6,916.  Lodges  in 
good  financial  condition.  Grand  Chancellor  says  “He  is  pleased 
that  New  Hampshire  Brigade  leads  all  Brigades  in  percentage 
of  members  in  the  Grand  Domain,  holding  membership  in  the 
Uniform  Rank. 

NEW  JERSEY. 

The  Forty-sixth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
Knights  of  Pythias  of  New  Jersey  convened  in  the  city  of  Tren¬ 
ton,  February  19,  1913.  Grand  Chancellor  William  D.  Quick 
gave  his  report.  He  stated  that  his  year’s  work  had  not  been 
as  hard  nor  such  a  burden  as  he  thought  it  would  be  which 
speaks  well  for  those  that  assisted  him.  He  stated  that  the 
Order  was  in  fine  working  order  and  appeared  to  have  taken 
on  new  strength.  Number  of  lodges,  128;  loss  1.  Number  of 
members,  14,779;  net  increase,  271.  There  was  no  report  of  the 
Pythian  Sisters,  but  the  Grand  Chancellor  spoke  of  them  very 
highly,  so  they  must  be  up  and  doing.  During  the  meeting  a 
committee  of  three  Pythian  Sisters  called  on  the  Grand  Loage 
and  presented  them  with  a  miniature  Pythian  Charity  Altar 
containing  $77.14,  a  donation  to  the  Pythian  Home  Fund.  The 
Committee  on  Uniform  Rank  made  a  report  that  this  branch 
of  their  order  was  not  in  a  flourishing  condition  and  while  they 
still  have  a  few  loyal  ones,  they  have  had  a  great  loss  in  mem¬ 
bership.  New  Jersey  is  planning  a  Pythian  Jubilee  Celebration 
and  a  motion  was  made  and  carried  to  appropriate  $1,000  to 
the  fund.  Quite  an  interest  is  shown  in  an  effort  made  for  a 
Pythian  Home.  Adjourned  to  meet  again  in  Trenton  in  1914. 

NEW  MEXICO. 

Grand  Chancellor  Geo.  L.  Bradford  called  the  assembly  to¬ 
gether  in  Castle  Hall  of  Mineral  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias,  at 
Albuquerque,  New  Mexico,  October  7,  1912.  Number  of  lodges, 
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27;  net  gain,  1.  Number  of  members,  1,091;  loss,  201.  New 
Mexico  has  suffered  quite  a  loss  due  to  suspension  for  non¬ 
payment  of  dues  and  death.  It  seems  as  though  some  remedy 
must  be  found  for  suspensions  if  the  slogan,  “One  Million  for 
1914”  is  carried  out.  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  states 
that  the  financial  report  would  have  been  much  better  if  all  the 
reports  had  been  sent  in.  Grand  Chancellor  reports  that  the 
Domain  is  in  good  working  condition  but  could  not  well  be 
otherwise  when  the  Past  Grand  Chancellor  left  things  in  such 
fine  working  order.  The  Committee  on  Military  Department 
states  that  never  before  has  there  been  such  an  opportunity  to 
organize  as  now,  when  the  cloud  is  hanging  over  the  border  of 
our  Domain.  There  is  no  report  as  to  whether  there  are  any 
companies  organized.  The  Pythian  Sisters  sent  a  greeting  to 
Grand  Lodge  and  asked  for  their  support  in  helping  to  secure 
new  Temples  throughout  the  Domain.  The  Fraternal  Corres¬ 
pondent  gave  no  report.  Next  meeting  to  be  held  in  Albu¬ 
querque. 

NEW  YORK. 

The  Forty-fourth  Annual  Convention  of  this  Grand  Domain 
was  held  at  Malone,' N.  Y.,  July  23,  24,  25,  1912.  The  report  of 
the  Committee  on  Fraternal  Correspondence  is  bound  in  sep- 
arte  volume,  and  is  written  by  Henry  J.  Hyman,  Fraternal  Cor¬ 
respondent.  He  takes  as  his  subject,  “Nine  Ninths  of  Pythian- 
ism.”  His  report  shows  that  on  December  31,  1911  there  was 
in  the  Supreme  Domain  a  total  of  710,636  Knights  of  Pythias. 
It  is  well  worth  the  time  of  any  Knight  of  Pythias  to  read  this 
report,  as  it  touches  upon  everything  of  interest  in  Pythianism 
and  treats  the  subject  in  a  very  able  manner. 

NORTH  CAROLINA. 

Forty-second  Annual  Convention  of  uiis  Grand  Lodge  was 
held  June  11,  1912.  Net  gain  in  membership,  134.  In  report  of 
the  Grand  Chancellor  he  says,  “That  district  meetings  have 
proved  their  worth  and  are  popular  with  the  members.  That  the 
Uniform  Rank  for  some  reasons,  has  made  very  little  progress 
in  North  Carolina.  That  the  Pythian  Home  at  Clayton  is  a 
model  institution  well  built  and  equipped.”  He  recommends  that 
each  subordinate  lodge  purchase  a  copy  of  the  Supreme  Lodge 
statutes.  That  district  meeting  be  held  early.  G.  K.  of  R.  and 
S.  says,  “The  loss  in  membership  should  not  discourage  us  as 
it  was  simply  a  cutting  loose  of  the  dead  branches,  as  they  had 
been  a  hindrance  and  expense  to  the  lodges  that  were  carrying 
them.” 


NORTH  DAKOTA. 

The  Twenty-third  Annual  Convention  of  this  Domain  was 
held  at  Grand  Forks,  July  31st  and  August  1st,  1912.  Number  of 
members  of  this  Domain  as  reported  by  the  Grand  Keeper  of 
Records  and  Seal,  December  31st,  1910,  2202;  number  of  mem¬ 
bers  December  31st,  1911,  2,863,  which  shows  a  small  increase 
in  the  membership  in  this  Grand  Domain.  The  membership  of 
the  lodges  are  not  as  large  in  this  Domain  as  they  are  in  some 
other  states,  yet  there  seems  to  be  an  earnest  and  zealous  effort 
on  the  part  of  the  Grand  Officers,  and  also  on  the  part  of  the 
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membership  of  the  subordinate  lodges  to  increase  the  member¬ 
ship  of  this  Domain.  A  great  deal  of  care  is  exercised  in  the 
preparation  of  care  and  custody  of  the  written  and  unwritten 
work  of  the  Order,  while  the  Grand  Chancellor  is  a  live  and 
energetic  fellow  yet  the  field  for  labor  and  material  is  not  as 
large  as  it  is  in  other  Domains.  The  Insurance  Department  is 
highly  commended  by  the  Grand  Chancellor  and  in  his  report 
he  made  a  detailed  statement  to  the  membership  of  the  Order. 
The  Uniform  Rank  is  considered  an  excellent  branch  of  the 
Order,  and  it  is  advised  by  the  Grand  Chancellor  that  all  lodges 
organize  a  Uniform  Rank.  The  Pythian  Sisters  in  all  parts 
of  this  Domain,  and  a  large  number  of  women  are  working  for 
the  welfare  of  humanity.  The  Grand  Chancellor  urges  the  neces¬ 
sity  of  a  field  day,  the  work  of  which  should  be  devoted  to  in¬ 
crease  enthusiasm  and  wonting  up  new  lodges. 

OHIO. 

The  Forty-fourth  Annual  Convention  of  this  Grand  Domain 
was  held  at  Columbus,  Ohio,  June  10th  and  11th,  1913.  Number 
of  members  January  1st,  1912,  83,275;  number  of  members 
January  1st,  1913,  83,851,  making  a  net  increase  of  members  for 
the  year  1912  of  578.  Number  of  lodges  January  13th,  1913,  645; 
charters  forfeited,  2;  consolidated,  5;  number  of  lodges  Jan¬ 
uary  1st,  1913,  638.  It  seems  to  be  the  effort  of  the  Grand  Of¬ 
ficers  during  the  year  1912,  not  so  much  to  increase  the  mem¬ 
bership  but  strengthen  the  bonds  of  true  Pythian  friendship, 
among  the  members  and  to  live  in  their  daily  lives  the  prin¬ 
ciples  taught  by  the  organization.  One  of  the  greatest  efforts 
of  the  officers  was  to  urge  the  brethren  to  forget  all  petty  jeal¬ 
ousies  and  to  abandon  all  selfish  purposes,  and  to  look  for  the 
good  that  lies  in  the  heart  of  every  brother.  The  Grand  Chan¬ 
cellor  reports  that  the  condition  of  the  Insurance  Department 
of  the  Order  was  in  good  condition.  A  Pythian  home  is  main¬ 
tained  in  this  Domain,  which  is  conducted  by  board  of  directors, 
it  is  conducted  in  a  careful  and  systematic  way  and  is  made 
purely  as  a  home  for  Pythians  and  the  members  of  their  fam¬ 
ilies.  The  members  of  all  the  lodges  in  this  Domain  seem  .to 
be  in  a  working  condition,  and  all  seem  to  work  in  a  spirit  of 
harmony  to  advance  the  interest  and  higher  purposes  of  the 
Order.  The  Grand  Chancellor  and  the  Grand  Keeper  of  Rec¬ 
ords  and  Seal  in  this  state  are  to  be  praised  for  their  great  work 
and  success  during  the  year. 

OKLAHOMA. 

The  Sixth  Annual  Convention  of  this  Domain,  the  23rd  for 
Indiana  Territory,  and  22nd  for  Oklahoma  Territory,  was  held 
on  May  14th,  1912;  the  same  being  called  to  order  by  Grand 
Chancellor  Albert  O.  Romine.  Number  of  members  December 
31st,  1910,  8,822;  number  of  members  December  11th,  1911, 
8,220,  showing  a  decrease  of  the  membership  in  this  Domain. 
During  the  year  the  Grand  Chancellor  made  sixty-nine  visits, 
and  traveled  approximately  7,500  miles,  many  of  the  visits  be¬ 
ing  made  for  the  purpose  of  getting  reports  and  collecting  per 
capita  tax.  The  Grand  Chancellor  in  his  report  recommended 
a  change  in  several  of  the  Pythian  laws.  The  Pythian  Sisters 
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in  this  Domain  seems  to  be  in  a  flourishing  condition,  and 
they  are  always  in  the  fore  front  when  anything  is  to  be  done 
for  the  upbuilding  of  Pythianism.  The  Uniform  Rank  has 
done  much  to  help  maintain  the  high  standard  of  Pythianism  in 
this  Domain.  The  Insurance  branch  is  also  making  a  splendid 
showing  in  this  Domain.  The  Grand  Lodge  is  extremely  for¬ 
tunate  in  having  a  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seals  that  is 
diligent  and  earnest  in  his  work  and  also  willing  to  extend 
the  glad  hand  of  friendship. 

OREGON. 

Thirty-first  Annual  Convention  held  October  15  and  16,  1912. 
The  report  of  the  G.  K.  of  R.  and  S.  shows  that  the  growth  of 
the  Order  in  this  Grand  Domain  for  the  year  ending  October, 
1912  was  wonderful.  Proceeding  show  that  lodges  which  own 
their  own  Castle  Halls  are  “live  ones.”  Uniform  Rank  is  not 
very  strong  in  this  Domain.  G.  C.  recommends  the  D.  O.  K.  K. 
and  pays  a  fine  Tribute  to  the  Pythian  Sisters. 

PENNSYLVANIA. 

Annual  Convention  was  held  at  Harrisburg,  August  20-22, 
1912,  Grand  Chancellor  Hoffman  presiding.  This  has  been  a 
year  of  activity,  the  Grand  Chancellor’s  motto  “To  Work”  hav¬ 
ing  proven  a  stimulant,  resulting  in  an  increase  in  membership, 
new  life  in  the  lodges,  a  decrease  in  the  loss  of  membership 
from  suspension  for  non-payment  of  dues.  A  number  of  amend¬ 
ments  were  introduced  making  decided  changes  in  the  by-laws, 
most  of  which,  if  passed,  will  result  in  good  and  will  strengthen 
the  Order  in  this  Domain.  This  Domain  has  452  active  lodges 
with  a  membership,  June  30,  1912,  of  52,809.  The  Pythian  Sis¬ 
ters  are  active  and  the  Grand  Chancellor  praised  them  highly  for 
their  assistance  and  the  good  they  accomplished.  He  says,  “In 
this  mission  of  our  order  the  Pythian  Sisters  are  doing  laudable 
work  and  year  by  year  we  recognize  the  value  of  their  labors, 
and  the  added  interest  in  our  lodges  due  to  the  co-operations 
of  that  devoted  body.”  The  Uniform  Rank  is  alive  but  has  not 
received  the  support  and  recognition  due  them.  However,  we 
think,  from  the  Grand  Chancellor’s  report,  this  Rank  is  on  the 
eve  of  material  assistance  from  the  Grand  Lodge.  This  will  be 
seed  sown  in  fertile  ground,  which  will  return  many  fold.  The 
Insurance  Department  shows  a  healthy  condition.  No  fraternal 
review.  Next  convention  is  to  be  held  at  Reading,  September 
2,  1913. 

RHODE  ISLAND. 

The  Forty-second  Annual  Convention  of  Knights  of  Pythias 
met  in  Providence,  R.  I.,  February  11,  1913,  and  was  called  to 
order  by  Grand  Chancellor  Maxwell  B.  McMillen.  Membership, 
December  31,  1912,  2966;  net  gain,  86.  Number  lodges,  29;  loss 
by  consolidation,  2.  The  growth  in  Rhode  Island  is  slow  but 
nevertheless  sure.  The  Grand  Chancellor  in  his  report  speaks 
very  highly  of  the  Pythian  Sisters  and  states,  “I  honestly  be¬ 
lieve  that  according  to  the  amount  of  interest  taken  in  the 
Pythian  Sisters  by  our  subordinate  lodges  in  this  Domain,  to 
that  extent  will  the  very  perplexing  problem  of  the  question  of 
suspension  be  solved.”  There  is  no  report  of  the  Uniform  Rank. 
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The  Insurance  Department  has  a  report  and  is  recommended 
by  the  Grand  Chancellor. 

SOUTH  CAROLINA. 

The  Twenty-sixth  Annual  Convention  was  held  at  Spartan¬ 
burg,  May  28th,  1912.  The  report  shows  179  lodges;  two  insti¬ 
tutions  during  the  year  and  737  members  initiated,  '174  rein¬ 
stated;  237  by  card;  making  a  total  membership  of  11,553  on 
December  31st,  1911,  a  decrease  of  850.  Grand  Chancellor  F.  S. 
Evins  exercised  every  effort  to  turn  over  to  his  successor  a 
clean  sheet  on  which  to  write  a  history  of  the  glory  and  lasting 
revival  in  the  interest  and  love  for  Pythian  lessons,  and  closer 
application  for  those  ennobling  principles  for  which  we  stand, 
but  met  with  a  number  of  reverses.  In  his  report  he  recom¬ 
mended  the  revocation  of  the  charters  of  eight  lodges.  The 
cash  on  hand  in  this  Domain  at  this  time  shows  a  net  increase 
of  $147.41.  The  Widows’  and  Orphans’  Funds  are  carefully 
guarded  and  liberal  contributions  are  made  in  that  Domain  for 
that  purpose.  The  Uniform  Rank  is  flourishing,  and  the  Insur¬ 
ance  Department  of  the  order  seems  to  be  thriving  and  in  good 
condition. 


SOUTH  DAKOTA. 

The  Grand  Lodge  met  in  annual  session  at  Sioux  Falls, 
June  18,  1913.  The  Grand  Chancellor  in  his  report  speaks  of 
many  discouragements  and  hopes  that  a  brighter  time  is  ahead. 
Number  members,  2,949;  net  loss,  454.  Number  lodges,  59;  net 
loss,  1.  Grand  Chancellor  thinks  that  there  would  be  fine  pros¬ 
pects  for  more  Pythian  Sister  lodges  and  it  would  help  the 
Knights.  The  Uniform  Rank  is  not  doing  good  and  needs  quite 
a  lot  of  help.  The  Fraternal  Correspondent  has  a  good  report. 
We  trust  that  by  next  year  South  Dakota  will  have  risen  above 
her  difficulties  and  will  be  doing  great  things. 

TENNESSEE. 

The  Forty-second  Annual  Convention  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  the  Knights  of  Pythias  was  held  at  Ovoca,  June  11th  and  12th, 
1913.  Number  of  members  in  this  Domain  December  31st,  1911, 
10,882;  number  of  members  in  good  standing  at  the  time  of  the 
meeting,  9,612,  showing  a  small  decrease  in  the  membership  in 
this  Domain.  This  seems  to  be  true  in  this  Domain  for  the  next 
three  or  four  years,  and  the  cause  of  it  is,  the  disturbed  political 
condition  of  our  state.  The  Grand  Chancellor  put  in  a  great 
deal  of  work  trying  to  build  up  the  interest  of  the  subordinate 
lodges,  but  there  seems  to  be  a  great  deal  of  dead  timber  among 
a  lot  of  the  members.  There  were  only  two  new  lodges  insti¬ 
tuted  during  the  year,  but  this  state  is  blessed  with  a  good 
Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal.  The  Pythian  Sisters  of  this  Do¬ 
main  is  receiving  hearty  support  and  encouragement  from  all  of 
the  subordinate  lodges,  and  it  is  the  earnest  effort  and  desire 
of  the  Grand  Chancellor  that  every  lodge  shall  organize  a  tem¬ 
ple.  The  Insurance  Department  of  the  Order  is  apparently  in 
a  healthy  condition.  The  Uniform  Rank,  while  not  as  strong  in 
this  state  as  it  is  in  some  of  the  states,  yet  at  the  last  annual 
encampment  enthusiasm  was  shown. 
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TEXAS. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  this  Domain  held  its  Thirty-ninth  An¬ 
nual  Convention  in  Waco,  Texas,  May  14,  15,  16,  1912.  It  is 
estimated  that  there  was  a  net  gain  in  membership  of  500  to 
1,000;  an  increase  in  value  of  lodge  property  of  $35,000.  Insur¬ 
ance  Department  is  highly  recommended  by  the  G.  C.  Report 
of  Committee  on  Fraternal  Review  shows  that  “As  a  whole,  the 
Order  throughout  the  Supreme  Domain  is  in  good  condition  and 
growing,  notwithstanding  the  ‘suspension  evil’  is  still  with  us; 
that  the  Uniform  Rank  is  holding  its  own. 

UTAH. 

The  Thirtieth  Annual  Session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Utah 
convened  in  Salt  Lake  City,  May  20,  1913.  Grand  Chancellor 
Thomas  Hobday  gave  his  report  and  stated  that  the  Domain 
is  doing  good  work  now  and  is  on  the  road  to  better  things. 
They  had  to  bear  with  a  loss  the  first  of  the  year  but  things 
are  looking  better  now.  The  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and 
Seal  gave  his  report  as  follows:  Number  of  members,  January 
1,  1913,  1,445;  members  lost  during  year,  240.  There  seems  to 
be  little  interest  taken  in  advancing  the  Order  of  Pythian  Sis¬ 
ters  and  no  report  is  given.  No  report  of  the  Uniform  RanK 
is  given  but  the  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  states  that 
although  no  new  companies  have  been  organized  a  decided  im¬ 
provement  is  promised  in  the  near  future.  He  predicts  a  wide 
spread  tide  of  prosperity  for  the  entire  Order.  No  further 
business  being  presented  Grand  Ledge  was  closed  to  meet  in 
the  city  of  Ogden  May  19,  1914. 

VERMONT. 

The  Twenty-fourth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
Knights  of  Pythias  of  Vermont  met  at  Burlington,  August,  1913, 
and  was  called  to  order  by  Grand  Chancellor  Smith  B.  Waite. 
Membership,  2,944;  net  loss,  217.  Grand  Chancellor  George  D. 
Jarvis  gives  in  his  report,  “I  am  pleased  to  state  that  our  be¬ 
loved  Order  is  in  better  condition  at  the  present  time  than  for 
some  years  past.  Grand  Chancellor  gives  a  very  good  remedy 
for  suspensions.  He  suggests  as  partial  remedy,  that  the  Mas¬ 
ter  of  Finance  be  given  a  commission  of  five  per  cent  on  all 
dues  collected.  There  is  no  report  of  the  Pythian  Sisters,  but 
they  seem  to  be  working  for  the  betterment  of  the  Order.  The 
Uniform  Rank  is  in  a  very  good  condition  and  is  preparing  to 
have  an  encampment.  There  was  no  report  of  the  Insurance 
Department. 

WASHINGTON. 

The  Thirtieth  Annual  Convention  of  this  Domain  was  held 
at  Tacoma,  May  20-21-22,  1913.  Number  of  members  December 
31st,  1912,  11,529,  showing  a  decrease  of  membership  in  this 
Grand  Domain,  while  there  has  been  a  decrease  in  the  member¬ 
ship  in  this  Domain,  yet  the  material  from  which  the  subordinate 
lodges  is  made  up  is  substantial  and  has,  as  was  said  by  the 
Grand  Chancellor,  that  the  Knights  of  this  Domain  of  Washing¬ 
ton  are  the  personification  of  all  the  higher  and  nobler  attri¬ 
butes  of  man’s  nature;  that  they  do  in  reality  love  and  revere 
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the  truth;  that  they  uphold  the  right  and  defend  the  integrity 
of  their  fellowman;  and  that  their  loyalty  to  principle,  to  fam¬ 
ily,  to  friends  and  to  country  is  undoubted.  The  Deputies  in 
this  Domain,  it  seems,  did  not  renuer  the  assistance  to  the 
Grand  Chancellor  that  they  might  have.  The  Uniform  Rank  is 
recognized  in  this  Domain  as  being  of  great  assistance  to  the 
subordinate  lodges.  The  Insurance  Department  is  gradually 
gaining  strength  in  this  Domain,  and  is  represented  by  Brother 
Hawkins,  who  was  an  able  and  energetic  man. 

WEST  VIRGINIA. 

The  Forty-third  Annual  Convention  of  this  Domain  was 
held  at  Charleston,  August,  28-29-30,  1912,  at  which  time  this 
convention  had  the  pleasure  of  being  visited  by  the  Governor 
of  the  state.  At  this  time  there  were  One  Hundred  Seventy- 
four  lodges  in  this  Domain  with  a  membership  of  14,616.  West 
Virginia  at  this  Grand  Lodge  reports  the  largest  net  gain  reg¬ 
istered  in  the  past  eight  years.  There  were  four  new  lodges 
added  during  the  year,  the  gain  for  the  year  was  700.  The 
Grand  Chancellor  of  this  Domain  was  an  active  and  earnest 
worker  at  all  times,  striving  to  advance  the  principles  of  Pyth- 
ianism.  He  visited  the  lodges  of  this  Domain  with  a  view  of 
creating  harmony  and  turned  over  to  his  successor  the  high 
position  of  Grand  Chancellor  with  the  Order  in  a  good  thriving 
condition.  The  Pythian  Sisters  of  this  Domain  are  made  up  of 
the  same  material  and  the  value  of  their  labor  is  highly  ap¬ 
preciated  in  this  Domain,  they  work  upon  the  theory  that  only 
stainless  garments  benefit  a  Knights  of  Pythias.  Great  deal  of 
interest  is  taken  in  the  Pythian  home.  The  Insurance  Depart¬ 
ment  is  thriving  and  is  advancing  steadily. 

WISCONSIN. 

Convention  held  June  18  and  19,  1912.  Wisconsin  is  seven¬ 
teenth  of  the  Grand  Domains,  in  order  of  numerical  strength, 
and  sixth  in  its  net  gains.  Its  membership  on  January  1st,  1912, 
was  12,045.  It  would  be  of  benefit  for  any  member  of  our  Order 
to  read  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Fraternal  Correspond¬ 
ence  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Wisconsin.  He  has  covered  the 
field  of  Fraternal  Correspondence  in  an  able  and  interesting 
manner.  The  local  lodges  during  the  past  year  made  monthly 
reports  to  the  G.  C. 


WYOMING. 

The  Twenty-ninth  Annual  Convention  of  this  Domain  was 
held  on  the  27th  and  28th  of  August,  1912,  at  Moorcraft.  Num¬ 
ber  of  members  June  30th,  1911,  1361;  at  the  time  of  the  meet¬ 
ing  there  was  1,344,  showing  a  small  decrease  in  the  Order 
in  this  Domain.  The  Grand  Chancellor  of  this  Domain  only 
had  a  few  lodges  to  visit,  and  could  devote  a  great  deal  of 
time  to  the  interest  of  building  up  true  Pythianism.  Some  time 
was  spent  to  create  Temples  of  the  Pythian  Sisters  in  every 
city  where  a  lodge  was  maintained,  under  the  belief  that  it 
would  strengthen  the  lodge  and  add  to  the  social  side  of  the 
lodge  work.  The  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  is  an  active  and 
energetic  fellow  in  taking  care  of  all  his  duties  and  is  always 
ready  to  extend  his  glad  hand  of  friendship.
